honourable, but what proceeds from a clear 
and honeſt Principle, and aquir d by good 
and noble Ends, So that Honour may be 
ſaid to be not only the Reward of Vertue, | 
but the generous and vital Stem from 
which it naturally ſhoots, This was a 
ſacred Maxim among the Romans, who 
held, * That Dignities by Birth, were not 
* ſufficient to advance them to Honour, 
* unleſs they were endu'd with heroick 
and vertuous Qualifications, 


Some learned Writers ſay, that Honour 
conſiſts in exterior Signs; and Ariſtotle 
calls it, Maximum Honorum exteriorum z 
others ſay it is a certain Reverence in 
Teſtimony of Vertue.

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There are ſome times exterior Marks 
of Honour annex'd to the nominal Dignities 
Men are rais d to, not only as Indications 
of the Prince's Favour and Efteem, but 
AttraQives of Veneration from the People 
ſuch as the Order of the Garter in England 
and the like in other Nations; which, tho 
no eſſential Part of the Dignity, are very 
great Motives in the Way of Grandeur and 
Magnificence. There were likewiſe, ac- 
cording to the Cuſtom of ſeveral Kingdoms, 
Ovations, Triumphs, Trophies, Monu- 
ments of Braſs, and Marble, &. curiouſ- 
Jy wrought, &c. ſumptuouſly erected, con- 
taining Inſcriptions of their noble Atchieve- 
ments. There were rich embroider'd Veſt- 
ments, Garlands of Laurel and Myrtle, 
and various ſorts of Coronets, Chains, 
Spears, Swords, Shields, &c. on which 
there was engraven a brief Hiſtory or Re- 
petition of their victoriops Actions, with 
their Badges, or Coat ＋ * the Bear- 
ings of which carry'd ſome Analogy to their 
great Exploits. 2

Jong Duration: Some derive the Uſe of 
them from Jacob's Teſtament, where'Fudab

Brafon, a learned Judge of this Realm, 
Henry III. in his firſt 
Book, and 8th: Caſe, ſays, There is no 
« Reſpe& of Perſons with God; but with 


„Men there is a Difference of Perſons, 
„ vis, the Aing, and under him, Dukes, 


« Counts, Barons, Lords, Vavaſhrs, and 
« Knights-Counts, ſo call'd, becauſe they 
« take the Name from the County, or 
« from the Word Sociati, who alſo may be 
« term'd Conſuls, of Counſelling, for Kings 


re diſtinguiſb'd in their Perſons and 


« do aſſociate ſuch Men to them to go- 


« vern the People of God, ordaining into 
« great Honours, Power, and Name 

« where they do gird them with Swords, 
that is to ſay, Ring Gladiorum”, Hence 
it was that the Stations and Encampings of 
Arms, were call'd by the Romans, Caſtra, of 
the Word Caſtrare, ſince they ought to be 
Caſtrata vel Caſtra; ſignify ing, that Chaſti- 
ty, as well as Magnanimity, is requiſite in 
a compleat Hero. 


According to ſome Authors, Nobility 


had its Riſe ſoon after the Flood : for when 


Poſſeſſions were pw by Conſent of the 
People, who -had all Things in common, 
and knew no Inequality in Degree, they 

gave 
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gave them to ſuch whom they admir'd for 
their Virtues, and from whom they recei- 
ved a general Benefit. And Sir John Ferne 
defines Civil Nobility, to be an Excellency 
of Dignity and Fame plac'd in any Kingdom 
or People, through the Vertues there ſbem d 
forth to the Profit of the Kingdom. 


Nobilitas is generally of the Word No 
co, ſignify ing, in common-Acceptation of 
Speech, Men of Generoſity of Blood and 
Degree ; and therefore it is ſaid, Vir Nobi- 
lis. idem eft quod notus, & per omnia ora 
Vulgatus : But eſpecially it is apply'd to 
expreſs the Reward of Vertue under the 
Conſtructions of Honour, A generis Clari- 
tate; which being in part of diſtributive 
Juſtice, is inſeparable from the Prerogative 
of the Crown ; nor can it be robb'd of this 
Jewel, without Violence to the Merit of 
the Subje&, as well as to the Right of the 
Throne; for this Power in the Soveraign 
excites a generous Emulation in many of 
the People, who are prepar'd by Education 
for imbibing generous Sentiments; and is 
a vaſt Incident in forming the Mind to the 
Purſuit of Things truly Great and Noble. 


Nothing in Nature could admit of more 
Difficulty to be diſpens d with, than the 
Diſtinctions of Degrees, and Difference of 
Per- 
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Perſons, which the Civil Cuſtoms, and Po- 


litick Conſtitutions of Nations, has eſta. 


lind, not only for Utility and Decen- 
cy, but for the Baſis and ſolid Foundation 


of Government: Nor is this a Fetch of 


Human Policy only, but ſtamp'd with Di- 
vine Authority, where we are commanded, 
to give all Men their Due in their ſeveral 
Stations. All Nations under Heaven, 
however drown'd in Ignorance, different 
in Morals, or wild in their Government, 
acknowledge this juſt and neceſſary Order 
of Submiſhon. Tis this is the beſt Secu- 
rity of the Prince's Dignity, and the Peo- 
ple's Liberty, and is the juſt Poiſe and Bal- 
lance of Government, according to the Say- 
ing of Plato; That the Senate or Con- 
« vention of the Nobility and Gentry, 
« qualify'd the Heat of the Monarch, and 
« ervd to him as a Rampart againſt the 
Inſolence of the Populace”. 


In all well - regulated Courts, we 
find honourable Rewards beſtow'd on 
thoſe whoſe. Valour in the Field, Po- 
licy in Council, Eloquence at the Bar, or. 
Integrity on the Bench ; whoſe Learning 
and Dexterity ; whoſe Application, Dili- 
gence, and Publick - Spiritedneſs for the 
common Benefit, made them remarkable. 
Thoſe who have by any of theſe eminent

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Qualities endear'd themſelves to their So. o 
vereign ; that have diſtinguiſh'd themſelves Nen 
by their tranſcendant Loyalty; have freed 
their Country to Rebellion at Home, or 
the Danger of infulting Enemies Abroad 
reliev'd diſtreſs d Kingdoms, or 1 op- 
preſs d Subjects; and been ſignal Benefa. 
tors to Mankind; what Dignities 
could be conferr'd on them, what Rewards 
beſtow'd, but muſt be look d on by all 
Men of Principle, as a juſt Retribution of A 
their Merit? Making them deſervedly be. $4! 
come the Favourites of their Prince, the ti 
Darlings of the People, and the Objects G 
of univerſal Applauſe. | Pe 


Hiſtory, as well as Experience, convinces 
us, that ſuch worthy Patriots, of excellent 
natural Parts, honourable * tran- 
ſcendent moral Accompliſhments, on the 
moſt glorious and deſerving Actions, have 
arriv'd at the higheſt Reputation in their 
Country : They reign'd like BenefaQors in 
the Hearts of Mankind, whilſt they liv'd, 
and their Deaths were attended with 
Dirigies and univerſal Lamentations, not 
only of a few Friends, but of all Men of 
Condition: And what was this, but the 
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Reward and Crown of their Vertue? The 
Tendency of illuſtrious Blood, or the 
3h 8 Force 0 
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orce of generous Education, and excel- 
lent Principles. 


That Vertue is, or ſhould be the great At- 
ractive of Honour, the very Heathens 
themſelves, who were conducted by the 
Light of Nature, ſtood convinc'd of : For 
the Romans erected a Temple to Vertue, in 
the Way to that which was dedicated to 
Honour; intimating, that the one was the 
Avenue and ſtreight Paſlage to the other. 
And this is founded on the univerſal Sen- 
timent of Mankind, who allow Fame and 
Glory, Honour and Power, to be the ſignal 
Perfections of thoſe Perſons who acquire 
or enjoy them. 


The Dignity of Families of Antiquity, is 
moſt ſplendid ; yet the firſt Baſs of that 
Nobility of Birth, was Vertue. All Great- 
neſs had a Beginning, founded more upon 
Deſert, than Blood; and this is that can 
beſt ſupport the Privilege of their. Extra- 
ction in the ſeveral Branches of their Po- 
ſterity, or procure and conſerve Honour 
for thoſe who ſhall hereafter make a ver- 
tuous Purſuit of it. 


Thoſe who have a Thirſt of Honour, 
and would enjoy it with popular Applauſe, 


or other Marks of Eſteem, muſt not _ | 


— ͤ 
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be enrich'd in Blood or Eſtate, but with 
all the illuſtrious Qualifications of Mind, 
There is requir'd a fublime Frame of Spi. 
rit, mix'd with Aﬀability, Temperance, 
Fortitude, and other Chriſtian Vertues. 
Perſons thus qualify'd, may be-ſaid to be 
born Favourites of a good Prince, the Orna- 
ments of a virtuous Court, and to do Ho- 
nour to the Titles beſtow'd on them. 

Thus much of Honour in general, as 
properly introductive to a more particular 
and extended Diſcourſe of it, the Subject 
of the following WORK. 


ER RA TA of the principal Fanlts in the Laws of Honour.

The 
econd Order conſiſts of that of the Garter, (if not 
otherwiſe dignify'd) Knights Bannerets, Baronets 
Knights of the Bach, Knights Batchelors, Eſquires, 
Gentlemen. 

As to the Rank or Precedency of the firſt Order 
of Men amongſt us, viz, Peers, I need only ſay, 
that they take Place according to their Creation, or 
Date of their Patent, unleſs of the Blood Royal, then 
they precede all others of the ſame Degree, ⁊ ic. the 
Sons, Grand-ſons, and Brothers of King or Queen 
the great Officers of State do likewiſe break thro this 
general Rule, and claim Precedency of the other No- 
bility, vir. the Arch-biſhop of CANTERBURY, 
the Lord Chancellor, or Lord Keeper, the Arch-biſhop 
of YORK, the Lord Treaſurer, the Lord Preſident, 
and the Lord Prvy-Scal.

NOBLES. 


The Nobility are diſtinguiſh*d by the general Name 
of Peers of the Realm, or Barons of ENGLAND | 
for Dukes, Marquifles, Earls and Viſcounts, did an- 
tiently fit together in the King's Great Council of 
Parliament, as Barons, and in right only of their 
Baronies z wherefore by the general Name of Barons 
of the Realm, and for the 2 thereof, we un- 
derſtand the whole Body of the Nobility; the Par- 
liament Robes of the es, differing nothing from 
the Barons, except that they wear the Guards upon 
their Shoulders, Three or Four Folds: For tho 
Dukes, Marquiſſes, Earls, and Viſcounts in their Cre- 
ations are attired with Ornaments of Silk and Velvet, 
yet in Parliament they uſe the ſame that Barons do, 
made of Scarlet, with ſeveral differences of White 
Furs ſet as Fringes, or Edgings on their Shoulders 
and notwithſtanding they fit in right of their Baronics, 
yet they take Place according to their n :

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And hence it is, that thoſe bloody Conteſts concern- 
ing the Liberties granted by the Great Charter, both in 


the time of King 70H, and HENRY III. are 


call'd in our publick Hiftories the Barons Wars. 


Neither have the Lords Spiritual any other Title | 


to that Preheminence but by their ancient Baronies ; 
for tho originally all the Poſſeſſions of Biſhops, Ab- 
bots, and Priors, were given, and holden in Frank 
Almoign, moſt of their Tenures were alter'd, viz, 
Baronia Anno 1070; and of that Tenure they have 
continu'd ever ſince. But the Tenures of all Abbots 
and Priors, became extinguiſh'd by the Diffoiution of 
Monaſterics: And finally, tho* the Nobility differ 


in Title, and certain Ceremonies, yet a Baron enjoys 


the ſame Privilege; as for inſtance, it is found, that 


Dukes, and all other Degrees of Nobiliry in caſes. 


Criminal are Try'd by Barons, together with Mar- 
quiſſes, Earle, and Viſcounts, as their Peers, and Peers

The Monarch, or Soveraign, of GREAT 
BRITAIN. | 


The Office of King, or Soveraign of this Realm, 
according to Forteſcue, Pugnare Bella Populi ſui & eos 
rectiſſime Fudicare, to Fight the Battles of his People, 
and to ſee Right and Juſtice done to them: Or more 
particularly (according to their Coronation Oath) to 
preſerve the Rights and Privileges of Holy Church, 
the Royal Prerogatives belonging to the Crown, the 
Laws and Cuſtoms of the Realm: To do Juſtice, 
ſhew Mercy, keep Peace and Unity, Cc. 

They are enabſed to perform this great and weighty 
Office by certain Extraordinary Powers, and Privi- 
leges which they hold by the Law of Nations, by the 
Common Law of England, or by Statutes, The Re- 


| galia were antiently call'd Sacra Sacrorum, as his 


Lands are call'd in Law, Patrimon ium Sacrum, now 
frequently the Royal Prerogatives.

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In England, France, Spain, &c. Kings were ſtild 
Dei Gratia, &c. and as the French King is laid to be Rex 
Francorum Chriſtianiſſimus, the Moſt Chriſtian King, 
the King of Spain, the Molt Catholick ; the Emperor, 
Defender of the Church; ſo the Monarchs of Great 
Britain, by a Bull from Pope Leo the Tenth, ſent to 
King Henry the Eighth, for a Book wrote againſt 
Martyn Luther, have the Title of Defender of the 
Faith, and by Acts of Parliament is declar'd' Supreme 
Head of the Church of England. 

It is the cuſtom likewiſe for Kings to write in the 
Plural Number (which is God's own Stile) Man- 
damus Volumus, &c. and in the Scripture we find 
them call'd Gods, in which Senſe they may be ſtiled 
Divi, or Dii, _u Dei Vicarii, & Dei voce judicant. 
Our Lawyers alſo ſay, Rex 4 Perſona mixta cum ſa- 
cerdote habet Eccleſiafticam & Spiritualem Furiſdiftionem, 
This ſhews the Soveraign's Power in Eccleſiaſtical 
Cauſes, being anointed with Oil as the Prieſts ; and 
afterwards the Kings of Iſrael were, which ſignifies 
his Perſon to be both Sacred and Spiritual.And therefore 
at the Coronation has a Prieſt's Garment put on him, 
call'd the Dalmatica, or Colobium, and other ſuch 


Veſts. And before the Reformation the King, as a 


Spiritual Perſon, received the Sacraments in both kinds. 
e is capable of holding Titles, all Extra- Parochial 
Titles ; ſome Proxies, and other Spiritual Profits be- 
long to the Soveraign. | | 
he Ceremony at the Coronation of Kings are many, 
and with us in England more than in many other 
Countries; as the anointing with Oil, (which is

of England is anointed, as no other King is, but 
France, Sicily and Fernſalem, Thirdly, he is Crown'd, 
which Honour the Kings of Spain, Portugal, Navarre, 

and many other Princes have not. 

Ihe Honour of Precedency amongſt Chriſtian 
Princes is often diſputed by their Ambaſſadors. Next 
to the Imperial Miniſters. the French take Place, as 
being the largeſt Realm in Chriſtendom, and, molt 
Noble, ſince Charles le Maine obtained the Imperial 
Diadem: The ſecond Place in the Weſtern Empire 
was indiſputably the Right of our Chriſtian Kings, 
for many Hundred Years, till Spain grown Rich and 
Proud by the Addition of the IJadies, claim'd the pri- 
ority, but cou'd not gain it. Their Charles V. was 
Elected Emperor: Notwithſtanding which, after 
his Reſignation, the Controverſy was renew'd by the 
Engliſh Ambaſſadors, at a Treaty of Peace between 
the two Crowns, Anno 1690. where they challeng'd 

Precedency, which the Spaniards refuſing the Treaty 
broke up, and from that Time it has remain'd un- 
certain,

The Eldeſt Son and Heir of the King, or Queen of 
England, is entitled Prince, from the Latin Word 
quaſi Principal; Poſt Regem. The firſt that we read of 
in England, was Edward, Eldeſt Son to K. Henry III. 
Gnce which Time the Eldeſt Son of the King hath been 
created by Patent, and other Ceremonics,,. l 
Walks, Earl of Cheſter and Hint. King Edward III. 
added al io by Patent, the Dukedom of Cornwall ; and 
An. Regni. 36. made his Eldeſt Son Edward, the Black 
Prince, Prince of Acquitaine. | 

Since the Time of King James I. his Title has been 
Magne Britanniæ Princeps, but ordinarily Prince of 
Wales ; as Eldeſt Son to the King or Queen of Scor- 
land, he is Duke of Rothſay, and Seneſchal of Scotland, 
from his Birth; aud ſo long as Normandy remain'd 
in the Hands of the Engliſh, he had always the Stile of 
Duke of Normandy. | | N 

At his Creation he is preſented befor: the Soveraign 
in Princely Robes, who puts a Coronet upon his Head, 
a Ring on his Middle Finger, a Verge of Gold in his 
Hand, and his Letters Patent, after they are read. 

His Mantle which he wears in Parliament, is once 
more doubled upon the Shoulders than a Dukes, his 
Cap of State indented, and his Coronet formerly of 
Croſſes, and Flowers de Lis mix*d ; but after the Relfaura- 
tion of King Charles IL it was ſolemnly order'd that the 
Son and Heir apparent to the Crown of England, 
ſhou'd bear his Coronet of Crofles and Flower de Lis, 
with one Arch, and in the midſta Bull and Crofs, like 
the Royal Diadem. That his then Royal Highneſs, the 
Duke of Tori, and all the immediate Sous of the Kings 
or Queens of England, ſhou'd uſe and bear their Co- 
ronets, compos'd of Croſſes and Flours de Lis only: 
But all their Sons reſpestively, having the Title of 
Dukes, ſhow uſe their Coronets com pos'd of Leaves 
only, like the Coronetis of Dukes, not being of the

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King Charles II. was by Order, not Creation, ad. 
. mitted P. of Wales, had a Principality with the Earl- 
dom of Cheſter, confirm'd to him by the Deſcent, and

The Prince by the Common Law, is reputed as the 
ſame Perſon with the King, and fo declar'd by the Sta- 
tute Temp. Hen. VIII. The Civilians fay; the King's 
Eldeſt Son, during his Father's Life, may be ſtiłd King 
by the Law of Nations, becauſe he is ſo near a Rela- 
tion tothe Crown, that if his Father dies he is ipſo Me- 
mento Rexʒ tho he be not Crown'd. A known Cuſtom 
in Spain, and once allow'd in England to Henry, Son 
to King Henry II. notwithſtanding, he holds his Seig- 
niories and Principalities of the King, as Subject to 
him, and is under the ſame Obedience. 

He has certain Priviledges above other Perſons, as to 
his Liveries, Apparel and the like; and he may retain 
as many Chaplains as he pleaſes, (whereas all the o- 
ther Nobility (except the Blood Royal) are reftrain'd to 
a certain Number) who may purchaſe Licenſe and 
Diſpenſation, and take or retain two Parſonages or 
Benefices, with Cure of Souls. By the Statute of the 
25th of Edward III. it is declar'd, That to compaſs or 
imagine the Death of the King's Eldeſt Son and Heir is 
High Treaſon ; and fo the Statute the 26th Hen. VIII. 
And ſo was the antient Common Law of this Realm. 
In the 17th of James I. it was declar'd, that the Chil- 
dren of the Kings of England, in whatſoever Parts 
they were Born, ſhow'd be capacitated to bear the In- 
heritance of their Anceſtore. The Prince of Wales, 
before that Dominion, was incorporated with England, 
had Power and Authority to make Laws and Statutes, 
as amply as any of the amient Kings of the Country 
cou'd do. f | 

My Lord Oe tells us in his Seventh Part, that tho 
generally the Birth Place is obſerv'd, yet very often the 
Legiance and Obedience, cut of any Place of the King's 
Dominion, may make a Subject legally Born: For we 
fee by Experience frequently in Parliament, That Am- 
baſſadors, Merchants, and the King's Soldiers, do Sue 
there in ſuch Caſes to liave their Children Ny

was allow'd to hold his Court feparate from the- 
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Likewiſe in the Articles confirm'd by Parliament, 
touching the Marriage of Queen Mary, with Philip of 
Spain, in the firſt Part, a ſpecial Clauſe was inſert - 
to prevent him f.om being Tenant by the Cour- 
teſie of the Crown, in caſe he ſhould have Iſſue by her,

By the Statutes of 24, Hen. VIII. C. 24. a general Re- 
ſumption was made of many Liberties and Franchiſes, 
formerly granted or held from the Crown, as the 
Authority to Pardon Treaſon, Murder, Manſlaughter, 
and Felony; alſo Power to make Juſtices in Oyer 
Juſtices of Aſſie, Juſtices of Peace, Goal Deliveries an 
the like; but this Statute leaves the King's Eldeſt Son 
only the Name and Title of Prince of Wales, but no 
other Juriſdiction than at the King's Pleaſure. 

Nor 1s it unneceſſary to obſerve, that in ancient Time, 
and in the Time of the Engliſh Saxon Kings, the uſe

In the Parliament 31. Hes. 8. Cap. 10. An Act con- 
cerning the King's Children and Lords in the Parlia- 
ment and other Aſſemblies, was, among{ other things, 
made as followeth ; that no Perton or Perſons of what 
Degree, Eſtate or Condition ſoever his or they be of, 
except only the King's Children, at any time hereafter, 
attempt to ſit or have Place on any ſide of the Cloth of 
Eſtate in the Parliament Chamber, whether his Maje- 
ſty be there perſonally, preſent or abſent, the Prince 
ſhall not find Pled ges for the Proſecution of any Action, 
and therefore ſhall not be amerc'd no more than the 
King or Queen ſhould be. The Prince is a diſtinct Per- 
ſon from the King, he is a Subject, and holdeth his 
Principalities and Seigniories of the King and ſubject 
to the Law of the Land as a Subject, and in Token of 
the Princes Subjection, he doth not upon his poſię in 
his Arms, diſdain the Old Saxon Words (Ich Dien) 
TI ſerve ——— And there is a Caſe that Glaſcoine, 
Chief Juſtice of England in the Time of Henry IV. did 
commit the Prince who wou'd have taken a Perſon 
from their Bar in the King's Bench, and the Prince did 
humbly ſubmit himfelfand go at his Command, and 
this did much rejoyce the King to ſee that he had a 
Judge fo bold to adminilter Juſtice upon his Son, and 
that he had a Son ſo Gracious to obey his Laws.

Edward III. in the Eleventh of his Reign, by whic

to be ſo call'd # Dxcendo, from Leading; being at firſt 
always a General or Leader of an Army, and ſo choſen 
in the Field, either by caſting Lots, or by common 
Voice; which Leader the Saxons call'd an Hertzog : 
But for many Ages it has been a any green by Kings 
and Princes to Men of great Blood and Merit. In ſome 
Countries to this Day, the Sovereign Princes are calld 
3 as that of Savoy, Mu ſcovy, Saxony, Florence,

All Noble-men at their Creation, have Two Enſigns 
to ſignifie Two Duties, viz. Their Heads are adorn'd 
ad con ſulendum Regem & Patriam in Tempore pacis ; and 
they are Girt with Swords, ad defendendum Dominum 
Regem & Patriam in tempore Belli. The Chapeau, or 
Head Attire which Dukes were accuſtom'd to wear in 


Token of Excellency, is of a Scarlet Colour, Lin'd or

which are allow'd Names of Dignity, and the Barons,

nam'd Lord or Baron by his Writ ; but the Duke, 
Marquiſs, Earl vr Viſcount, ought to be nam'd by 
their Names of Dignity. Campden Fol. 1692. ſaith that 
our Common-Laws doth not allow a Baron one of our 
Nobility ; dut I take it to be under ſtood of Barons by 
Tenure, or Barons by Writ only; for the Title of a 
Baron by Patent, is in his Letters Patents under the 
Great Seal of England, adorn'd by the Names of Status, 
Gradus, Dignitas; and therefore it is requiſite to be 
nam'd,and ſuch Dignities are a parcel of the Name of 
the Poſſeſſors, as well as the Title and Stile of a Duke, 
Marquiſe, Earl or Viſcount, and though there may be 
conceiv'd this difference laſt mention d between 


Patent ; yet they being all Members of the Higher 
Houſe of Parliament, they are thereby made Noble,

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Honourable and Peers of the Realm, as they are Barons 
without any other Diſtinction. | | 

Many Writers haye labour'd.to Place the Etymology 
and Signification of this Word, wherein following 
too much their on Fancy, they have bred much 
Variation in Opinion.

Affairs of the Nation, which Writ is much to the Eff; 
of the afore-mention'd Writ, in the Title of Earl, and 
which kind of Writ is as well directed to the Birons of 
Tenure as by Creation by Patents ; but thoſe that are not 
Barons by Tenure, nor by Patent, and have only ſuch 
Writs, alter the Receipt of ſuch Writ, and Place taken 


in Parliament accordingly, ought to enjoy the Name ;

Touching the Antiquity of Barons by Writ only,and 
the firſt Inſtitution thereof, I find little or no mention 
before the Reign of King Henry the Third, and there- 


' fore I conceive that either the firſt, or at leaſt the firſt 


frequent uſe of ſuch Birons, was had and devis'd 49 
Hen. 3.in caſe of Neceſſity, and upon a commendable 
Occaſion, for in the Ditorder between the King and 
his Nobility in thoſe troubleſome Wars, where Sdicions 
and Rebellions were ſtirr'd up by them againſt the faid 
King, there were many great Battles fought ta the 
Efuſion of much Blood, of which ſaid Rebellions the 
Right Honourable Simon Earl of Exeter was Ringleader, 
for the Defence of their Liberties, as pretended grant- 
ed by Magna Charta, and Charter of the Foreſt, which 
are even to this Day the Principal Grounds of the poſi- 
tive Law, and are the moſt ancient Statutes now in

others of them as were taken Priſoners or made their 
Eſcape by flight, were to be attainted and diſinherited 
of their Eſtates, and the Number of Barons. who had 
continued faithful unto their Soveraign, being ſmall, 
it was deem d a neceſſary Policy to ſupply the Number 
of the diminiſh'd Barons, with other Perſons of known 
Worth, Wiſdom and Repute, by rea ſon whereof there 
were call'd at thoſe Parliaments the Abbots and Prior 
of the Realm, as- well thoſe that held not by Barons 
nas others, and divers others of the moſt worthy Laity not 
holding by Barony, and theſe by means thereof were 
thenceforth Barons by Writ ; but certain of the ſaid Ab- 
bots andPriors which held not by Barony, and thought 
it a Burden to their Houſes, got themſelves upon Peti- 
tion afterwards to be exempted, as by divers Record 
thereof remaining in the Chancery may appear. 

This moreover is to be noted, concerning the Writof 
Summans to Parliament, that thoſe Writs in Form 
of their Directions are divers, ſome directed by ſpecial 
Name of Barons, as Rex, & c. Edmundo Baroni de Stafford, 

obanni, Baroni de Grayſtock, Fohani Baroni de Dull

in Parliament, ſhall by-vertue of this Act of Com- 
mon Grace, upon his or their Requeſts and Prayer, 
alledging, that he is a Lord or Peer of this Realm, 
claming the Benefit of this Act, tho he cannot 
Read, without burning in the Hand, Joſs of Inhberi- 
tance, or Corruption of Blood be adjudged, taken 
and uſed. for the firſt time only, to all Conſtructione, 
Intents and Purpoſes, as a Cleik Convict, which 
may make Purgations without any other Benefit of 


Clergy, to any ſuch Lord or Peer from thenceforth, 


at any time after for any Cauſe to be allowed, ad- 
judged or admitted, any Law, Cu Statute, or 


other Thing to the contrary notwithſtanding. By this 


Statute, a Lord of the Parliament ſhall have the Be- 
nefit of his Clergy where a Common Perſon ſhall not, 
viz. for Breaking open an Houſe by Day or Night 
or for Robbing any one on the High-way, and in all 
other Caſes excepted, ring in willful Murther and 
Poiſoning ; but in all other Cafes wherein the Clergy is 
taken away, by any Statute made ſince the ſaid Statute 
of 1 Edw. 6, he is in the ſame Degree that a Common 
and Inferiour Perſon, but the Court will not give 
him the benefit of this Statute, if he doth not re- 
N it; if a Lord of the Parliament do confeſs his 

upon his Arraignment, or doth -Abjure, or is 
Outlawed for Felony, it ſeemeth that in 'tliefe Caſes 
he may have the benefit of the Statute, viz. his Cler- 
V, for. that by the Statute 18 Eliz. Cap. 18. he nor 
any other need to make his Purgation, but ſhall be 
forthwith delivered out of Priſon by the juſtices, 
by the Imperial Conſtitutions, nobiles non torꝗ tentur & 
mobiles non ſuſpendentur ſed decapitantur, and ſo it is 


almoſt grown into a Cuſtom of England, and by the 


favour of the Prince, for it is rare to have a Nobleman 


Executed in other form; yet Thomas Fines, Lord Denys 
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of the South in the 234 of Henry the 6th. and the 
Lord Sturton in the 4th of Queen Mary were hanged. 

At the Common Law 1t was lawful for any Man,

Noble or Ignoble, to retain as many Chaplains as they 
pleaſed for their Inſtructions in Religion but by a 
tatute made the 21ſt Hen. 8. cap. 13. a reſtraint was 
made, and a certain Number only allowed the No- 
bility, and fuch Chaplains for their Attendance have 
Immunitiee, as by the Statute at large may appear, 
via. every Archbiſhop and Duke may have Six Chap 
lains, whereof every one may have, and purchaſe Lt 
cenſe of Diſpenſation, and take, receive, and k 
Two Perſonages or Benefices with Cure of Souls; 
that every Marquiſs and Earl may have Fiye Chaplains, 
every Viſcount or other Biſhop Four Chaplains, and 
every Baron and Knight of the Garter may have Three 
Chaplains, whereof cvery one, of them may purchaſe 
Licenſe of Diſpenſation, and take, receive, and keep 
Two Benefices with Cure of Souls. | 
And for as much as the retaining of Chaplains by 
Lords and Peers of the Realm is ordinary; and neret - 
theleſs ſome Queſtions have been concerning the true 
underſtanding of the ſaid Statute Law, I think it not 
unneceſſary to ſet down ſome ſubſequent Reſolutiom 
of the Judges touching ſome Matters. 
If a Biſhop be Tranſlated to an Archbiſhoprick, or 
a Baron be Created an Earl, yet in this Caſe they can 
have but only ſo many Chaplains as an Archbiſhop ot 
an Earl might have; for altho he hath divers Dignitiet, 
yet he is ſtill but one Perſon to whom the Attendance 
and Service ſhould be done; fo if a Baron be made 2 
Knight of the Garter, or Lord Warden of the Cinque 
Ports, he ſhall have in all but Three Chaplains, & fs 
de ſomilibus.. 8 
And if ſuch an Officer altowed by the Statute to 
have One, Two, or more Chaplains, do-retain accord- 
ingly; and after he is removed from his Office, in this 
Cale he cannot be now Norn-refident, nor accept a Se. 
cond Benefice of his Complement, which was not 
before his removing, and in that Caſe it behoveth the 85 
Chiplain to procure a Non-obſtante, 0:herwile he may | 
be puniſhed for his Non-reſidence.

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80 if any Earl or Baron do retain a. Chaplain, and 
fore his Advancement his Lord is Attainted of Frea- 
jon, as. it was in the Caſe of the Earl of Weſtmorland, 
after the ſaid Attainder ſuch a Chaplain cannot accept 
a ſecond Benefice, for though bis Lord be Mill living 
according to Nature, yet after the Attainder he is a 
dead Perſon by the Law, and therefore out of the Caſe 
to have Priviledge for himſelf or for his 'Chaplains. 

If a Baron have Three Chaplains, and every of them

The ſame Law is, if the Baron be Attainted of Trea- 
fon or Felony; or if any Officer be removed from his 
Office, & ſix de omilibus.

Confederacies had againlt any Lord, or any of the 
King's Council, or great Officer in his Houſhold, and 
ſo great Inconveniences did enſue, becauſe ſuch ungodhy 
ennours were not ſtrictly puniſhed before that auy 
actual Deed was done; for Remedy whereof it was by 
the ſame Statute ordained, that the Steward, Treaſurer, 
or Comptroller of the King's Houſhold for the Time

If any Perſon Admitted and Sworn, the Kipg's Ser

By, the Statute made in the Second of King Henry 
the Firſt, cap. 8. Authority is given to the Sheriffs, and 
other the King's Juſtices, for the better ſuppreſſing of 
Riots, to raiſe poſſe Comitatus; and the ſame Liberty 
doth in Common Law guide in many other Caſes, ne- 
xertheleſs, the Sheriff may not by ſuch Authority com- 
mand the Perſon. of any Nobleman to attend the Ser- - 
rice; but if the Sheriff upon a ſupplicavit againſt a 
Noble Man in that Caſe, do Return that he is fo puiſſant 
hat he cannot; nor dare not Arreſt him, the Shenft 
ſull be grievbuſly atnerced for ſuch his Return; for 
A the. Writ undet the Great Seal of England, the 
King's Command 15 to all Archbiſhops, Biſhops, Earls, 
punts, and Batons, and to all Leigemen of the

aſſembled in Parliament to prevent the Danger of 
an Uſurpation of the Crown.

. The Daughters of the Kings of England are all 
ftiled Princeſſes, the Eldeſt is called the Princeſs-Royd, 
and hath an aid, or certain rate of Money paid by 
every Tenant in Capite Knights Service and Soccage 
towards her Marriaze Portion, as was levied by King 
James, when he married the Princeſs Elizabeth; 
to violate her Chaſtity is by the Law adjudged High 
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Women in England, according to their Husband's 
Qualitics, are either Honourable and Noble, or Ig- 
noble: Their Honourable Dignities are Princeſſes, 
Dutcheſſes, Marchioneſſes, Counteſſes, Viſcounteſſes

their Ruin, put on Mens Apparel, and by a relolute 
Sally forced the Moors to raiſe the Scige; and the Earl 
in acknowledgement of his Thanks for this their noble 
AR, as a Reward of Honour, inſtituted an Order not 
much unlike a Military Order, into which were ad- 
mitted only thoſe brave Women and their Deſcendant: 
The Badge which he aſſigned them was ſomething like 
a Fryer's Capouch, but of a Grimſon Colour, which 
they wore upon their Headecloaths, Amonglt the Pri 
vileges which this Earl granted them, they were to be 
freed from all Taxes, to have Precedency in publick 
Meetings, and that all the Jewels and Apparel of their 
deceaſed Husbands ſhould be their own, though of ne- 
ver ſo great Value: And theſe Women having thus 
purchated this Honour, deported themſelves after tl 
manner of Military Knights of thoſe Days,

Roll, conſpire the Death of any Noble Woman, it is 
not Felony within the compaſs of the Statute, 3 Hen. 7. 
18. Honourable Women, as before noted, are of 
Three Sorts, by Creation, by Deſcent, and by Mar- 
rage, and the King may Create any Woman to Titles 
of Honour at his Pleaſure; and the King by his Letters 
Patents openly read in Parliament, without any other 
invelture, did Create Mary Fane, Widow, the ſole 
2 of the Baron of Aber gaveny, Baronneſs, de le 
ncer. 
| Nobie Women by Deſcent, are either thoſe to whom 
the Lands þolden by ſuch a Dignity do deſcend, as 
Hear, and they are ſaid to be Honourable by Tenure, 
or by thoſe worthy. Anceſtors to whom they were Heirs, 
was ſeized of an Eſtate deſcendable to them in their Ti- 
tles of Dukedoms,, Earldoms or Baronies, or thoſe 
whoſe Anceſtors were ſummoned to Parliament; for 
hereby alſo Inheritance accrues to their Poſterities. 
Noble Women are allo thoſe who take to their Huſ- 
bands any Lord, or Peer of the Realm, though they 
themſelves were not of any Degree of Nobility. 


Q 3 Queſtion 
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Queſtion had been made, whether if a Man be ſum- 
moned to Parliament, and afterwards die without Iflue 
Male, the Dignity and Title of Honour may deſcend to 
the Heir Female, and many Arguments have been 
contra in that Caſe, of which I have faid ſomething 
in the Chapter of Barons. 25 

Concerning the Title of Honour deſcendable to the 
Heir Female by reaſon of a Tenure of her Anceſtors, 
there need no more doubt to be made than of Offices 
of Honour, the which do much ſupport the publick 

Wealth, and being of Eſtate of Inheritance do deſcend 
to the Heir Female, if there be no nearer Heir Male; 
As the Office of High Conſtableſhip of England, chal- 
lenged in the Time of Henry the Eighth by the Duke 
of Buckingham, and adjudged by the Advice and 
Reſolution of the Judges, as by a Note of that Cale 
extant, whereof Dyer 1n his Reports hath a Memorial, 
— b. Kelnay,the 6th of Henry the Eighth, 170. b. which 
deſcended to the Daughter of Humphry de Bobune, Earl 
of Hereford and Eſſex, as before is declared, the Office 
of the Lord Steward deſcended to Blaunch, Daughter 
of Henry Earl of Lancaſter, in whoſe Right Job of 
Gaunt her Husband enjoyed the ſame; the like may 
be ſaid of the Office of Earl Marſhal, which deſcended 
by an Heir Female to the Houſe of Norfolt;, All 
which Offices are as unfit to be exerciſed by a Woman, 
as for a Woman of Honour to be ſummoned to Par- 

liament: And when a Title of Honour deſcends to a 
Woman, it Queſtion in Law ariſes between the faid 

Noble Woman, and ny other Perſon, whether ſhe be 
of that Degree of Nobſeneſs or no, the Iſſue ſhall be 
tryed by the Record thereof, and by the King's Writ it 
ſhall be Certified, and not by a Jury of Twelve Men, 
as it ſhould have been in Caſe her Anceſtor had been 
Party. Thongh the Laws of the Realm regularly make 
all the Daughters, where there are no Sons, equally to 
inherit Lands and Tenements, and to be but one Heir 
to their Anceſtor, yet it is not ſo in the deſcent of Dig- 
nity and Titles of flooour, for Inheritances concerning 
matter of Honour, being Things in their Nature per- 
ticipating of Superiority and Eminency, are got 2 
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able amongſt many, and therefore muſt of neceſſity de- 
ſcend to one, and that is, to the eldeſt Daughter, Siſter, 
Aunt, or Couſin Female; and inheritable where there 
1 no Heirs Male that may lawfully challange the ſame, 
and fo in this Point is the Civil Law. 

Nevertheleſs, there was a Judgment in the Time of 
Henry the Third, touching the Deſcent of the Earldom 
of Chefter, after the Death of the Earl, who died without 
Iſſue: His Siſters being his Heirs} which Judgment was 
that the ſaid Earldom ſhould be divided amongſt the 
ſaid Co-partners, as the other Lands, and that the el- 
deft ſhould not have it alone; but this Judgment was, 
held erroneous, even in thoſe Times when it was given; 
for Bratton, a learned Judge who lived in that Age, 
writeth thereof, treating of Partition between Co-part- 
ners, Iib. 2. Caſe 24. by which it is evident, that Ba- 
tonies, and Dignities of Honour, do by the Laws of 
this Realm, deſcend to the eldeſt Co-partner, and the 
Judgment given once to the contrary thereof, Bratton 

oth rightly account to be unjuſt ; his Reaſon is nota- 
ble, for as much as the Honour of the Chivalry of this 
Realm chiefly conſiſts in the Nobility, Reaſon would 
tot that ſuch Dignity ſhould be divided amongſt Co- 
partners, whereby through multitude of Partitions, 


| the Reputation of Honour in ſuch A and ſo 


divided, might be impaired, or the Strength of the 
Realm being drawn into many Hands with decreaſe of 
Livelihood by ſuch Partition, ſhould be infeebled : In 
which Reſolution, Britton, the learned Biſhop of He- 
reford, who Compiled his Book of the Laws of this 
Realm, by the Command, and in the Name of Ed- 
nerd the Fir, agrees. Britton 187. And therefore, 
however the Judgment was given, it is very evident 
that it was ſoon tedreſſed; ſor if it were given upon the 
Death of Ralph, the laſt of that Name, Earl of Cheſter 
who died about the Seventh of Henry the Third. and 
without Iſſue, the Witers of that Time teſtifie, 
that the Earldom of Cheſter came wholly to John Store 
the Son of David Earl of Huntington, and Aug aiſp and 
Maud, the eldeſt Sillers of the faid Ralph; if it were 
given upon the Death of the ſaid Jobs Scozr, who died 
; o 
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about the Four and Twentieth Vear of Henry the Third, 
without Iſſue, yet notwithſtanding the ſaid Judgment 
ſtood in Force, for that the ſaid King aſſumed the Earl. 
dom into his own Hands, upon other Satisfaction made 
to the ſaid Siſters, Co-partners of the ſaid John Scott; 
Ne tanta Hereditas inter colos deduceretur, Matth. Paris 
Monaſter. Sancti Alane in Crompton, Fol. 366. b. 
Nevertheleſs, Siſters are allowed no differences of 
Badges in their Coat Armour, by reaſon that by them 
the Name of the Houſe cannot be preſerved, but are 
admitted to the Inheritance equally, and adjudged but 
one Heir to all Intcnts and Fürs And the Know- 
ledge of this Point in theſe Days is worthy to be aqui 
red into, for this is to be obſerved out of Precedente, 
and to be acknowledged of every dutiful Subject, 
that the Queen can advance to Honour whom 
ſhe pleaſeth; and therefore whereas Radalph Cromwell 
being a Baron by Writ, died without Iſſue, having 
Two Siſters, and Co-heirs, Elizabeth married unto 
Sir Thomas Nevil Knight, and Joan the younger mar- 
ried to Sir Humphry Boucher, who was called to Par- 
liameat as Lord Cromwell, and not the ſaid Sir Thomas 
Nevil who married the eldeſt Siſter, And Hugh Lapis, 
the firſt and greateſt Earl of Cheſter, babendum fibi, ha- 
redibus adeo libere per gladium ſicut ipſe Rex tenuit An- 
1 per tenorum. Hugh died without Iſſue, and the 
Iuheritance of this Farldom was divided amonglt his 
Four Siſters, and the eldeſt had not the Seniority en- 
tire to herſelf. If a Woman be Noble by Birth or 
Deſcent, with whomſoever ſhe Marries, tho* her 
Husband be under her Degree, yet ſhe remains Noble, 
for Birthright, eft Charatter indelebiles. Other Women 
are enabled by Marriage: And the Text ſays thus 
Women ennobled with the Honour of their Husbands, an 
with the Kindred of their Husbands, we Worſhip them in 
the Court; we Decree. Matters to paſs in the Names 0 
their Husbands, and to the Houſe, and Sirname of their 
Hucbands do ne tranſlate them. But if afterwards 3 
Woman marry with a Man of a baſer Degree, theu ſhe 
loſeth her former Dignity, and followeth the Condi 
tion of her latter Husband : And concerning the Second 
Qſparaged Marriage as aforeſaid, many other Books 
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agree, for thefe are Rules conceived in thoſe Cafes, f 
mulier nobilis nupſerit ignobile deſinit eſſe nobilis, & eodem 
modo quo quid Cunſtituitur di ſſolvitur. It was the Caſe of 
Ralph Howard, Efq; who took to Wife, Anne, the 
Widow of the Lord Powrs, They brought an Action 
againſt tho Duke of Suffolk, by the Name of Ralph 
Howard, Eſq, and the Lady Anne Pons his Wife, an 
Exception was taken for miſnaming of her, becauſe ſhe 
ought to have been named of her Husband's Name, 
d not otherwiſe ; and the Exception was by the Court 
allowed, for ſaid they, By the Law of God ſhe is, ſub 
teſtate viri, and by ou Law her Name of Dignity ſhall 
þ changelt according to rhe Degrees of her Hu:band, not- 
with {tandrng the Courtefy of the Ladies of Honour and 
Court, Dyer 79. And the like is alto in Queen Mary's 
Reign, when the Dutcheſs of Sefoth took to her Hus- 
band, Adrian Brook, Title Brief, 54..6. And many 
other Precedents have been of later Times; and here- 
with agrees the Civil Law, Digef. lib. 1. Title g. 
lege 1. In this Caſe of acquired Nobility by Marriage, 
if Queſtion in Law be, whereupon an Iſſue is taken 
between the Parties, that is to ſay, Dutcheſſes are not 
Dntchefſes, Counteſſes are not Counteſſes, Bironeſſes 
are not Baroneſſes; the Tryal wherepf ſhall not be by 
Record, as in the former Cafe, but by a Jury of 
Twelve Men; and the reaſon of the Diverſity is, be- 
cauſe in this Caſe, the Dignity is accrued to her by 
her Marriage, which the Lawyers term Matter in Fact, 
and not by any Record. | 
But x Noble Woman by Marriage, though ſhe take 
to her Second Husband a Man of mean Degree, yet 
ſhe may keep Two Chaplains according to the Provito 
in the Statute of 11 Hen. 8. Caſe 13. For, and in re- 
ſpect of the Honour which once ſhe had (vis. ) at the 
ime of the Retainer; and every ſuch Chaplain may 
purchaſe Licenſe and Ditpentation; and Chaplains 
may not be Non-Retidents afterwards: And foraſ- 
much as the retaining of Chaplains by Ladies of great 
Eftate is ordinary, and neyerthelels ſome Queſtions in 
Law have been concerning the true ,underftanding of 
the aid Statute Law, Ithink it not impertinent to ſet 
down ſubſequent Reſolutions of tlie Judges touching

Dignity and Excellency, and we are of Opinion that 
ſhe ſhall not anſwer to the Writ, but that ſhe ſhall 
be ſued to by Petition, and thereupon the Demandan; 
Dixit Gratis, an41 prayed the Court to grant 2 con- 
tinuance of Action till another Day; ſo that in the 
mean time ſhe might ſpeak with the Queen, but the 
Court would not agree to make a continyance, bu 
ſaid, upon ker requelt they might give a Day, prov 
per tin, and ſo it was done, for the Queen's Counſ 
would not agree to a continuance, for thereby the 
Queen ſhall be accepted as anſwerable, neither dots 
it ſeem a Digreſſon from any former purpoſe, 
for making mention in thoſe Caſes concerning the 
Queen Conſort, for notwithſtanding the inter Mar

The Wife of the King's Eldelt Son, hath alſo ſome 
Prerogarives, in regard of the Excellency of her Hub 
band, which the Wives of other Noblemen have not;

Eldeſt Son and Heir.

And the Roman took 
Þ great care for the Cheriſhing and Advancement of 
feroick and Military Virtue and Honour, that they 
Erected and Dedicated Temples to Virtue and Honour;

fituted a Society of Knights, which conſiſted of a fele&Rt 
Number; and ſome there are that plead to have Knight-

45 Conſonant to all Authentick Hiſtories, this moſt 
Sir WF Ancient and Noble Order was Inftituted by King 
Edvard the Third, Anno 1350. which was Fifty Years 
before the Inſtituting the French Order of St. Michael, 
Lewis the Eleventh, Two Hundred Twenty Nine 
ears before Henry the Third deviſed the New Order 
of the Holy Ghott; full Eighty Years before the Or- 
der of the Golden Fleece was Inſtituted by Philip the 
Good, of Burgundy; One Hundred and Ninety Years 
before King James the Fifth refined the Order of St. 
Andrew in Scotland, And about Two Hundred and 
Nine Years before the Kings of Denmark begun the 
Order of the Elephant, which gives it clearly the pre- 
heminence before other Orders in Point of Antiquity :

Motto, Honi Soit qui Mal y Penſe, embroidered upon 
it, which is tattencd about the Left Log, with a Buckle 
of Gold, from whence they were called Knights of 
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the Garter, and without theſe two Ornaments. None 
of theſe Knights are to appear in Publick, there alh 
roperly _ to this Order a Caflock of Crimſom 
elvet, and a Mantle and Hood of Purple- Velvet, lined 
with white Sarſenet on the Left-Shoulder, whereon is 
an Eſcucheon of St. George, Embroidered with 
Garter within the Motto; The Eſcucheon is Argent: 
crols Gules; but theſe, to be worn only upon 8. 
George's Day, and when it ſhall pleaſe the Soverei 
to Celebrate the Ceremonies of the Inſtallations. To 
each Knight belongs a Collar of the Order made of 
pure Gold, weighing Thirty Ounces of Troy weight, 
compoſed of Garters and Roſes, Bnamelled with 
Roſes, Red and White; and after the . King 
James I. there has been an intermixture of Thiſtles; 
the Image of St. George, enriched with Precious Stones 
Appendant to it, to be worn over all the Robes at 
St. George's Feaſt, and over their ordinary Cloaks up- 
on all ſuch Days, on which the Sovereign is bound by 
Statute to make Offerings: And beſides theſe Robes 
and Ornaments appointed by the' Founder, it was 
ordered by King Charle, the Firſt, That all Koights

ſhould ordinarily wear upon their Cloaks, or Coats on 


the Left-ſjde, a Star of Silver Imbroidery, with the 


Eſcucheon of St. George, within the Garter, Oc, in 
the Center of it. 

In ſome of theſe Habiliments theſe Knights arc 
attired in Publick, as the diverſity of the occaſion te- 
quires; but always in their richeſt Robes and Collars, 
when the Solęmnities of the Order are to be performed, 
that ie, the Celebrating of St, George's Feaſt, and in 
the Act of their Inſtallaüons in the Free Chappel of 
St. Gorge, built within the Virge and Limits of the 
Caſtle at the Foundation; whereof was appointed 2 
Dean, Prebende, and poor Gentlemen eſtabhiſhed to be 
maintained, with Stipe nds by the Name of Knights 
(or poor Knight:) of Windſor, who have provided for

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| Knights Baunaret s. 


This Degree of Knighthood, call'd by ſome Equite: 
Vexillarli, or Chevaliers 4 Banier, is a very ancient 
Order, and has been us d in England ever ſince the 
Reign of Edward I. and uſually beftow'd on the molt 
deſerving Men, diſtinguiſh'd by their great Gallantry 
and Reputation in the Wars. 

'Tis the Judgment of ſome Antiquaries, that theſe 
Bannarets were heretofore ſummon d to Pasliament 
by Writ, with the Barons of the Realm, and by their 
repeated Services, at length ohtain'd the Names of * 
Barone, and had their Titles ailign'd to them and their 
Heirs; and this it ſeems was the Practice of the 
Saxon Kings, to conſult their Affairs without the 
Election of the Commons, as both Ethelred and Ed- 
win did y and this I find, Sir John Pettus, in his Con- 
ſtitution of Parliaments makes mention of: But whe: 
ther it be repeated as a Law, I cannot determine; but 
certain it is, they always retained ſome Enſigus of 
Honour, equal to the Nobility, being allow to beat 
their Arms with Supporters, which is deni:d to all 
others under the Degree of a Baron: They likewiſe 
take Place before all Viſcounts, and Barons Younger 
Sons, and Baronets; and were of ſuch Reputation, 
that many Knights Batchelots, and Eſquires have (cr- 
ved under them. 

This Order in France was Hcreditary, but with us 
only for Life, yet elicemed a very great Honour 10 
their Families; the Ceremony uſed at their Creation 
is very Glorious, and performed by the King, or his 
General (which is very rare) at the Head of his Ariny, 
drawn up in Batalia, after a Victory, under the 
Royal Standard diſplayed, attended by all the Field- 
Officers, and the Nobility of the Court, who were 
then in the Army.

35 & 
ideo forinſecum dici poteſt ſit quia, & Capitur forii, & bu- 
juſmodi ſervitia per ſolvuntur ratione tenementor um, 
non Per ſonarum, and as Knights Szryice Land requi-

Gervatius Tilbuciencis, a learned Man that flouriſhed 
in the Days of King Henry the Second, in his Dia- 
logue of the Obſervations of the Exchequer, hath 
in effect as follows, Till the time of Henry the Firſt 
(taith he) the King's uſed not to receive Money of 
their Lands, but Victuals for the Proviſion of their 
Houſe, and towards the Payment of their Soldier's 
Wages, aud fof ſuch like Charges Money was raiſed 
out of the Cities and Caſtles in which Husbandry 
wes not Exerciſed ; but at length, when the Kings 
being in parts beyond the Seas needed Ready Money 
for, and towards the Furniture of their Wars, and 
the Subjects and Farmers complained they were 
grevouſly troubled by Carnage of Victuals into 
taundry Parts of the Realm, far diſtant from their 
Habitations, the Kings directed Commiſſions to cer- 
rain diſcreet Perſons, who having regard to thole 
Victn ils, (ſhould reduce them into reaſonable Sums 
of Money, the leyying of which they appointed to 
the Sherift, taking order withal, that he ſhould Pay 
them at the Scale, or Beam, that is to ſav, That he 
ſhi uld pay Siz-pence over and above every Pound 
weight of Moncy, becauſe he thought the Money 
would wax ſo much the worſe for the wearing 
And it was anciently ordained, that all Knights

And in the Statute made 24 Henry VIII. cap. 13. 
Entitled an Act for Reformation of Apparel, it was 
permiited for Knights to wear a Collar of Gold, named 
the Collar of S. S. And though this Dignity of 
Knighthcod had its Original, and was given to Men 
of War and Proweſfs, yet in all ſucceeding Ages, and 
in all Nations, the ſame is alſo beſtowed upon Men of 
Peace, by the Sovereign Power to deſerving Perſons ; 
whereby the Service of the Commonwealth at Home is 
wade equal with that Abroad: for as Tally ſays truly, 
parti ſunt arma forts, niſi eff Conſilium domi; but Expe- 
rience has made it maniſeſt, boch in this Age, as well 
as in that of Tlly's, that the Camp has bred more Enii- 
nent Stateſmen, and poſſibly as good Politicians, as 
the long Robe; perhaps for this Rea ſon, one aims cluefly 
at Glory and Honour, which eaſily attracts Admirers, 
and Favourers; the other at Riches and indirect Nego- 
tiatione, which begets Envy and private Enemies. 

He that receives the Dignity of a Knight, Kneels 
down, and then the King flightly touches him on his 
Shoulder, and ſays in French, Sois Chivaler au nome de 
dien, and afterwards, Avance Chivaler > See the Book 
of Titles, of Honour duc to the Earl Marſhal for the 
making of Knights, 176. for a Knight is not made by 
Letters Patent, or by the King's Writ, as thoſe of high- 
er Dignity, but by the Sword, for this Honour is ſup- 
poſed to be given on the ſudden, and therefore is fre- 
quently perform'd by the Sword; though the King may 

his Letters Patent create a Knight. Earls in Ancient 

imes had a Powcr of Knighting, but now neither 

may a Prince of the Blood, or any other of whe Nowi-

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he may be to Tiles of Honour by Patent; but a 
Knight may be made as ſoon as a Child is Baptized, 
except Knights Bannerets. Vote, The Printed Book 
of Titles of Honour, Fol. 118. 313; the firſt Knight 
with us in England, there are divers forts of Knights, 
. whereof Cambden, 171. and Mills do write at large: 
But amongſt the Romans there was but one Order of 
them, and they were next in Degree to the Sena- 
tors; and thoſe who ſimply without any Addition 
are called Knights, however they are in Order ranked 
laſt, yet by Inſtitution they are firſt, and of greateſt 
Antiquity, and the other Orders are but late Attri- 
butes, according to the ſeveral Inventions of particular 
Princes ; and I do not remember that in our Books of 
Law I have read any Thing concerning the Order of 
Knights, with Addons (viz.) Knights of the Ho- 
rourable Order of the Garter, Knights Bannerets, 
and Knights of the Bath; but in the Statute 12 Hen. 8. 
cap. 13. it ie Enacted, That every Knight of the Garter 
may have Thrce , whereof every one may 
purchaſe Licenſe or Diſpeniation, and receive, have, | 
and keep 1 wo Benefices with Cure of Souls: But they 
cf this Order which I now trcat of, are called Knights 
of the Spur, or Kniglits Batchelors, | 
Between Doctors of the Civil Law,z2nd Knights, hath 
erer been Queſtion of Precedency, ſince either of them 
have been in Credit in the Commonwealth, as may 
appear, both by the Compariſon that Tully makes 
between Lucius Murena, a Knight of Rime, and Pub- 
lizs Sulpitins, a Lawyer, each of them ſtanding for 
Conſulſhip, in his Ele quent Oration made for rene, 
and many diſputes of Bardal and Bardus, arguing the 
Caſe Pro and Con; which though it be diſputable in 
Foreign Parts, yet here 1n England 1t 1s without Con- 
troverſie, and the Precedency is undoubtedly the 
Knights; but if they be both of equal Degree of Knight- 
hood, then it goes by Seniority. The Opinion of 
ſome Men lately hath beer, that Knights Lieutenanu, 
that is to ſay, ſuch Knights as either have beey Am- 
baſſadgrs in Foreign Parte, or Judges within the Realm, 
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ve Men of their own Rank, aſter their Offices 


may, and ought to have during their Lives, Preceden-

The Name of a Knight is a Name of Dignity and a 
Degree, as is the Name of Duke, Eatl, Ic. and in all Acti- 
ons he ſhall be tiled Knight, otherwiſe the Writ ſhall 
abate : A Knight alſo muſt be named by both bis Chri- 
ſtian and Sirnames, as Sir A. B. Knight, bat thoſe 
Degrees Honourable that are made by Patent, may be 
named only by their Chiiſttan Names, and by their 
Title of Honour, as Gilbert, Earl of Shreashury, and 
that for Two Cauſes; Firlt, Becauſe of their tolemn 
Creation, nomen dicitur 4 noſcendo.

M. B. by bis Attotney draweth a Note or Title for an 
Original according to the Deſendants Degree, although 
it varies from the original ſpecialty, as it ought to be 
made by the Statute, but the Curſitor miftaren, did 
make the Original only according to ſuch Addition as 
was ſpecified in the Obligation, omitting his Dope: 
or Dignity, and the entry of the C pia alia: & pluri 
was according to the ſaid Original; but in the Exigit 
and Proclamation, and Entry of the Defendant, was 
named according to his Degree of Dignity upon 2 
Writ of Error, after a Judgment, doubt was if this 
might be amended in another Court than where the 
Original was made, and at the laſt it was reſolved 1

in our Books of Law, that the higheſt and loweſt Dig- 
nities are Univerſal ; for as if a King oi a Foreign Na- 
tion comes into England. by his Majeſty's leave, as it 
ought to be in this Caſe, he ſhall ſue and be ſued 
the Name of a King; ſo ſhall a Knight ſue or be 
by the Name of a Knight, whereſoever he receiv'd that 
Degree of Honour: But otherwiſe it is, as if a Duke, 
Marquiſs, Earl, or other Title of Honour given by any 
Foreign King or Emperor, Nay, though the King by 
his Letters Patents of fafe Conduct, do name him 
Duke, or by what other Foreign Title of Dignity he 
hath, for Experience teacheth that King's joy ned in 
League together by a certain, mutual, and, as it were, a 
natural Power of Monarchs, according to the Law of 
Nations, have admitted one anothers Servants, Sub- 
jets, and Ambaſlidors, graced with the Title of Knight- 
bood : Therefore though a Knight receive his Dignity 
of a Foreign Prince, he is ſo to be (tiled in all legal 
proceedings within England; and Kings were wont to 
ſend their Sons to their Neighbour Princes to receive 
Kuighthood at their Hande, thinking it was more ho- 
nourable to take Arms of ſome other, leſt Affection 
might ſeem to prevent Judgment when the Father 
gave them that Honour. Thus our King Henry the 
Second ſent to David King of Scors, and Malcome, 
King of Scots to our Henry the Second, and our Edward 
the Firlt to the King of Cafile, to take of them Mili- 
tary Arnis, for thete Terms and Phraſes they uſed in 
that Age for the Creaiion of a Knight ; and Knights 
in all Foreign Countrits hare ever Place and Preceden- 
cy according to their Seniority of being knighted, 
which Privilege 1s denicd to Noblemen, for be they 
never fo Ancient in Forcign Countries, they ſhall go 
below as Puiſnes. The Degree of Krighthood is not 
only Dignity and Honour to the Party (tor ſo is termed 
in Brogk;'s Title Additions, 44.) but an Honour to the 
Kingdom, and therefore it hath been an Ancient Pre- 
rogative of the Kings of this Realm at their Pleaſure, 
to compel Men of worth to take upon them that Degree

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upon Payment of a Fine; but we ſee by Experience in 


theſe Days that none are compelled thereto, and that 
is the reaſon, wherefore if the Plaintiff be Knighted, 
having the Writ, it ſhall abate, becauſe he hath chan- 
ged his Name, and that by his own AR. | 
And for that Cauſe alſo by the Common Law, not 
only the King, but every Lord of a Mannor ought to 
have of every of his Tenants, a reaſonable Aid to make 
his eldeſt Son a Knight, and all Lands are ſubject to 
theſe Aids, except only Ancient Demeſne, and grand 
and petty Serjeanty Tenuree, as the Law hath been an- 
ciently delivered, and in John Shelden, 131. where al- 
ſo it is ſaid, one that wrote a little after the Statute of 
Weſtminſter the Firſt, allows as a good Bar tothe Avow- 
ry, for the Tenant to plead that the Father himſelf is 
no Knight; ſo that one not Knighted cannot claim 
this Aid of his Tenant: Britan, cap. de prices de aver:.

About the Year of Chriſt Five Hundred, near which 
Time King Aribar Reigned in England, as I find it in 
S'r William Segar's Book of Honour, Military and 
Civil, page 53. where he faith, That a Prince bein 
minded to make a Knight, commanded a Stage or Scal- 
fold to be erccted in ſome Cathedral Church in his 
Kingdom, or ſome ſpacious Place near it, to 
"which Place the Gentleman was brought to receive 
that Honour; and being come, was forthwith placed 
on a Silver Chair, adorned with Green Silk, then it 
was demanded of him if he were of a healthful Body, 
and able to undergo the Travel required in a Soldier; 
alſo, whether he were a Man of honelt Converſation, 
and what credible Witneſſes he could produce to affirin 
the ſame; then the Biſhop or chief 'Prelate of the 
Church took the Bible, and holding it open before the 
Knight in preſence of the King, and all others, ſpike 
theſe Words, 

* Sir, You that deſire to receive the Order of Knight- 
© bood, Swear before God, and by this Holy Book, 
that you ſhall not Fight againſt this Mighty and Ex- 
* celJent Prince that now beſtoweth the Order of 
% Kinigkthood upon you, unleſs you ſhall be coin- 
c manded fo to do in the Service of your ewn King 
& for in that Caſe, having ficſt yiclded up the Collar, 
© Device, and other Enſigns of Honour now received, 
* 1t ſhatl be lawſul for you to ſerve againſt him with- 
* out Reproach or Offence, ' to all other Companions 
in Arms; but otherwiſe doing, you ſhail incur In- 
„ famy, and being taken in War, ſhall be ſubject to

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The Author further ſays, That this Oath bring taken, 
Two of the Chief Lords led him to the King, ho pre- 
ſently dre forth his Sword, and laid it upon his Head, 
ſaying, God and St. George (or what other Saint the 
King pleas d to Name) make thee a good Knight; 
then came to the Knight Seven Noble Ladies, attired 
in White, and begirt a Sword unto his Side, which 
being done, Feur Honouroble Knights pur on his Spurs : 
Thele Ceremonies being datt, the Queen took him by 
the Right Arm, and a Dutcheſs by the Left, and led 
him to a rich Seat placed on an Aſſent, where they 
ſeated him, the King ſitting on his Right Hand, and 
the Queen on his Left, then the Lords and Ladics alſo 
ſat down upon other Seats Three Deſcents under the 
King; and being all thus ſeated, they were entertained 
with a Delicate Banquet or Collation, and fo the 
Ceremony ended. 


Of Degrading of Knights. 


Degrading of Knights is not very Cultomary, Ex- 
amples being ſeldom found, it being uſed only for great 
and notable Facts, and Offences againſt Loyalty and 
Honour; as abſenting themſelves diſhonourably from 
their King's Service, for leaving their Colours, and 
flying to the Enemy; for betraying Ciftles, Forts, and 
the like heinous Crimes. 

The manner of Degrading a Knight, hath been as

Tho? by the Civil Law there are no Gentlemen of 
Title under Knights, but all the reſt went under the 
Name of People, yet with us there are in this Rank 
which have Names of Preheminence, whereby they 
are in Degree above the reft, as Eſquires and Gentle- 
men, all which give Enſigus of Coats of Arms, and 
thereby are diſtinguiſhed from the meaner People, in 
which reſpect Bar tolls Tract de Enfignes, calleth them 
Noble, but yet of weak Nobility ; for it hath no fur - 
ther Prerogative in it, chen it makes them differ from 
the baker fort of People. 

Of theſe Two Sorts of Gentlemen, with us rhe 
Eſquire hath the Priority, but it feemerh if an Eſquire 
be named Gentleman, or a Gentleman called an Eſquire, 
it is no Offence or Fault in Legal Procee.lings. 

Eſquire ſeemeth by the common Name we give 
him in Latin, to have his Original, either, for that he 
carried the Armour of the King, Duke, 'or other great 
Perſonage : As we read not only in Scripture, as Saul 
and Jonathan kad their Armour Bearers ; but in Poets 
and other profane Stories, we find, that Troclus was 
Achilles Armour Bearer, and Cytus Alexander's the- 

at; whereupon ſome write, that he whoa we call 
Armiger in Latin, is a Footman, that with a Spear, 
Shield, or Head Piece, followeth an Armed Knight in 
Battle, or rather as ſomie ocher fuppole, it is a —

armed in the Field. But howſoever the Words be ta- 
ken, this is ſare, that thoſe Meu were of good Account 
in the old Time, as thoſe that won themſelves Credit 
out of War, and fo their Eſtimations remaineth in 
their Poſterity ; and as thoſe were 1n Times before, fo 
are theſe which are in our Days as deſcending from the 
molt part from their worthy Anceſtors; and our Books

In Times paſt every Knight had Two of theſe wait- 
ing upon him, who carried his Morrion and Shield, 
and as inſeparable Companions they {tuck cloſe to him, 
becauſe of the ſaid Knighr, their Lord, they held cer- 
tain Lands in Eſcuage, like as the Knight himſelf did 
of the King by Knights Service. The beginning of gi- 
ving Arms in Europe amongſt Chriſtians, is ſuppoled 
from the Holy Wars, for the Teri print them not; 
and ſo with us about Henry the Third's Time they be- 
came here more firmly Eſtabliſh?d. And when the 
Prince enobled any, he uſually gave them the particu- 
lar of his b-aring in Blazon, John Selden in his Preface, 
Fol. 5. where you may alſo tee an Example in King 
Richard the Second. But now there are Five diſtinct 
Forts of Eſquires obſerved, and thoſe that have been 
already ſpoken of are now in no Requeſt. Of theſe 
Sorts, the Principal at this Day are the Eldeſt Sons of 
Viſcounts and Lords; next arc all Noblemens Younger 
Sons, they are accounted thoſe that are fele** Eſquites 
for the King's Body: the next are Knights ElJelt Sons 
ſucceſſively; in a Fourth Ran' are reckoned thoſe to 
whom the King himſelf, together wüh the Title giveth 
Arms, or createth Eſquires, by putting about ther 
' Necks a Silver Collar of SS", and in former Times, up-

By the Statute of the 5 Eliz. Chap. 4. Intituled,

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ther Things declar'd, That 4 Gentleman born, &c, 
ſhall not be compell d to ſerve in Husbandry. 

As to the Degrees of Nobility and Gentry obſery'd 
with us, before the Conqueſt, Tet the Reader take the 
following Account, extracted from a piece of Old 
Engliſh or Saxon Antiquity, inſerted in Lamberts Pre- 
ambulation of Kent, Fol. 364. 


« It was ſometimes in the Engliſh Laws, that the Peo- 
© ple and Laws were in Reputation, and then were 
{© the wiſeſt of the People worſhip worthy each in 
de his Degree, Earl and Churle, ne and Under 
“ Theyne. And if a Churle fo thriv'd, that he had 
« fully Five Hides of Land of his own, a Church 
* and a Kitchin, a Bell-houſe and a Gate, a Seat, and 
« a ſeveral Office in the King's Hall, then was be 
e thenceforth the Theynes right worthy: And if 2 
« Theyne ſo thriv'd, that he fſery'd the King on bis 
« Journey, rode in his Houſhold, if he then had a 
„ Theyne which him follow'd, who to the King's er- 
6c ation Five Hides had, and in the King's Palace 
& his Lord ſerved, and Thrice with his Etrand had 
c“ gone to the King, he might afterwards with his 
&« Fore-Oath, his Lord's part play at any need; and 
C of a T heyne that he became an Earl, then was thence- 
“ forth an Earls tight Worthy. And if a Merchant 
&« Man had ſo thriv'd, that he paſted over the wide 
c Sea Thrice of his own Craft, be was thenceforth 
„ the Theynes right worthy : And if a Scholar io 
« thrived through Learning, that he had Degree, and 
& ſery'd Chrilt, he was thenceforth of Dignity and 
« Peace lo much worthy as thereunto belonged, un- 
he le ſs he forfeited, ſo that he the uſe of his Degree re} 
mit. 


It is obſervable here, that the Saxon out of all thoſe 


Trades of Lite, which are converſant in Gain, ad- 
mitted to the Eſtate of Gentry ſuch only, as encreas d 
by honeſt Husbandry, or plentiful Merchandize: of 
the firlt of which Cicero Affirms, that there is no- 
thing properer for a Free born Man, or no Man fitter 


to make a brave Soldier. And whereas Ger vaſſus 
Tilbwienſfs: 
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Tilbarienſfir, in bis Obſervations on the Exchequer, 
accounts it an abuſing of a Gentleman to occupy Pub- 
licers . Mercimoninm, common Buying and Selling; 
it ought to be refer'd to the other two Parts © 
Merchandize, Retailing, or keeping an open Shop, 
and to a Function which is to Exerciſe Hercery; or 
as ſome call it to play the Chapman; and not to 
Navigation, winch was, and is cem the mott 
Laudable part of al! Buying and 8 1H. 

By the Statute of Magna Charta, (Hp. 6. and 
Merton Chan, 7. it was a diſparagement for a rd in 
Chivalry, which in old time ſignified a Gentleman, 
to Mirry the Duighter of a Burgeſs ; which, with 
lubmiſſion, ought to be reftraind to ſuch only as 
profeſs'd Handicrafts, or the baſer Arts of Buying 
and Selling to get their Livelihoods : But to ſhew 
how much the cale is alter'd ſince for the Honour of 
Tradeſmen, it may be remember*1 that Henry VIII. 
thought it no «Fer Bull to take Anne, Grand- 


daughter of Sir Jeffery Bullen, ſometime Lord Mayor 
of London to his Wite; nor the Lord Hoo and Haft inge, 
who had married his Daughter to the ſaid Sir Jeffery 
whiltt he was yet only a Mercer of London. , 

The Statute cf Meſtminſter, 2 Chap. 1. made in the 
13'h of Edw. 1. was procur d eſpecially at the deſire 
of Gentlemen, for the Preſervation of their Lands 
and Hereditaments, together with their Sirnames and 
Families; and therefore one Author calls this Statute, 
Gentilitium Municipale, and the Lawyers call it, Fas 
Taliatum & Taliabile. 

The Children of Gentlemen were only us d to be 
àmitted into the Inns of Court; whereby, in former 
Ages, the practice of the Common Law was in very 
great Repute, and few came to any tollerable Per- 
f:&ion therein, but ſuch as were Gentlemen born, or 
well Deſcended: For the Deſign of this Noble Inſti- 
tution, the Inns of Court, was to have Virtue, as 
well as the Laws Studied, and Vice banith'd and diſ- 
countenanc'd ; ſo that the beſt Families in the King- 
dom us'd to ſend their Children thither, without 
limiting them to the Study of the Law, or intend- 
ing them to live by the ** of it, but only of 

the 
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the ſake of a Virtuous Education ; but this noble Or- 
der and Deſign ſeems now ſomewhat perverted: 

We ſee how eaſy Gentility is purchas'd by the 
Common Law, but if we look more ſtrictiy back 
into the perfection of it, *will appear more bo- 
nourable; for Gentlemen well deſcended, eſpecially 
well qualified, have ever been of ſuch Repute in 
England, that the beſt of the Nobility, nor even 
Princes themſelves have diſdain'd to make them 

Companions: On which occaſion I ſhall here fer 
down the Privileges due to them according to the 
Laws of Honour, as they are collected out of Sir John 
Ferne, Sir William Segar, Mr. Carter, in his Analyſis 
of Honour, and other noted Authors: - 


Privileges of the Gentry. 


Pro honore ſuſtinendo; If a Churle or Peaſant, de- 
tract from the Honour of a Gentleman, he has s 
remedy in Law, Actione injuriarum ; but if by one 
Conn to another, the Combat was anciently 
allow'd; 

In equal Crimes, the Gentleman ſhall be puniſh'd 
with more Favour than the Churle, provided the Fact 
be neither Treaſon, Hereſie, or exceſſive Contu- 


The many Obſervances and Ceremonious Reſpects

In giving Evidence, the Teſtimony of a Gentleman 
is elteem'd more Authentick and Reputable than a 
Clowns, 3 
In Election of Magiſtrates and Officers by Vote, 
the Suffrage of a Gentleman ſhou'd take place of au 
Ig noble Perſon. c | 
A Gentleman ſhou'd be excus'd from baſe Services, 
Impoſitions and Duties, both Real and Perſonal. 
Gentleman condemn'd to Death, ought not to 
be Hang d, but Beheaded, and his Examination taken 
without Torture. . x

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To take down the Coat Armour of any Gentle- 
man, to defice his Monument, or offer Violence to 
N of the Deceaſed, is the ſame as to aſſiult, 
or buffet him if alive, and the ſame puniſhment is 
due accordingly. | 

A Clown may not Challenge a Gentleman to Com- 
hat, quia Conditiones impares. But let the Reader un- 


derttand, that this is meant of ſuch as are really Gene 


tlemen by Blood or Coat Armour. 

There are many lefler Privileges due, for which the 
Reader is referr d to the Books recited. 

For the Protection and Defence of this Civil Dig- 


_ nity, they have Three Laws; The Firſt, Fus Agni- 


tiones, the Right, or Law of Deſcent for the Kindred 
on the Father's fide ; The fis et oy tir pit, for the 
Family in general. The Third, Fas Gentilitatis, a 
Law for the Deſcent in Noble Families; which Tally 
eſteemed the moſt Excellent; by which Liw, a Gen- 
tleman of Blood, or Coat Armour, perfectly poſſeſſing 
Virtue was only privileg J. To make that BerfeQtion 
in Blood, a Lineal Deſcent, from Atavus, Proavnr, 


Avus, & Pater, on the Father's ſide was requir'd ; 


and as much on the Mother's Line, and then he is 


not only a Gentleman of perfect Blood, but of An- 
ccliry too. 


The neglet of which Ancient Laws, has intro- 


duc'd another ſet of Gentlemen, viz. Men who aſ- 


ſume the Dignity, but are neither ſo by Blood, not 
Coat Armour; which kind of falſe Honour is, by 
Sir John Ferne, call'd Apocriphate, and debarr'd of all 
Authentick Privilege of Gentility ; and ſuch, ſays he, 
are the Students at Law, (if not otherwiſe properly 
ſo by Birth, as many are) Grooms of his Mijeſty's 
Palace, Sons of Churls, made Pricfis or Canons, 
&c. or ſuch as have receiv'd Degrees in Schools, or 
born Office in the City, by which they are ſtil'd 
Gentlemen, yet have no right to Coat Armour, by 
the lame Rule. | | 
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As to the Student at Law, Sir Fobn Ferne allows 
him the belt Aſſurance of his Title of Gentleman, of 
all the relt of irregular Gentlemen, as he terms them, 
becauſe he is nam d in ſome Acts of Parliament; yet, 
ſays he, he is debat'd of all Honour and Privilege by 
the Law of Arms. And anciently, none were 4 
ted into the Inns of Court, as I obſerv'd, but ſuch as 
were Gentlemen of Blood, were their Merits never ſo 
great; nor were Church Dignities and Preferments be- 
ſtow d indifferently upon the vulgar People. 


The Kuſſiant, and ſome other Nations ad mit none to 


the Study of the Law but Gentlemens younger Sons: 


The decay'd Families in France ate ſupported, and re- 
ceive new Life from the Court, Camp, Law, and Ec- 
cleſiaſtical Preferments, by which means their Church 


and State is in the higheſt Eſteem and Reverence. 


Of Teomen. 


The Yeomen, or common People (for ſo they are 


called of the Sa von Word Zemen, which ſignifies Com- 


mon) who have ſome Lands of their own: For a Carn 
of Land, or a Plough Land, was in Ancient Time of 
the yearly Value of five Nobles, and this was the Li- 
ving of a Stokeman ot Yeoman; and in our Law they 
are call'd legales Homines, a Word familiar in Writs 
and Inqueſts. And by ſeveral Statutes it has been E- 
nated, That none ſhould paſs in any Inqueſt, uulels 
they had Forty Shillings Freehold in poly Income, 
which at this Time, by the increaſe of Money, would 
make above Sixteen Poundsof Current Coin. And by 
the Statute of the 27 Eliz. chap. 6. concerning the 
Election of . of the Shire in Parliament, it is 
expreſſy provided, That none ſhould be Elected, who 
Rood in the Degree of a Yeoman. 

By the Common Law it appears, in 1 EAN Il. 
de Militibus, and 7 Henry VI. 15. 4, Men that had 
Lands to the Value of Twenty Pound per Annas, 
were compellable, at the King's Pleaſure, to take on 
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them the Order of Knighthood ; and upon Summons 
there came a Yeoman, who cou'd expend a Hundred 
Marks per Annnm, and the Court was under ſome 
Umbrage bow io put him off; and at length he was 
wav'd, uſe he came the Second Day. 

By this fort of Men the Tryal of Cauies in the Coun- 
2 ordinarily proceeds; for of them there are greater 

umber in England than in any other Place; and they 
alſo of a more plentiful Subſtance: And there are al- 
ways ſo many near at Hand, that a Jury may be pan- 
neld without Difficulty ; and among thoſe, ſome who 
are able to vye with many of the Gentry in Eſtate and 
Condition, and eſteem themſelves happy without any 
higher Title. | 

However, by many Statutes, certain Immunities 
2 given to Men homey * 1 to 

vulgar Sort, as by that of the 2 Hen. 4. chap. 27. it 
is among other Things, Enacted, That no Yeoman 
ſhou'd take and Wear any Livery of any Lord, upon 
= = Impriſonment, and to make Fine at the King's 

Ca ure, 

Theſe Yeomen were Famous in paſt Ages for Arche- 
1 Manhood; our Infantry which 1o often beat 
the French, and repuls'd the Scots, were compos'd of 
them, as our Militia are, or ſhou'd be ar preſent, who 
for want of the Ancient Diſcipline and Order, are in a 
manner quite degenerated from their Anceſtors. 

As the Nobility, Gentry, and Clergy, have certain 
Privileges to themſelves, ſo have the common People 
of England, beyond the Subjects of any other Sove- 
reign. 

No Freeman in England can be impriſon'd, outed 
of his Poſſeſſion, diſſeiacd of his Freehold, without juit 
Order of Law, and previous Cauſe ſhew'd; and if 
impriſon'd, has an indiſputed Right to a Habeas Cor- 
pur. By Magne Charta no Soldier can be Quarter'd 
in any Houſe, except Inns, or other publick Victu- 
alling Houſes in Time of Feace, without the Owners 
conſent, by the Petition of Right, 3 Car. 1. No Taxes, 
Loans, or Bencvolences can be impos & but by Act of 
Parhament.

The Yeomen are not to be impreſt to ſerve as Sol- 
diers in Time of War, unleſs bound by Tenure, 
which is now aboliſh'd. Nor can the Trainbands be 
compell'd to march out of the Kingdom. No Free- 
man is to be Tried but by his Equals, nor Condemn'd 
but by the Laws of the Land: Theſe and other Privi- 
leges make them happy beyond the People of any other 
Kingdom, but I think our Engliſh Subjects are not ſo 
Fortunate to find this out. Fr 


Having thus run thro the ſeveral Orders and De- 


grees of Men in their perſonal Titles and Diltin&ons, 


with their Precedency, and Qualifications in general, 
the next Tr TO, is to Trane. ſuc 8 are 
particularly dignified or diſtinguiſh' any Great 
Offices in the State, or — Aud to pur- 
ſue them in a due Method, I (hall begin with ſuch, as 
in this local Capacity, have Place or Precedency in 
Parliament, by Right of any ſuch Office or Employ- 
ment, which has, collaterally, a proper Place here. 
For though the Perſons that compole this Great and 


Glorious Aſſembly, viz. The Houſe of Lords, have 


under the foregoing Diſtinctions already taken up a 
ood part of this Work, yet there are many Forms of 
onour, Ceremonies, and Privileges belonging to 
them in a Parliamentary way, that have not yet been 
particularly ſpoke to; with their juſt Order and Prece- 
dency therein, which, as it is the Supreme Court, or 
Council of the Kingdom, and has by Right, or De- 
pendance, molt of the great Officers of the Realm em- 
ploy'd in it, I ſhall Firſt proceed to give ſome Defi- 
nition of, and this will neceſſarily oblige me to ſay 
ſomething of Parliaments in general, as not at all de- 
rogatory trom our preſent Title. ZAR 
Knighton, one of our belt, and moſt exact Hiſtori- 
ans tells Poſterity, the Ancient Ends of Calling Par- 
liaments, in the Speeches made by Thomas of Wood- 
rock, Duke of Glouceſter the King's Uncle, and Thomas 
de Arundel, Biſhop of Ely, to King Richard II. at El- 
than, in the Twelfth Year of his Reign, in the Name 


of the whole Parliament, then Sitting at Wefminfer, 


wherein the ſaid Delegates put the King in Mind, 9 
3 OP 
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ex antiquo ſtatuto & conſuetadine laudabili & approbata, 
c. That by Ancient Statute and Cuſtom, laudable 
and approv'd, the King may once a Year convene the 
Lords and Commons to his Court of Parliament, as 
the higheſt Court of the Kingdom; in which, ſay they, 
« All Equity ought to ſhine forth without the leaſt 
“ Cloud or Shadow, like the Sun in his Meridian Glo- 
« ry; where Poor and Rich, refreſh'd with Peace, 
« and Eaſe of their Oppreſſions, may always find 1n- 
« fallible and ſure Refuge and Succout; the Grievances 
« of the Kingdom redreis'd, and the State and Govern- 
« ment of the Realm debated with wiſer Counſels; 
« the Domeſtick and Foreign Enemies of the King and 
« Kingdom deſtroy'd and repell'd ; and to conſider how 
the Charges and Burthens of both may be ſuſtain'd 
&© with more eaſe to the People. 

And with this agrees the Opinions of moſt other 
Authors, as to the Original Cauſe and Inſtitution of 
Parliaments; that the People once reduc'd under one 
Prince or Governour, there became an ablolute Neceſſi- 
ty to conſtitute a Supreme Council, ſelected of the chief- 
elt and wiſeſt Men of every Nation, both for the con- 
fervation of the Prince, or chief Ruler, as well as his 
Eaſe and Facility in managing the Common Intereſt 
and Safety of the People. | 

And that their Procecdings in their Councils might 
have the more ſolemn Eflecis and Veneration, ſeveral 
Nations in imitation have ſince given diſtinct Names 
to their Supreme Council erected, as diltinftions to thoſe 
which were more Subordinate. 

Thus the Fews, from whom we derive our moſt cre- 
dible Memoirs of Antiquity, had their un rr Council 
called the Sanhedrim, conſifting of ſecular Perſons, viz. 
One Prance, as their chief Head, beſides Seventy others 
of mixt Natures, they had alſo another great Council, 
altogether Eccle ſiaſtical, called a Synagogue, and other 

„in the nature of our Cunvocations, and ſometimes 
all did meet at the great Sanhedrim, which was only 
kept in Feraſalem, and this was the Supreme Council, as 
may be ſeen in the 26th. chap. of Feremiah, v. 8. who. 
was condemned by the the Eceleſiaſtical Con ſitory of 
Prieſts, and abſolved by 5 emporal or great — 
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of Princes, or chief Council, as may be more fully ſcen 
in that Chapter and in the Few's Antiquities. 

And to paſs the Ar jonagus among the Athenians, 
we read that the Old Nomant alſo had their Great 
Council called a Senate, conſiſting of zoo Laicks choſen 
out of the Nobile: Majores & Minores, and their Con- 
fiſtoriani, where their Senate did ſit: And their Comites 
and Conſiſtoriani, as Members thereof, did ſomewhat 
reſemble the Conſtitution of a Parliament: They had 
alſo a Pontifi-4! College conſiſting of Ecclefpaſticks; but 
the name of Senate at Rome, hath been long ſince 
drown'd, ſince the fall of that Old Roman Empire, 
for at Rowe the name of Senate is now alter'd into that 
of Confitory, and in the vacancy of the Pope, or See of 
new Rome, it is called a Conclave, and now the Em- 
pire of Germany, which did ariſe from the aſhes of 
the Old Reman Empire, being (hiver'd into ſeveral Pro- 

ietors, left it ſhould grow again too great, was 

ought to a Dyer, for ſo the chief Council of that Ex- 
pire 18 Called. ; 
Vet the old State of Venice ſtill keeps the Name of 
Senate for her great Council, and the chief Council in 
France is called an Aſſembly of States. 

But here in England we have the Name of our 
chief Council from Romans, Saxons, Normans, and 
laſtly from the French, for it hath been called by thoſe, 
Senatut, Curla altiſſima, Michel Synoth, Aſſiſa Generalit, 
and many more Names, viz, Senate, the great Synod, 
or meeting of the King, and of the Miſe- men, the 
bigheſ# Judicatory, the General Pleas, the Great Conr! 
715 Common Council of the Kingdom, and the Gener 

Ie. 

At laſt, in the time of Henry the Third, or Ed- 
ward the Second, all theſe Names were reduced to the 
word Parliament, which was then borrowed from the 
Language and Name of the chief Councils in France, 
in many of which Provinces and Parliaments our 
Kings had then a conſiderable intereſt. 

do here mention, that the Original of this Name 
did begin with us in Henry the Third, or Edward 
the Second's time, but Sir Edward Cole in his Iaſtitutes, 
is plcas d to cite one Precedent before the e : 

en 
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When, faith he, the word Parliament was here us d, 
but it ſeems it did not continue a fix d name of Par- 
liement from thence ;, for at the great Council, held by 
Henry the Firſt at Salisbury, conſiſting of the three 
Eſtates, viz. Loris Spiritual, Lords Temporal, and 
Commons, it is called by the Name of Council, and 
pot Parliament, as forme Writers have miſtaken. 
However, it was not us'd again, till once in Henry 
the Third's time, as ſome ſay; but we are certain, 
that it was ug'd in the 15th of Edward the Second, 
and after Edward the Third was Crowned King of 
France, then, and ever ſince, this great Council of 
the whole ingdoms hath, without variation, goue by 
the Name of Parliament. 

And though, as that learned Znfti:stor obſerves, 
That the French Parliaments were leſſer Courts ſubject 
to the Aſſembly of Efates, yet that Aſſembly of Eftates 
was but originally a grand Parliament, conttituted of 
thoſe Icfſer Eftates or Parliaments, and thoſe did an- 
ciently conſiſt of Lords Temporal, Commons, and Clergy, 
forin that rank they are cited by Comines, an approved 
Author. However, ſince the 15th of Ednard the Se- 
cond, we have not altered its name, only a little in 
Orthography. 

It is generally held, That the frame of this Mo- 
narchy conſiſts of a Ning, and three Eſtates ſubordi- 
nate to him. 

The firf# Eſtate, mentioned in all our Acts of Par- 
liament, is Spiritual and Eccleſiaſtical, goveri'*d by the 
Lords Spiritual; and this Efate hath F:riſd1ion over 
the whole Kingdom; and this in all the Fifty two 
Counties of England and Wales ; but for the diſtinction 
of the Civil and Eccleſiaftical Fariſliftion, theſe are 
compriſed into a leſſer number, viz. of Twenty fix, 


and are call'd Dioceſſes, as being given to them from 


God by the hands of the King, to whom they ac- 
knowledpe a ſubordination, 

The ſecond Eftate, and ſo mention'd in our Lan-, 
1s the Lords Temporal, or rather Militial, having the 
Lieutenancies of all the Counties of England and Wales 
committed to their Truſt, Care, and Charge; and 
to theſe belong the managing of Embaſſies, Treaties

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of Mar and Peace, and all honourary Actions, both | 


Foreign and Domeſtick, as the King, who is the Foun: 
tain of Honour, uſually confers on them. 

The third Eſtate 18 the Commons, all mentioned in 
our Laws, and this alſo ſubordinate to the King ; and 
theſe conſiſt of Gentry, Men of fix'd and ſettled For- 
tunes, deſigned for things of Gallantryand Heſpitaliy, 
and of the Teomanry, compriſed under ſeveral appel- 
lations, viz. Husbandmen, Artiſicers and Labourer: 
all driving on a Communicative Commerce, as. well to 
ſupply themſelves as others with what the Land or 
Sea affords, either neceſſary, convenient, ornamentd,

elidcs theſe Three, there are Three very great 
Intereſts, which are not calPd Efates, but Aﬀſibences, 


and indeed they are very Supporters of theie Three 
Eftates, viz. 
- L! Firſt, Religion, the Second, Law, the Third, 
rade. | 
Religion is to be managed by the Clergy of ſeveral 
Degrees, ſome neither Freeholders, nor Freemen, and 
this is the cement of Unity, to the Three Eſtates. 
The Laws are manag'd by Lawyers of ſeveral de 
grees, ſome neither Freeholders, nor Freemen, by in- 
ſtructing Magiſtrates in their compulſory Power, 
when occaſion requires, ſo as both the Laws of God 


and Man may be duly obſerved, and that ſuch whom 


the Clergy cannot invite to Piety, and Virtue, by 
Precept, and Example, may be compelled to it by 
the Rigour of the Laws, and this is the cement of &. 
verity to the three Eſtates, 

Trade is manag'd cliefly by Merchants, ſome 
alſo neither Freeholders, nor Freemen, theſe give life 
to Induſtry, whereby the Rich do help the Poor, and 
the Poor the Rich, and thus Trade, Commerce, and 1n- 
duſtry, are as neceſſary Cement to the Three Ef ates, 
as either Religion or Lan, reſpecting only what mo- 
rally concerns Juftice and Obedience, and this is the 


Cement of Proſperity to the whole Fabrick.

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So we ice that as there are Three Eſſential Ef ates, 
ſo there are allo Three Eſſential Aſſiſt ances or Supporter s 
of thoſe Ef ates, and without which thoſe Eſtates can- 
not well ſubſiſt. 

Now out of theſe Three Eftates in general the Sove- 
nign doth abſtract a Parliament, For when He gives 
notice of his intentions to have one, he orders Writ: to 
Archbiſhops and Biſhops, who are chicfly to manage 
the concerns of the Clergy. 

At the ſame time He alſo orders Writs to ſuch of 
the Nobility as He or His Predeceſſors have either by 
Patent created to that Employment, or otherwiſe in- 
veſted with ſome right thereunto, who are are chiefly 
to manage the concerns of the Nobility and Kingdom. 
At the ſame time He alſo orders Writs for Electing 
ſuch a number of Commons out of Counties, Shire, 
iet, and Burroughs, as may manage the Concerus of 
the Commonalty, and yet theſe Three Eſtates thus di- 
ſtinctly Summoned, are ſo admirably mtcrmixd in 
this Supream Lomuncil or Parliament, that theſe Three 
Eſtates in that Council ſeem to have au interchange- 
able power and check on each other, in the more 
. dafe and Wiſe carrying on the Affairs of the whole

r, And as the Government ef the Kingdom hath

By tlis eaſie demonſtration it is evident that the 
Lords Spiritual, conſiſting of 3 and Biſhops, 
Succeſſive but not Hereditary, do Sit in the Lords Hoſe, 
= there Repreſent the whole Clergy of this King- 

om. 

The Lords Temporal conſiſting of Dukes, Marguiſſes, 
Earls, Viſcounts, and Barons, which Five Degrees by 
a Nibilitated Intereft, Hereditary and Succeſſive, do Sit 
there alſo, Repreſenting all the Nobility of thoſe De- 
grees in the Kingdom. 

The Commons conſilting of Knights, Citizens and 
Burgeſſes, by an Elective 1222 Hereditary and Suc- 
ceſſtve, do Sit in the Houſe of Commons, Repreſenting 
all the Commonalty of this Kingdom. 

Over which Three Eſtates, the Soveraign for the 
time being ever was and ſtill is efteemed by an Pere 
ditary and Sueceſſive Right, the Supream, and in the 
Eye of the Law, the Immortal Balance of theſe Three 
Eſſential yet Subordinate Parts, Intereſts or Effates of 
this Kingdom. 

The Queen by Her undoubted Prerogative hath,and 
Her Predeceſſors ever had, the Power of Summoning, 
as alſo to appoint the Times of Beginning, Continuing, 
Diſcontinuing, or Diflolving of Parliaments. 

This Summoning, or Uniting the chieſeſt Parts of 
the Kingdom into a Parliament, or Repreſentation of 
the whole Kingdom into a leſs Body than it felf, is 
perform'd by Her Mjeſty's Warrant in Her Name 
and by Her Authority only, as Supreme, not only 0 
Her Kingdoms, but of their Repreſentation ; and from 
this Warrant all Writs of Summons for a Parliament 
are deriv'd: Which Warrant is in Engliſh, Sigu'd by 
the Queens own Hand, and Secal'd with Her Privy 
Seal or Signet; but the Writs Iſſuing therefrom, are 

always in Latin, or anciently ſome few in French, 
and are Scal'd with the Great S-al in Her Majeſtys 
Name; with a Tele of Her Approbation, tho not 
Manually $191 or Seald by Her. 1 
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It runs in General for Summoning the Nobility, as 
alſo for Elections of Kaights, Citizens, and Burgeſſes; 
bur the W rits deriv*d from thoſe Warrants, are to par- 
ticular Perſons of particular Degrees. 

The Form of this Warant is very Ancient, and has 
had little or no Variation from former Precedents, ex- 
cept in the leaving out of Abbots and Priors, ever ſince 
the 26th of Henry VIII; and hkewite in leaving out 
Prelates and Biſhops in the 13th of Car. 2 Anno 1661. 
who had beeu for ſometime (hut out of Parliament, 
but were within Three Months after Sitting of the ſaid 
Parliament again Reſtor'd. 

Belore the Iſſuing of this Warrant, the Queen, (and 
ſo was the Cufiom of all former Soveraigns) adviſes 
with Her Privy Council; which is evident by the 
Words of the Warrant, viz. Whereas ne by our Coun- 
cl, &c. Yet if theſe Words were omitted, the Form 
of the Warrant is good, and held to be a ſufficient 
Summons. But for particular Satisfaction the Words 
of every Writ are couſtantly, Quia de Advizamento 
aſrnſe ncilii noſtri, And this Conncil is call'd the 

niry, or private Council, and is the Sovereigns con- 
tant and flanJing Council, as well in Time of Parlia- 
ment, as when there is none Sitting: So that before this 
Aagu um Con ſilium, or Parliament, is fummon'd, they 
conſult and deliberate concerning the Motives of Cal- 
ling it; and after ſuch Deliberation adviſe the Sove- 
reign to ſend out Warrants; which being Sign'd and 
Seal'd, are ſent from the Signet Office to the Lord 
Chancellor or Lord Keeper, who thereupon Iflues out 
his Warrant allo to the Malter of the Noll. as chief 
Clerk of the Pe: tibag Office, where, by the aſſiſtance 
of former Precedents, and Auciently by the help of the 
Matters of Chancery. and by Advice with the Heralds, 
as to Titles and true Names of Perſons, a Schedule or 
Digeſt of Forms of Writs to be Iſſu'd is fix'd, which 
Schedule or Digelt they keep fairly Engrofs'd on Parch- 
ment, as a Record in that Office; which Method ap- 
pears to have been very Ancient, and in former Times, 
alter the Diſſolution of every Parliimen', thelc Records 
were carried to the Enrolinent Office, and there, among 
other Parliamentary Matters of the higheſt concern, 
lan- 
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. by Authority of the ſame in manner as hereafter fal- 


tranſcrib'd into Parliament Rolls, and from thence, 
for greater ſafety, convey'd to the Tower, and ther 
call'd the Parliament Clauſe, or Cloſe Rolls. | 
Having thus ſhewn how a Parliament is call'd, (in 
the way of treating of thoſe who hold any particular 
Place or Precedency in the Lord's Houſe, by Vertue of 
any Office or Employment; and of ſome Privileges 
due in general through a Parliamentary Right) it will 
be neceſſary next to ſhew the Method of their being 
Seated in Parliament, and this cannot be better dont, 
than by producing the Act of Precedency, as it was 
ſettled in the 31ſt of Henry VIII. and continu'd ſince, 


except as ſome caſual Omithons, with little or no Ve 
riation.

But firft of thoſe mention'd in the Act, ho by 1 
right of their Offices have Place, or Precedency in 
Parliament, under which Head 1 ſhall like wile take 
occaſion to ſpeak of the ſeveral Offices themſelv es. 

In this Act the King by vertue of his Kingly Office, 
for ſo is the word in the Act, and Prerogative, having 
power to give ſuch Honours, Places, and Reputation 
to his Counſellore, and other his Subjects as ſhall 
ſeem beſt to his moſt Excellent Wiſdom, eſpecially 
to his Council or Farhament, gives the Priority of 
all Places and Precedings to theſe following ſeven 
Degrees of the Blood-Royal. For I muſt take in 3 
compaſs of Time, when 'tis highly poſſible the Royal 
Family ſhall be reſtor d in all theſe diſtinct Branches, 
viz, (:.) to the King's Son, (firſt entituled Prince of 
Wales in the 11.

Writs, as alſo their proceedings to all other Degrees, 
either Spiritual or Temporal, Official, oc Hereditary , 
but if there be a failure of any of thelc, or that they 
are abſent from Parliaments, in teſpect of Minority 
or otherwiſe, then ſome of the Lords Spiritual have 
Precedency to the Lords Temporal, 


Of a Privy Counſellor. 


This name Council, ard Counſellor is much more 
ancient than the Coanſuls of Rome, which had ther 
name 4 Conſulendo, for their abilities in giving Coun- 
ſel, and poſſibly borrow'd from the name of Neptune 
the God of the Sea, who was call'd alſo Cor ſilior um 
Deus, ſo as probably of their two Yearly Contuls, 
one was choſen for the Affairs of the Sea, as Adnural, 
the other for the Affairs of the Land, as General, 
however it is obſervable that the Title of Conſul or 
Ounſellor did continue 1046 Years in that Empirs, 
deducting Three Vears in:erpoſition of the Decempiri, 
or 10 Governors, and Four Years of Trib#nes, or 
Three Governors, and Twelve Years of T+ib«nes con- 
ſilting of Four Governors, and Thirty Years by 77. 
lunes conſiſting of Six Governors, and Five Years 
under an Anarchy, and Two Years wherein Tribunes 
had a Conſulary power, and then the Government 
again ſlid into Conſuls, ſo as deducting the Fifty Six 
Years, they continued intire under that Conſulary 
Tutelage 990 Years: And as that way of Govern- 
ment was uſeful to Rowe whillt it was a Common- 
wealth, ſo we fee when Faliur Ceſar took on him the 
Roman Empire, and turn'd it to a Monarchy, he did 
not dilcard the Conſulary way of managing Affaire, 
nor did his Succeſſors; ſo as — continued full 540 
Years after Julias Ceſar in protecution of that Mo- 


narchial 3 til the Papal Intereſts had fup- 
planted the 


eltern Empire, and made General 
X 2 - Councils, 


— 
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Ccunciis, tending rather to the dituniting of Princes, 


than for uniting Religion, as was pretended, and in- 
ſtcad of Contuls, erected a Conſiſtory and Conclare, 
the laſt being only new Names for a Council. 

Tins 1s certain, that Councils or Counſellors or 
Conſuls are of that Nature, that no Government can 
ſubſiſt without them, though by different- Appellati- 
ons; and Ircad of tew or none in all the Roman Sto- 
rics, who had the Title of Conſul conferr'd on him, 
but thole who eicher by their Wiſdom had given ſuch 
good Countel as prov'd proſperous to the Empire, or 
bad done ſome eminent Services, that from ſuch He- 
roick Actions the Emperors and Senators derived Ar- 
gument of their Abilities to Counſel, as they had actu- 
ally done, and from that experience might Counſel 
what was fit to be done, and thereupon formerly call'd 
Conſul, and now Counſel or Counſellor, and fit to fit 
both in Privy Council, or Publick Parliament. 

This Honour was ſtill founded in Merit; Experience, 
or Reſolution; for what they Adviſed, Counſel fd, or 
ſucceſsfully acted, and therefore they were ſeldom 
made Viri Conſulares till they were 43 Years of Age, 
and for ſuch as had been thus Serviceable to the Em- 
pire, if a Conſulſhip were not void, yet they had al- 
ways ſome Offices or Rewards in ſtore which they con- 
fer'd proportionably to their Services; and ſuch Re- 
wards were purpolcly reſerv'd for ſuch as had cither 

iven good Counſel, or follow'd it, by venturing that 
e and Fortunes for Preſervation of the Empite, and 
ſome ſuch Orders were made in our Edw, the 3d's Time, 
and co: firmed by many Succeſhve Councils, as may be 
read in Sir Edward Cike, and Judge Dodridge, 

There are alſo othcr leſſer Councils, beſides what! 
mentioned befcre, as the Common Council ot London, 
and the like, though not for Number in other Cities, 
which relate only to the Government of thoſe Cities 
aud Counſchlors at Law, and the Meeting of ſuch De- 
prees as are qualified for that purpoſe, are called 1n 
ſome of the Inns of Court, Parliaments, which relate 
only to Matters of L1aw and Government of their So- 
cieties, aud Councils of War and Trade, and many 
of titele are great Aſſiſtante, and often employ'd both

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in the Privy and Publick Council of the King- 


dom. 

All the Degrees of Peerage are Members either of the 
King's Privy Council or the Parliament, or both, yet 
their Writs of Summons are not ſingly Conciliario, but 

annexation to thoſe Degrees which are capacitated 
to be Counſellors, but the Degrees mentioned in the 


Act, of whom I treat next, are conſtantly of the Pri- 


vy Council or Parliament; but there are only ſome of 
the Parliament which are of the Privy Council, by which 
means Matters are more caſily manag'd between the 
King, the Privy Council, and the Parliament; the one 
a Sitting, the other Surmon'd only upon E- 
mergencies of State, which latter being thus Conſti- 
tuted, it may well be call'd Magnum Concilium Ani- 
mar um, or a Council of Souls rather than Bodies, fo 
as the Queen may ſay with Cicero, Conſcientia concili- 
drum meorum me Con ſol atur, i. e. The Knowledge and 
Conſcientious concurrence of Minds or Souls, (for fo 


Con ſcientia ſometimes ſignifics) and Integrity of my Gu 


ſellor 5 are my Conſolation. 

in the Preamble of the aforeſaid Act, it fays, For- 
aſmuc h, as in all great Councils, and Congregations ef 

en, which explains Councils, and then, That there 
may be no Diſpleaſure, or let of the Conncil, in reſpeb of 
Precedency , therefore . for the better Reputation of hi; 
Counſellors, and other Subjetts, doth Enact, &c. And 
again, Tbe Preſident of the King, Council is alſo named, 
by which "tis underſtood the King's Privy Council, of 
which he is Preſident, to be a Council diſtinſt from other 
Councils where there are Preſidents; And from Par: 
laments, where there are Speakers inftead of Preſi— 
gents, anciently called the Great Council, and f it is 
till, though the Name is alter'd to Ferliament. And 
3dly, from other Aſſemblies and Conferences of Co un- 
cils, which are the Words in this laſt Paragraph of 
that Act. 

And therefore the Council meant in this Act, is that 
which we now call the Privy Council. 'Tis true, 
there are ſeveral other Counci?, (1s that cf Wales, and 
others both here and in Fortien Plantations) bur this 
Privy Council is the Supreme ſtanding Council, out of 
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which ſometimes the King thinks fit to ſelect tome few 
for the more ſafe, ſecrer, and eaſie diſpatch of Affaire. 

By the Jews they were called Cabala, but by us pro- 
perly Committees. However, this Privy Council is the 
ſtanding Council of the Kingdom, giving Forms and 
Being to all other Councils, eſpecially what concerns 
the Beginning, Continuing, and Ending of any Par- 
liament, and yet the Parliament is a greater Council 
than that, and of greater Authority when it is in 
Being, and therefore Anciently, as I faid, call'd 
+ mg Publicum Concilium, and this Privatum Con- 
cilium. 

The great and publick Council, the Parliament, 
con ſiſts of the King, Lords Spiritual, Lords Temporal, 
(viz. of ſuch ro whom the King ſends Writs cf Sum- 


mons) and of the Commons, viz. of ſuch as the People 


think fit to Elect by Verine of the King's Writs, But 
this Privatum or Privy Council are of ſuch only as the 
King elects out of the Degrees next mentioned,” or out 
of other Degrees, as he ſhall beſt judge 6f their Abili- 
ties for it. Yet very often Parliaments have perſuaded 


Kirgs to make Alterations in Privy Councils, both as to 


Perions and Number. | 

The Number of Perſons in this Privy Council is in 
a manner indefinite, becauſe it depends on the Sove- 
reigns Pleaſure; but Anciently it conſiſted of no more 
thau Twelve; ſince which it has encreas d and varied 
in every Reign z and is now, (as by the Lift hereafter 
Printed will appear) upwards of Fifty; but not ſo 
any that have Summons, or actually ſit in Coun- 
Fil: 


The Archbiſhop of Canterbury. 


It is obſervable, That in the AR of Precedency, be- 
fore recited, there is mcution made of the King's Vice. 
gerent, who had Place in Parliament next the Blood 
Royal, but there hath been none employ'd in this Office 
fince that Time, as needleſs indeed, for the Archbi. 
ſhops of Canterbary and York in their Provinces, 2 
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the Biſhops in their Dioceſſes, have ever ſince in a 
manner ſupply'd the Duty of that Office, under their 
own Titles and Juriſdictions ; eſpecially the Archbi- 
ſhop'of Canterbury, who is ſtill rank d accordingly. 

Anciently, the Archbiſhops and Biſhops, with the 
Abbots, Priors, Deans, Arch-Deacons, and Proctore, 
making the Iwo Convocation tloules, were Sum- 
mon'd to appear T wo Days before the Temporal Lords, 
but ſince Henry the Eighth's Time, (when Abbots and 
Priors were excluded) the Biſhops are ſummon'd to 
meet the lame Day that the Parlii ment, but as Covoca- 
tion Houſes, they are not ſummon'd to meet at Parlia- 
ment till Two or Three Days afier the Lords Spiritual 
and Temporal are met and fit in Parliament, and 
thoſe Two Convocation Houſes are ſeldom Adjourn'd, 
Prorogu'd, or Difloly'd in Three or Four Days, and 
ſometimes longer, after the Two Houſes of Lords and 
Commons are Adjourn'd, Prorogu'd, or Diſſolv'd. 

Theſe Archbifhops and Biſhops (conſidering them 
upon a Baronial account diſtinct from the Convocati- 
one) are entred in all Clauſe Rolls next the Blood Royal, 
except when there was a caſual interpoſition, (as this 
lat of Vicegerent) and their Places diſtinctly fer down, 
in as in this Act, viz. the Archbiſhop of Canterbury, then 
e. the Archbiſhop ot York, and the other according to Se- 
re r or Ancientry (as the Word of the Act is) till

4 the B.ſhops of Lindon, Durham, and Winchefter, were 
er (as by this AR) fix'd in their Precedencics to the other 
0 Twenty One, and yet there is another method of Pre- 
* cedencies, us d in the Lords Honſe, and in all Soleinmi— 


nes, by way of counterchanging Precedencies be- 
tween the Lords Spiritual and Temporal. 

Theſe Twenty Six enjoy their Offices of Biſhops up- 
on a Spiritual and Eccleſiaſtical Account, and there- 
fore are call'd Lords Spiritual, their Eccleſiaſtical ſerving 
in ordine ad Spiritualia. 

Theſe, for many Ages did manage the Offices of 
Chancellor and Keeper of the Great Seal, allo of Trea- 
ſwrer, Preſident, Privy Seal, and S-cretary, but ſince 
Henry the Eighih's Time theſe Five Offices have been 
diftinctly manag'd by Laicks, of the cluefeſt Quality 
and Merit, and the Biſhops in a manner circumicril 
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to the Juriſdiction of their reſpective Dioceſſes, which 
are of a kind of a mixt Nature, conſiſting of Spiritu- 
alities and Temporalities, 

In the Lords Houſe they have almoſt equal Privileges 


with the Lords Temporal, except in Matters of Blood, 


hen in reſpect of their Canons, they commonly with- 
draw themliclve-, appointing Proxies and entring Pre. 
te/tation, but theſe Priviledges are not Hereditary, (like 
the Temporal Lords) but meerly Succeſſive, and their 
Writs are ſomewhat of a different Nature from thoſe 
to tie Lords Temporal, in point of extent concerning 
the Convocation Houſes, which make a kind of Par- 
liament, annexed to a Parliament. 

The Writs by which the Biſhops have anciently 
been, and ſtill are, ſummon'd to fit in Parliament, 
Cam Prælatis magnatibus & Proceribus, ſignifying, that 
ſuch Summons, was {till in relation to their Bironics; 
and their Advancements to other Dignities and Offices, 
as well Eccleſiaſtical as Civil, was, and is, in reſpect 
of their great Learning, Knowledge, Fidelity, and 
Experience in Affairs. But here it is to be obſcrv'd, 
that the Biſhops in the Years 1641. by an Act of King 
Charles I. with the conſent of the Lords Temporal, and 
Commons, were diſabled from exerciſing any Tempo- 
ral Juriſdiction or Authority. And thereupon, toon 
after, put out of the Houſe of Lords, and fo continu'd 
till after the Reſtoration, Anno 1661, when in the 
Parliament then call'd, they were reſtor'd, and came 
again into the Lord's Houſe : And notwithſtanding 
this long deprivation, wherein the King hunſelf, the 
Temporal Lords, and the chief of the Commons were 
ſharers, they may be ſaid to be in the Houſe of Lords 
upon an Intereſt of Right, tho' the Intereſt of Form in 
their Introduction was wanting, that Act of Abolition 
being partly Authentick, and partly not, for Acts of

This Deſcription is alſo to be applyed to the the Keep- 
er of the Great Seal, which invention of a publick 
Seal, as it was more Ancient with the Romans, ſo it 
ſeems-to be very Ancient with us 1n England, that 
Office being Conſtituted by William the Conqueror, in 
the Year 1067. and for the Honour of both, Geffery 
a Natural Son to Henry Second was Chancellor, 
_ the Queen to Henry the Third was Keeper of the 


Iheſe Two Offices were ſometimes kept diſtinct, and 
ſometimes united in one Perſon, till the Fifth of Queen 
Elix. and then it was Enacted, That both thoſe Offices 
ſhould be accounted but as one and the ſame, and 
that hereafter both ſhould not be uſed at one Time by 
diſtinct Perſone. 

Whilit they were diſtin, they had Two Seals; the 
Chancellors was of Gold, and the Keepers of Silver ; 
the Court eſteemed Officina Regis, and the Seal Clavis 
Repni ; but wheneva they were either united, or di- 
tinftly executed, (ill this high Office was managed 


by 
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by Archbi ſhops or Biſhops, or by the molt eminent 
Laicks for Learning, Integrity, and Abilities, as may 
be ſeen by comparing the Hiſtory of them with their 
Catalogues. ; 

To manifeſt their Eminency, it is evident from the 
Rolls, that in the opening of all Parliaments, the 
Lord Chancellor, or Lord Keeper, did conſtantly, by 
the Command of the Sovereign, ſhew them the Rev 
ſons for ſummoning them, unleſs in a Vacancy, or on 
a ſpecial Account of Abſence, and then it was per 
form'd by one of the chief Jultices. 

But paſſing theſe, 1t does not appear in any of the 
Clayſe Rolls, or other Records, that a Chancellor ot 
Keeper had any diſtinct Writs of Summons to a Par- 
liament till 28 Elis. when Sir Tho. Bromley, Knight, 
being the Queen's Solicitor, was made Lord Chancel 
lor, and ſummon'd by a diſtinct Writ, and ſo of mx 
ny others which Rule has continu'd ever ſince; Allo, 
if a Chancellor or Keeper be above the Degree of B. 
ron he hath his Writ according to his Degree, and 
therein only intimating his Office; but if he be not a 
Baron then he hath his aſſiſting Writ, Quatenus Chan- 
cellor, or Keeper: But if a Baron, as it is obſerv'd, he

and all other Vertues fit for Magiftra and Government ; 
yet ſo as the ſame be ſeaſoned with Affability, Gentleneſs, 
Humanity, Courtefie, without deſcending or diminiſhing 
himſelf, but ſtill retaining his Digni:y, State, and Honour. 
Briefly, He muſt be a Perſon of ſuch Vertue and Worthi- 
neſs (that not only bis Writ may be exemplar to other

He performs all Matters which appertain to a Speak- 
er of that Houſe, whereby he may be ſaid to be the Eye, 
Ear and Tongue of that great Aſſembly.

The Old Romans made Ex 
Saturn's Temple their Treaſury z becauſe as Tertallia WM 
informs us, his Effigies was firlt Stampt upon the Wl 
Money; Valerius Publicola was the firſt that lodgd WM ®* 
the Publick Money here; probably, both becauſe the WW *F 
Mountain where was ſituated, was well fortified, 
and becauſe he believed their regard for this pretended! 
Deity was a conſiderable Sccurity. This Treaſury 
had two Partitions, one of them called by Dem fer

EFrarium Vu gare and by others eAErarium Largi- 
tionum Sacrarun « Theſaurorum Publicoram, which 
was 1n the outward part of the Temple, and here the 
uſual Taxcs of the State, andthe Stock for common c- 
cations was laid up: The other was call'd eAfrarium 
Sacrum,or Santtius,where the Aurum Vice ſimarum, i. e. 
the Twentieth of the value of an Eſtate, which was 
paid into the Treaſury by thoſe Foreigners, who had 
any Land deſcended to them in Daly, was kept, and 
other Sums of Money reſerved to tupply any extra- 
ordinary Neceſſity in the Commonwealth. Here 
Ikewiſe ble Publick Records were kept as we _ 
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from Tully, Orat. 3d in FVerrom. This Treaſury in 
the beginning of the Civil Wars, between Pompey 
and Ceſar was ſhut up by the Conſuls, who took the 
Keys along with them when they left the Town to 
z0 to Pompey's Army; but when Ceſar came to Town 
he thought it his beſt courſe to break it open and 
ſeize upon the Caſh, which he did accordingly : 
And here Treculplus and Or aſiss obſerve that the 


Plunder in Gold amounted to Four Thouſand One 


Hundred Thirty Six Pound Weight, and in Silver to 
near Nine Hundred Thouſand Pound Weight. Be- 
ſides theſe two Treaſuries, the Emperor and Empreſs 
had an Exchequer, Privy Purſe to themſelves. .. 
Further, the Per/ian Monarchs uſed to make ſome of 
their Principal Nobility their Treaſurers, and had 
wh on purpoſe to lodge their Revenues. This 
ublick Money was generally kept in Temples, for 
this reaſon Pompey the Great, 1magining the Publick 
Stock of the Fews was laid up in the Temple of 
Jeruſalem, came thither and plunder'd it: Thus the 
Exchequer common to all the Republicks of Greece, 
was in the Holy Ifland of Delos, and Juſtin the Hiſto- 
nan tells us, Brennus the General of the Old Gaul: 
attack d Appollo's Temple at Delphi, becauſe he look d 
upon it as a ſort of Publick Bank. The Treaſury of 
the Romans was Stocked. with the Money taken from 
Conquered Nations, which the Fews paid by ſome 
of the Confederates, and with the Twentieth part 
of the Value of Inhericance above mentioned: Thoſe 
likewiſe that were infranchiſed uſed to pay the 
Twentieth part of what they were worth, Thoſe 
Emperors that governed popularly, would not let 
the Forfeited Eſtates be brought 1nto their private 
Exchequer, but left them all to Publick Treaſury, 
With us, I find this Office to have been very an- 
cient, but generally executed by Eccleſiaſticks, Biſhops, 
Deaus, Abbots, Cc. who had the Titles only of 
Treaſurers of the Excheqaer, The firſt that I find of 
a Peer in this Office, was H-nry Lord Scroope, of 
Bolton, temp: Henry IV. Succeeded by Thomas Fitz- 
Alan Earl of Arundel, the Firſt of Henry V. and

The Lord High Treaſurer receives his Office by the 
delivery of a White Staff to him, by the Sovereign; 
(and anciently by the delivery of the Golden Keys ot 
the Treaſury) and holds it ouly during Pleiſute. He 
bath beſides the Charge and Manageinent of the Royal 
Treaſure in the Exchequer, the Check of all the Offices 
any way employ'd in Collecting the Duties or Rere- 
nues of the Crown ; and has 1a his Gift all the Cu- 
ſtomers, Comptrollers, and Searchers in all the Pons 
of England. He has likewiſe the Nomination of Ef 
cheators in every County; and in ſome Cales, by Sur 
tute is to appoint Meaſurers for the Staple of Cloth. 
He has Power of letting Leaſes of the Crown Landy 
having ſometimes others in Commiſſion with him t0 
that purpoſe; and may grant Warrants to certain Per 
lons of Quality to have theur Wine Cuſtom Free, 
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Of the Lord | Preſident of the Council. 


This Officer from the Time of King Jobn, was call d

The Four foregoing Officers of State, viz. the Lord 
Chancellor, Lord Treaſurer, Lord Preſident, and Lord 
Privy Seal, were, as I haye obſery*d, choſen out of 
Eccleſiaftical Degrees; but thoſe which I am hereafter 
to ſpeak of, (the Secretaries of State excepted, who for 
the molt part were alſo of the Clergy) were choſen out 
of Laicks, Perſons of the greateſt Merit, Fortunes, ot 
Families, and had their Places as they were annex'd to 
the Degrees of Nobility. 

The Lord Cole in his /»ftitates, ſays, © That if 3 
« King gave Lands to a Man, to hold of him to be 
« Chancellor of England, Chamberlain of England, 
“ Conſtable of England, Marſhal of England, or High 
« Steward of England, & c. theſe Tenures were call'd 
© Grand Sergeanties, and theſe and ſuch like Grand 
te Sergeantie were of great and high Juriſdi&ions, 
« fome of them concerned Matters Military in Time 
10 of Wars, and ſome Services of Honour in Tune of 
Peace. | *. 

This Officer ever was, and ſtill is in great Venerat!- 
on and Uſe, and tho now moſt of his Employments 
are about the King's Court, yet the Word arim, 
which we call Chamberlain, ſeems like to that among 
the Romans, call'd Comes e/Erarij, and had ſuch a Re 
lation to. the Treaſury of the Kingdom, as En 

crlatus 
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berlains of London, and the Chamberlains of the Pa- 
tines of Lancaſter and Chefter have to their diſfinct 
Treaſuries. And I apprehend that theſe great Officers 
need not Writs, becauſe it is requiſite theſe ſhould be 
always attending on the King's Perton'; but when they 
are otherwife commanded to his Employments in their 
Offices; and there is ſcarce any of them, eſpecially

This Office was enjoy*d4 for many Succeſſions by the 
Earls of Oxford (till Richard the Second by Violence 
took it away.)

Earl of Oxford, being 7 it was then alledged) his due 


Inheritance, yet in 1 H. 6. that King granted it to the 
Duke of Gloucefler. The 36th of Hen. 8. the Writ was to 
Ednard, Earl of Her:ford, Magno Camerario Anglia, 
and 1 Edw. 6. to John, Earl of Warnick, Magno Cx 
merario Angliæ. Afierwards, by a Match, it was He- 
reditated-to the Family of the Berties; who, after ſome 
Diſputes about the Title, did Sit in Parliament in the 
Time of Charles the Eirſt, and ſo in all Pariraments ta 
this Time, as Lord Great Chamberlains of England. 
To this great Officer belongs Livery and Lodgings in 
the Royal Court, and certain Fees due from each Arch- 
biſhop or Biſhop, when they perform their Homage or 
Fealty to the Sovereign; and from all the Peers of the 
Realm at their Creation, or doing their Homage or 
y. And at the Coronation of every King, or 
Queen, claims Forty Ells of Crimfon Velvet for his 
own Robes; as alſo on the Coronation Day, before thic 
King riſes to bring his Apparel, and after he is by him 
Preis d, the Bed, and all the Furiiture of the Cham- 
ber is his Fees 5, with all the King's Night Apr; He 
carries the Gloves and Linnen us'd by the King at the 
Cotonationz likewiſe the Sword and Scabbord, and the 
Gold to be ofter'd by the King, with the Robe Royal 
and'Crown, and to put them on, and ſerve the King 
that Day, before and after Dinner with Water to Wah 
25 Hands, and to have the Baſon and Towel for his 
ces. 
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- To him belongs the care of providing all Things in 
the Houſe of Lords during the Time of Parliament, tg 
winch he has an Appartment near ine Lord's Houſe, 

He has the Government of the whole Palace of Wef- 
minſter; he alſo Iſſues forth bis Warrants for the Pre- 
paring, Sitting, and Furniſhing of Weſtminſter Hall 
againſt Coronations, and Tryals of Peers, or others 

ry'd by Peers in Parliament. The Gentleman - Uſher 
of the Black Rod, the Yeoman Uſher and Door: keepers 
are under his Command, 

It is in his Breaſt to diſpoſe of the Sword of State to 
what Lord he pleaſes, to be carried before the King et 
Queen when they come to Parliament; and goes on 
the Right Hand of the Sword, next to the King's or 
Queen's Perſon, and the Lord Marſhal on the Left.

Of the High Conſtable of England. 


It may be well ſuppos'd, that Conftabularins An 
was inſtead of Comes ſtabuli amongſt the old A 
which was commonly taken for the Maſter of the 
Horſe to the Emperor, and is a Place ſtill of great Ho- 
nour in molt Parts of Europe; but I conceive he was 
rather call'd Comes ſfabuli, as an Officer or Office of 
Refuge, for ſo fabulum alſo ſignifies. However, for 
many Ages this Office was held in Grand Sergeanty by 
thoſe Perſons hereafter nam'd, but in 12 H. 8. it be- 

came forfeited to the Crown, and ſince that never 
ranted to any Subject, but pro hac vice, at ſome So- 
emnittes, as at the Coronation. And Henry the 
Eighth, I conceive, ' did enter it in the Act of 31(t of 
his Reign, that in caſe there ſhould be any uſe of this 
Officer, when any ſuch Solemnity happend, in Tune 
of Parliament, his Place might be known without 
diſpute. | 
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Before the 13th of Henry the Eighth, in ſome re- 


ſpects it had a greater Power than the Earl Marſhal, 
and in others equal to it, and fo the extravagant parts 
being taken away, the rett fixt in the Earl Marſbal; 


however, it hath left a Name of great Honour and 


Uſe ; thoſe of Honour are the Conſtable of Dover, &c. 
thoſe of Uſe are the high Conſtables and Conſtables 
diſperſt in all Parts of England. 

Whilſt this great Officer was of conſtant uſe, he was 
conſtantly ſummon'd ro Parliaments, viz. 50 E. 3. 


Thomas de Woodſtock, Comes de Buck, Conftabularins An- 


zlie, and fo that 1. 3. and 4 Ric. 2. & Thomas Dux 


Gloſtrie, Conftabularins Anglie, 17. K. 2. and the 10. 
of Hen. the Fourth, Henry Percy, Earl of Northumber- 
land, Conſtable Anglie, and the Second of Henry the 
Fifth, and 1 H. 6. Summons to Humphrey, Duke of 
Gloſter, Conlt. Anglie, and to Jobn, Duke of Bedford, 
Conlt.'Angplie, 2 H. 6. and from thence again to the 
Duke of . Conlt. Anglia, but from thence 
to the 20th of Hen. the Eighth, there are no Records 
to guide us to the Knowledge of ſuch as were ſum- 
mond to the intervening Parliaments, but it appears 
by other Records that in the 13th of Hen. the Eighth, 
this Office of Conſtable of England was turn'd into 
an hac vice, and fo only granted upon the Solemnity of 
a Coronation; for on the Death of Edward Stafford, 
Duke of Buckingham, the laſt High Conſtable under the 
foregoing Diſtinction, it was thought too Great for any 
bject. 


07 the Earl Marſhal of England. 


This Great Officer hath not ſo great a Latitude of 
Power as the Conſtable of England had, yet is his 
Office of grext Antiquity in England. He has proper- 
ly the Care of the Common Peace of the Land, in 
Deeds of Arms out of the Realm on Lind, and Mit- 
ters of War within the Realm; in moit of which he is 
guided by the Civil Laws, but yet, is not to do any 
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Thing repugnant to the Common Law. In Time of 
War he is wore Abſolute, in Tune of Peace leſs. 

This Name of Marſhal, tis very probable had us 
Original from Mart, the Roman's God of War, and 
was the ſame which they call'd comes Militum. In 
French Mareſchal, ſignifying a General of an Army, 
and deriv'd from Mare, a Franic Word, denoting 
Great and Honourable. : 

However, with us this great Officer had ſeveral 
Courts under his Juriſdiction, as the Court of Chivalry, 
now almoli forgotten, and the Court of Honour, now 
quite laid aſide. But the ſedes Mariſcalli, or Court of 
Marſhulſes, is ſtill in Being, where he may Sit in 
Judgment againſt Criminals offending within the Vergg 
of the Court; whence the chief Officer under him is 
call'd Knight Marthal. 

He has allo under him the Herald's Office, or College 
of Arms, which when Doubts ariſe concerning De- 
ſcents, Pedigrees, Eſcutcheons, &c. his Power is to 
determine them. This was incorporated by King 
Richard III. and enlirg'd wuh many new Privileges 
by Philip and Mary; but of late Years his Power aud 
Juriſdiction hath been much impair'd, thro” the pre- 
yalling Greatneſs of the Common Law, and the Offi 
cers 5 Arms ſubordinate to him, ſuſter greatly in their 
Ancient Rights and Privileges for want of ſome ditini- 
tive Law for ſeitling the Earl Marſhals Power; and the 
due Rights and Privileges of thoſe under bim. 
he uſefulneſs of preterving the Deſcents of the No- 
ble and Eminent Families of tie Realm, was likewiſe 
2 diſcourag'd by the Act of the 12th of Car. 2. 
which took away the Regiſtring of Inquifitions pot 
Mortem; lo that they are not only become leis ſervice- 
able in thar reſpective Offices, by preſerving ſuch 
Deſcents, which was anciently the Honour 3 Pride 
of our nobleſt Families, but will now in a Age or Two 
more, without ſome Remedy, be wholly obliterated 
and defac d. 171. ĩͤ EP 
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For the prevention of which, a Bill was Exhibited 
in the Parliament of the 1ſt of Fac. 2. which was 
either to enforce an Obligation for Regiſtriug the De- 
ſcent and Arms of the Nobility and Geatry, on Oath 
at their uſual Viſitations, or to epter Certificates pof 
Mortem, to be return'd on Oath by a Jury at the Aſſi- 
es; but this was dropt for the preſent, However, this 

ce of Farl Martha! being fully reſte'd and fix d by 
an Hereditary Snc-eſſion in the Illuſtrious Family of 
Howard, it has trom them receiv d many Immunities, 
and reviv'd ſomething of their Ancient Power and 
Credit. Of the Heralds I ſhall fay ſomething further 
in their proper Place, but this is limitted to ſpeak of 
the Earl Marſhal only. 

The firit that we find honour'd with this Title, that 
is, with the Office of Mirſhal, having the Title of 
Earl afhx'd to it, s Thomas de Mowbray, Earl of 
Nottingham, whom. K. A Richard the Second, Conſti- 
tuted Marſhal cf England for Life, and then Created

But by Reaſon of the Judgment given againſt this 
Earl, when he was Duke of Norfolk allo, not long be- 
fore the End of Richard II. this Honour and Office 
were forfeited during his Life, and the Office during 
that Time given to others. However, his -Polterity 
afterwards by Reaſon of the Creation xccrty'd from 
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King Richard the Second, had the Honour and Office 
reftor'd to them, which they held till the 15 of Eds. 
the Fourth, when the Iſſue Male tarPd, and the Ho- 
nour expir d; but Richard the Third reviv'd it to John, 
Lord Howard, whom he made allo Duke of Norfolk ;, 
but by reaſon of an Attainder in Parliament, the be- 
ginning of Henry VII. the Honour and Office was For: 
teited, and granted to William Berkeley, Earl of Not- 
tingham in Tail, but he dying ſoon after Without Iſſue, 
Henry the Eighth gave the ſame Honour for Life 46 
Thomas, Earl of Surrey, after Duke of Norfolk ; and 
after his Death, to Thomas, Duke of Norfolk, his Son, 
and to the Heirs Mile of his Body begotten, which 
State continu'd, the Interruption during the Reign of 
Eduard the Sixth excepted, till the 14 of Eliz. whence 
for many Years it was held for Life only. mag x 
the Fir at his Coronatidn, granted it to the Earl of 
Worceſter for that Occaſion z and at other Times it was 
Executed by Commiſſion. 

But the Title of Mombray, 3 to Thomas, 
Earl of Arundel, King N I. did by Patent Create 


ife; and he had Summons to 
Parli1ment by both Titles, on whoſe Death, Thomas 
Earl of Arundel and Mowbray, Grandſon and Heir 10 
the ſaid Thomas, had no Writ provided for him in the 
Parliament of che 13 Cer. 2. being then ſuppoſed to 
be a Lunatick, and on that Account kept clote at Pa- 
dus to Italy; ſo that by the Solicitation of Hen) 
Howard, is Brother and Hcir, the Dukedom of Mu- 
folk was reſtor'd after a Jong Attainder, and by Act of 
Parliament ſettled on the ſaid 7 homas the Grandſon; 
and the ſaid Henry being ſoon after created Earl of 
Norwich, manag'd the Office of Earl Marſhal, and 
had a Patent or the fame from King Charles the Se- 
cond, therein ſettling this Office npon him and the 
Heirs of his Body, with a large Entail, for want of 
ſuch Iſſue, to the next Heir Male of that Noble Fami- 
ly, ſo that this Henry was ſummon'd about the middle 
of the Firſt Parliament of King Charles the Second, 
begun in February, Anno 1660-1, as Earl of Norwich, 
with the Title alſo of Earl Marſhal; and Duke T hom:ar 
dyivg at Padsa about the latter End of the faid Par- 
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lament, this Henry ſucceeded him likewiſe as Duke of 
Norfolk, whereby both theſe Honqurs were incon- 
teftably fix d in this Illuſtrious Houſe, tho* the Office 
of Earl Marſhal for Reaſons of Government is acted 
by Deputation; but, it is to be obſery'd, not given 
out of the Name or Family of Howard, which ſhews 
a regard (till to the Nature of the Limitation, I have 
been the longer bere, in reſpect the Office being Here- 
ditary, the Reader may clearly perceive the Succeſſion 
thereof. ˖ | 


Of the Lord High Admiral of England. 


The Soveraigns' of England do conſtantly appoint 
Admirals for diſtinct Squadrons of the Navy, but the 
Perſon I am now ſpeaking of is the Supreme Officer of 
the Sea, and now entituled Lord High Admirsl. 

The Greeks tall'd this Officer Thalaſſiarcha, from 
Thalaſa, the Sea, and Archos, the chiet at Sea; and 
from thence the Romans, according to the Latin idiom, 
call'd him Thalaſſiarchus, and of latter Days Adrimal- 
las, * is no Latin Word, and in Engliſh Ad- 
miral. 

There are ſome Authors that derive it from Amir in 
Arubick, and "Aa in Greet; that is, prefettus Ma- 
rinus, a Word borrow'd from the Ealtern Empire, 
where ſuch kind of Compounds were much in requeſt, 
and introduc'd into England after the Wars in the Ho- 
ly Land by Rong Richard, or, as ſome ſay, by King 
Edward the Firſt. ' 

To him is committed the Government of the King 
of England's Navy, and Power to decide all Cauſes 
Maritime, as well Civil as Criminal, aud of all Tinngs 
dene on, or beyond the Scas in any Part of the World, 
and many other Juriſdictions on the Coalts, and in 
Ports, Havens, and Rivers, and of fuch Wrecks and 
Prizes as are call'd by the Lawyers, Lagon, Fetſon, and 
Hot ſon, that is, Goods lying in the Sta, floating on the 
Sea, or caſt by the $4 on the Shore (admitting ſome 
lew Exceptions and Royalties granted to other * 
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ot Mannors.} And theie and all other Cates depen- 
dant on this Juriſdiction ire determin'd in his Courts 
of Admiralty, by inch Rules of the Civil Law as 
do not invade the Common Laws of England. 

And of theſe Civil Laws which concern Sea Affain 
there are Two molt eminent Guiders to Civilians, viz, 
thoſe made at Rhodes (in the Mediterranean) by the 
Grecians, and augmented by the Romans, 'cill d Lex 
Rhodia, or the Rhodian Law. The other made at Oleron 
(an Iſland anciently belonging to England, but tying 
on. the Borders of France) by cur King Richard the 
Firſt, both of which are ſtill in great Veneration. 

So as well for the Laws by wbich he governs the 
Maritime Concerns, as for his great Juriſdiction, being 
as valt as the Ocaan, he may be faid to have alterun 
Imperium, extra & intra Imperium, and therefore this 
Honour and Care ts intruſted to the Hands of ſome 
one of the Blood Royal, or ſome one or more joyntly 
of the molt eminent of the Nobility. 

Ard in reſpe&t of this Power thete is a conſtant 
Converſe and Commerce with all Parts of the World, 
eſpecially where the Civil Laws are practisd, and 
therefore it hath been the prudence of our former Kings 
(even to this Day) to allot him a Place in the Lords 
Houſe, as to the Marſhal of England, (for both of their 
Concerns are chiefly manag'd, as I have ſhewn) by the 
Civil Laws, ſo as the Lord Marſhal, and Lord Admiral, 
may be look'd on as the T wo Supporters to the learned 
Profeſſors of thoſe Laws, as the other Lords are to the 
Profeſſors of the Common Laws, and poſſibly the 

reateſt number of the Maſters of Chancery (of whom 

ſhall ſpeak in order) who ſit in the Lords Houſe, 
were originally contrived to be Doctors of the Civil 
Laws, upon this ground, That if there were at any 
Time juſt Occaſion in that Houſe to make uſe of any 
Pe ints in that Profeſſion, they might give their Advi- 
ces or Opinions therein. 

This Dignity was ever confertl upon ſome of the 
chief Nobility, by Vertue whereof they had ther 
Writs of Summons, and their Place in the Lords 
Houſe, and this loug before the Act of Maa 
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for we find the Earl of Arandel, in 13 Ed. 3. and 


the Earl of Worthumberland, in 7 R. 2. the Earl of 
Drven, and Marquils of Dorſet in the ſame King's 
Time, and ſo the Earls of Salisbury, Shrewsbury, Wor- 
fer, and Wilſhire, and others of the like Degrees 
recured in the Clauſe Rolls, (needleſs to renumerate) 
bing Admirals were fummor'd, and in our extant 
Records, in 36 H. 8. Fohanni Dudley, Vicecomiti 
Liſle, Mag no Admirallo, and in 1 Edw. 6. Thomas, 
Dow, Seymer, Magno Admirallo, and in 7 Edu. 6. 
Ede. Fenys, Domino Clinton, Magno Admiralls, and 
in 1, 2, Þ 4, Marie, © Phil, & Mar. Gulielmo 
Howard de Effingham, Magno Admirallo, and in 

& 5 Phil. & Mar. Eds. Fenys (again) and Charles 
Earl of Nottingham, in Queen Elizabeth's time, a 
George, Duke of Bucking bam, in King 74me:'s time, 
and King Charles the Figtt's time, were (till ſummon'd 
to Parliament with the Title of Admiral added to 
their hereditary Titles in their Writs, | 

In the Reign of King Charles IL this Title was veſted 
ia the Duke of York; alter King Fames II. but during 
that and the next Reign it was in Commiſſion, till 
toward the latter end of William III. and then given 
to Thomas Herbert Earl of Pembroke; and jn the Firſt 


of Queen Anne to George Prince of Denmark, Her 


Royal Conſcrt; on whole Deceaſn, Anno 1708. the 
Earl of Pembroke had again this Office, for the ſpace 


of about a Vear; ſince which it has contianily con- 


tinu'd in Commiſſion. 


The Patent to the Lord Admiral did anciently run 
thus; Angliæ, Hibernie, & Acquitanie, Magnus Ad- 
miralas, but now, Mag næ Briiania, & Hibernie, ac

The chief Officer for the Civil Government 
of the King, or Queens Court, is the Lord 
Steward of the Houſhold, In the time of Henry VIII. 
his Title was Great after of the King's Honſbold, from 
the French, but from the 1 Mariæ, call'd Magnus Senef 
callus Hoſpitij Regis, or the Lord high Steward of the 
Kings Houſe. He hath not only an eminent Employ- 
ment, Truſt, and Authority, in ordering the Kings 
Houſhold but an Authori:y above all Officers of 
that Houſe, except in the Chappel, Chamber, and 
Stables, but in all Parliaments is obliged to attend 
the King's Perſon, to adjuſt their Parhamentary ex- 
pences, Weſtminſter being anciently the King's Court, 
and ſtill within its Verge and his Lordſhips Jutiſ- 
diction ; as likewiſe to adminiſter the Oarhs to the 
ſeveral Members of the Houſe of Commons. 

His place is appointed by the Act of Precedency in 
this order; not but that he was Summon'd to Par- 
liaments before that Act, as may be ſeen in ſeveral 
Claute-Rolls of Rich. the 2d. & c. but after the ſaid Act, 
viz. 36. H. 8. Charles Duke of S»ffolk was Summon d, 
and bis Writs directed Hag no Migiſtro Hoſpitij ſui, 
but afterwards it ching“ to Seneſcallo Heſpitij, the 
Office being the ſame tho! the Title varied. : 

The State of the King“ Houſe, as J have ſaid, 1s 
commiited to his Government, and all his Orders at 
Court are to be obey'd and obſerv'd. By Virtue o 
his Office, without any other Commiſſion, he * 
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all Crimes or Enormities, committed in the Court, 
as Treaſons, Murthers, Felonice, Blood ſheds, &c. 
or within the Verge of the Court; which is every 
yay within Twelve Miles of the chief Tunnel of the 
Court, Conly London by Charter is exempted) becauſe 
it wou'd be a kind of Ecclipſing the Honour of a So- 
reraign, that where ever they were in Perſon, any 
Juſtice ſhou d be ſought but immediately from their 
own Officers; and therefore from very ancient Times 
the Juriſdiction of the Verge has been Executed by 
the Lord Steward, and that with great Ceremony, in 
the nature of a peculiar Xing Bench. l 
The Lord Steward is a White-Staff-O er, for he 
carries in the Queen's Preſence a White- Staff; but at 
other times going abrcad it is carried by a Footman 
bare headed: At the Neath of the King, or Queen, 
he breaks his Staff over the Hearſe made for the Royal 
Corpſe, and thereby diſcharges all the Officers. 
hath under him, 1n the ney Houſe, the 
Treaſurer of the Houſhold, the Comptroller, Cofferer, 
Maſter of the Houſhold, Two Clerks of the Green- 
Cloath, Two Clerks of Comptrollers, Two Yeomen; 
the Cofferers Clerks, or Clerks of the Aſſignment, 
Two Grooms, Two Meſſengers; but of theſe, and 
the Nature of their Places, I ſhall ſpeak in a proper 
time, being now confin'd only to ſuch as have Place, 
or mention in the Supream Court, or Office of the

I need} not go back to find the Antiquity of their 
Summons, for it may be preſum'd to be ancient from 
the Eminency and nature of their Employments; fo 
it, may ſuffice only to inſtance here, that in the 
36 Hen.

And 
the reaſon of this I conceive to be, that tis neceſſary 
for the Publick Service to have one of them in the 
Houle of Commons. 


The dignity. of this Office is ſhewn in their Sum- 


mons, and Place in the. Lords Houſe according to the 


Act of Precedency; but I muſt fay fomething more 


of the antiquity of the Office, and of the nature of 
ſuch as are employed in it. 

If he be taken for a Scribe, becauſe they write the 
Kings literal Diſpatches; it had the fame eſteem a.

of Mind, he is properly call'd a Secretary, and the 
Kings Secretary, or Secretary of State, as a preſerver 
of the Secrets of the King and Kingdom for publick M * 
and private uſe, till occaſion require them to be im- 
rted to others; and indeed conſidering the perpetual 
eſigns of Princes towards each other, and the Diſ- 
contents and Seditious Humours which are in every 
Kingdom, there is no quality more requiſite to a Mi- 
niſter of State, than a ſecret and reſerved Mind, and 
more particularly to this Officer, his very Title in- 
timating his Duty, in which he ought to be Maſter of 
Three Properties; a Prudent Diſpatch, Exquiſite In- 
grace, and Secrecy in all; for by theſe (eſpecially 
the laſt) all the molt neceſſary Parts cf his great Fun- 
ction are perform d. 

Till the Reign of Henry VIII. the Kings of Eng- 
land had anciently but one Secretary of State, and then ; 
the weight of Buſineſs increaſing, it was judge d ne- 
ceſſary for the eaſier Diſcharge of that Important Of. 
fice, to have two Perſons employ'd, both of equal 
Authority, and both (hid Principal Secretaries 0 
State, But in thoſe Days, and ſometime, they fat 
not at the Council Board, but having prepar'd their 
Buſineſs in an adjacent Room, they came in, and 
ſtood on either ſide the King, and nothing was de- 
bated at the Table till the Secretaries had gone thro' Il © * 
their Reports. But Queen E!iz, ſeldom coming to 
Council that Method was alter'd, and the Secretaries | 
took their Places as Privy-Counſellors; which Digui- | 
ty they have held ever ſince, and a Council is fel 6 
held without the Preſence of one of them at leaſt. 
| 


On 
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On the happy Union of the Two Kingdoms Her 
Majefty Queen Anne, in regard of the great increaſe 


of Bufinets, added a Third Secretary of State, which - 


as to Britain, was equally and indiſtinctly manag'd 
by all the Three ; but on the Death of Fames Duke 
of Queensbury, and Dover, that Third Office has not 


yet been ſupply'd. 


They have under their Management and Direction 
the moſt urgent Affairs, and Concerns of the Na- 
tion, and a vaſt Variety, and Multiplicity of Buſineſe, 
which renders them very conſiderable in the Eyes of 
a Prince, on whom they attend every Day, more ct 
leſs, as occaſion requires. They receive and diſpat h 
whatſoever is brought to them, be it for the Chn:rch, 
the Militia, private Grants, Pardons or Di{penfations ; 
as likewiſe the Petitions and Requelts of the Subjects, 
which are for the moſt part lody'd in their Hands ; 
all which they repreſeut, aud make Diſpatches thereon 
according to the Prince's Anſwer or Directions. 

As to Foreign Affairs, they divide their Nego- 
tations into two Provinces, which comprehend all 
the Kingdoms and States, which lave intercourſe of 
Buſineſs with Great Britain ;, each Secretary receiving 
all Letters and Addreſs from the Princes and States, 
comprehended within his own Province, aud making 
the neceſſary Diſpatches thereto. 

They have their ſeveral Lodgings or Appartmentsin 
all the King, or Qu:er*s Houſes, as well tor their own 
Accommodation, as for their Office, and thoſe that 
attend on it. They have likewiſe a liberal Diet ac tie 
Prince's Charge, or Board Wages in lieu of it. 

The Secretaries, and Clerks, employ'd under them, 


are wholly at their own Choice, end have no depen- 


dance on any other Power or Perſon whatſoever, 

The Secretaries of State have the Cuſtody of that 
Seal, which is properly call'd the Signet, and gives 
Denomination to an Office conſtantly attending the 
Court, call'd the Signet -· Oſfce, where in there are Four 
Clerks employ'd, who prepare ſuch Things as are to 
= the Signet, in order to the Privy Seal, or Great 

al; who will be further ſpoke of in their proper 
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Depending likewiſe on the Secretaries of State, is 
an ancient Office call'd, the Paper-Office ;, the Keeper 
whereof has in his Charge all the Publick Papers, 
Writings, Matters of State, and Council, Letters, In- 
telligences, and Negotiations of the Publick Miniſters 
Abroad; and generally all the Papers and Diſpatches 
that paſs thro' the Offices of the two Secretaries of 
State, which are from time to time tranſmitted into 
this Office, and here to remain 1n the Diſpoſition of 
a Library 1a the Palace at White- Hall. 

So much for thoſe Great Officers, who by their 


Employments have diſtinct Places and Precedency in 


Parliament, above their ordinary Seat, as Peers of the 
Realm, for I am not come yet to thoſe who, by virtue 
of their Offices, ſit in the Lords Houſe, only as A. 
ſiſtants, and beneath that Dignity: And here it be- 
comes obſervable, That if the Writs to any of theſe 
Officers, be to any of the Lords Spiritual, or ſuch 
Offices as have been uſually tranſacted by the Clergy, 
as the Lord Chancellor, or Lord Keeper ; the Lord 
Treaſurer, or Lord Privy-Seal ; then the Writs were 
like the Aſſiſtants Writs to the Judges : But if any 
of theſe Offices be executed by a Lemporal Lord, then 
the Writ is the ſameas to that Noble Perſon to whom 
the Office is annex'd ; Or if any be ſummon'd meerly 
Virtutæ Officii, without Annexation to the Degree of 
ſome Lord Spiritual or Temporal, then the Writ is 
only as an Aſſi/tant Writ, without Vote, Cc. 


And now purſuing the Act of Precedency, I ſhall 
ſay ſomewhat of the fix d Nobility as they are con- 
ſider'd in a Patliimentary way, for what elſe relates 
to them in the way of Honour, and Perſonal Diſtin- 
ctions 1 have dwelt pretty largely on already in its 

roper place. Theſe are not mention'd diſtinctly in 
E Warrant for ſummoning a Parliament, 
but refer'd therein to the Lord Chancellor, or Keeper 
to diſtinguiſh them by their Writs : iz. Dukes, Mar- 
quiſles, Earls, Viſcounts and Barons, (what has re- 


lation to a Parliament, being already ſpoken to of 
the Lords Spiritual, under the Title of Arch-Biſhop) 

tho' the Word Baron 1s applicable, not only to the 
| two 
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other Four Degrees of Lords Temporal, who all fit 
in the Lords Houſe, Virtute Baronie, and by Writs of 
Summons, the Superiour Titles to the Barons differing 
rather in nominal Gradation, than any intrinſick di- 
ſtinct ion: 

And tho' there were nominal Differences anciently 
in the Tenures of Dukes, Marquiſſes, Earls, Viſcounts, 
and Barons, yet they were all ſubject to general Con- 
tribution to the King's Affairs, according to their cer- 
tain number of Knights Fees, for as Baronies compos'd 
the other Four Superior Degrees, ſo the increaſe of 
Knights Fees capacitated a Baron to be made a Baron, 
and fo a certain number of Baronies to be a Viſcount 
and Earl, and of Earldoms to be a Duke, as may be 
read in Sir Edward Coke, (and others more ancient b 
him cited) and Mr: Selden (forgiving the Knight) faut 
that Itud verbum Baro eſt caput & ſcala dignitatum 
Regalium, i. e. Majoris Nobilitatis.) 

n former times theſe proportions were obſerv d 


amongſt the Temporal Lords, but not with the Spi- 


ritual, for Mr. Selden tells us of a Biſhop (pag. 580. 
Tit. Hon.) that had 220 B. ronies, and did fit in 
Parliament by vertue of his Baronies, yet was nei- 
ther Duke nor Earl) ſo thoſe were the computations 
of Honour and Contributions, till the method of 
Creations were us'd, and at laſt by AQ of Parliament 
all Tenuret in Capite were Diſſolved, and thereby the 
Tenurial Contributio!1s, but not the Titles of Honour: 
As for thoſe Titles of Barons which are given to De- 
grees equal or under the Noble Barons, they are of 
ſeveral forts; ff. Some Noble Barons by Ancientry 
never Summon'd to a Parliament, yet capable of 
Summons; 2ly. The Barons of the Exchequer, which 
are Four in Number, who are Summou'd by Writ 
ad con ſulendum, or to be Aſſiſtants in the Lords Huuſe; 
zx. Barons of the Cinqueports, out of whoſe pumber 
Sixteen are uſually Elected, to fit in the Hovſe of Com- 
mont, as will be ſbewn; 4thly. Barous of Court-Br- 
rons, who are alſo capable of 

the Houſe of Common: ;, 5th. Barons in the Law-Frerch 
clld Baron, i. e. and Husband, and Feme the Wite, 
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two Degrees of Lords Spiritual, but likewiſe to the

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he had fat there, he 


but 1 here ouly fſpcak of the Nobile. Barones diſtiuct 


from thete Titular Buons, though tuck of them as 
ſit in the Lords Ho»ſe are in ſome fort thereby No- 
biliza;ed, of whom I ſhall ſpeak more when I come 
to the Aſſiſtants; as fach as (it in the Commons Houſe 
are thereby Dignified though not Nobilitated. 

Now it may here be obſerved, that ſome Perſons of 
merit have been Summon'd to {it in the Lords Houſe 
as Barons, which were not Barons, or any otherwile 
capacitated to fit there but by Writs of Summons ; 


upon this occaſion Sir Edward Coke cites a Caſe where 


one Summoned by Writ to fit in the Lords Houſe 
died before he fat there, and it was adjudged that i 
had been Nobilitated thereby, 
but having not ſat there, whereby that Writ was not 
executed for want of his Perſonal attendance, it was 
adjudg'd that the direction, or delivery of the Writ 
barely to the Perſon to whoin the Writ was directed, 
(without Perſcnal appearance and inveſtiture of Robes 
and a poſſeſſion of Place) was not ſufficient to 
enoble him, without a conjunction of thole Cir- 
cumſtances and Ceremonies: 

But Barons cr:ated by Letters Patents, (and made to 
them and their Heirs) are thereby Nobilitated, and to 
be eſteem d Nobles though they do not Sit, in reſpect 
of the power given them by Patent to Sit without re- 
ſtrictions or ceremonial Qualifications; and therefore 
Sir Edward Coke ſays, that tho? the Creation by Writ 
be ancienter than by Patent, yet the Creation by Pa- 
tent is the ſurer way, for that one may be ſufficiently 
Created by Patent and made Noble, though he never 
ſit in Parliament, and he gives this reaſon; That if 


Wu be join'd whether one be 4 Baron or not, that point 


all not be tried by a Fury of Twelve Men, but by the 
Records of the Parliament, and if he did not fit there, 
there can be no Record, but a Patent is 4 Record. 

Ard now having driven the matter thus far, I 
ſnall take the opportunity of ſaying ſomething in par- 
ticular concerning Patents of Creation, impowering the 
Lords Patentees to fit in Parliament; which for 2 
proper Reaſon was omitted till now. 
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Tho the cloſe Writs of Summons to a Parliament, 
viz, ſuch as ſit in the Lords Houſe, either Ratione San- 
guinii Regalis, Ratione Tenure, or Ratione Nobilitatis 
& Honoris;, were thought ſufficient to Nobilitate the 
Perſons and their Heirs, who had the Benefits of them; 
yet ſince Tenures and Preſcriptions, and Writs only, 
were not found fo ſafe and convenient; the way of 
Creation by Paten: is now iu a manner become the 

al Practice; | 

Theſe Lords Patentees having Writs of Summons, 
as Memoirs of their Duty to the Publick, their Pa- 
tents do not only intitle them to fit in Parliament 


but direct them where they ſhall fit, which their. 


Writs of Summons do not expreſs ; for the Writs do 


only appoint a place, and time, where and when to 


meet, but not their diſtinct places where to ſit, both 
* to their own, and to the other degrees of 

obility. a 

Theſe are called Patents of Creation, ſignifying ſome- 
thing which was not before; now it is evident by 
what IT have ſhewn, that there were Perſons c:lled 
Dukes, Margniſſe:, Earls, Viſcounts, and Barons, both 
in Foreign parts, and in this Kingdom, long before 
thoſe Degrees were Erected by Patent; but till then, 
as Mr. Selden ſays, they were to be eſteemed rather 
Official than Nobilitated Dignities, and therefore it 
muſt be underſtood that the Form of making them 
Earls, Dakes, Cc. by theſe Letters Parents, were not 
in uſe here in England, till Dakes, Marquiſſes, Earls, 
Oc. did accept of this Inſtrument or Form; and 
thereupon call'd Dates, Earls, &c. by Creation. 

I find theſe Patents to be of Three forts, Firſt, of 
Titles Confirm'd, viz. ſuch as were before their Pa- 


tents. Secondly, of Titles Reviv'd, viz. which were 


before, but were extinct for want of Iſſue, or Eſcheat- 
ed to the Crown for Treaſon, & c. which often hap- 
prone in the Barons-Wars, and at other times. Thirdly, 
itles Created or given where none was beſore. As 
to the firſt, viz. of ſuch Titles as were before heir 
Patents of Creation, it appears that Aubry de Vere, 
as Cambden recites had the choice of four Earldoms, 
viz. Dorſet, Wilts, Berks, and Oxfordſhire, of which 
L 4 Four

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Four Shires, there having been Official Earls both in 


the $1x015, and afterwards in the Normans. time, he 
choſe Oxfor d/h;re, which being granted to bim by 
Henry the 1. it was confirm'd to him by Patent of 
Creation by Henry the 2d. as follows,

Mr. Seiden obſerves, that this Patent was rather a 


Confirmation than a Creation; and further adde, 
that in a Chancery ſtile, a Creation and Confirmation 
ſignifie the ſame; however though the words in the 
Patent are not Confirmaſſe, but only Dediſſe, and 
Conciſſiſſe, yet I conceive it plainly appears to be a 
Conhrmation from the words in the Patent, viz. ha. 
beant inde Comitatum ſuum, which implies that that 
County was his before this Confirmatory Creation. 
The ſecond ſort of Creation Patents, are the re- 
yiying of a Title which had been before, but lay Dor- 
mant, as in that of Creating Edward, call'd Eduard 
the Black- Prince, Son to Edward the zd, to be Duke 
tg, there being Official Dukes of Cornn al 
ore, 
But afterwards intituled Earls, but both the Titles 
of Dukes, and Earls of that County being long ex- 
tint, William the 1ſt. rais'd it to an Earldom, and 
after Edward the 3d, Erected it to a Dukedom, and 
thereupon had a preamble, and this was done allo by 
aſſent and conſent of the Prelates, Earls, Barons, and 
others of his Council, which I preſume doth include 
the Commons, but it may be obſerved, that here was 
np other Inveſtiture mention'd than Cladio cin ximas, 
r dy be which 
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which is the ſame Ceremony of a Knight Batchelor 4s 
but many great Royalties and Privileges were herein 


ranted, as may be ſeen in the Patent at large. 


That to the Earl of Oxford needs no hve rags; or 


Conſent of the Earls and Commons, or mention of the 
Form of Inveſtiture, or of particulars of Lands and 
Caliles granted, being only a Confirmation of that 
Honour which he injoyed ; but it was convenient, that 
this to the Duke of Cornwal ſhould have a Preamble, 
in reſpe& the Title had lain Dead for a long Time in 
the Crown, as may be Collected from the Words, ad 
mantis Regias devolntis. | "IR 

The like Patent of Reviver, was of the Barony of 
Abergaveny by Richard the Second, to John de Beans 
champ, S:cond Son to the Earl of Warwick, from whom 
by Marriage cf the Daughter and Heir, it came into 
the Family of the Nevils, where it yet continues; but 
this was a Barony long before, for in the Time of King 
William the Second, call'd Rufus, H. melius de Balon 
was Baron of Abergaveny, and from him it deſcended 
to Brian de Fuſula, then to the Bruce's, Cante Lupes, 
and Haſtings, in which laſt Name it continued many 
Deſcents, till John Haſtings, then Earl of Pembroke, 
and Baron of Abergaveny died without Iſſue; and 
then as I ſaid, K. Richard the Second conterr'd it on 
John Beauchamp by Patent. 

The Third Sort of Creation Patents, 1s more proper- 
ly call'd a Creation than the other g and for this, I in- 

ance the Patent to the Prince of Wales, 12 Edw. the 
Third, for though Wales had been an Ancient Princi- 
pality in itſelf, and their Natives were Princes thereof ; 
and this being the Firſt Time that that Title was tranſ- 
ferr'd to an Engliſhman, and a Patent granted by an 
Engliſh King, which had never been done before, it 
might properly be call'd a Creation. 

The like was to John, Dake of Lancaſter, in Richard 
the Second's Time, when the Earldom, or County of 
Lancafter was erected into a Dutchy, which was not 
ſo before: And in this Patent the great Merit of the 
Perſon was particularly expreſsd, and magnificently 
rewarded, yet not to Heits, but to himſelf only 
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Life, which he took as a ſufficient RecompenceUor bis 
Services; and this was Aſſenſu & con ſenſu Pralaturum 
Ducum Magnat. Et aliorum Procerum & Communitatis 
Regni noſtri Angliæ. And I obſerve, That when the 
Patents were only for Confirmation, the Aſſent and 
Conſent of the Parliament was not inſerted, but where 
they were to Revive, or —— to Create, then the 
Aſſent and Conſent was expreſs' d. 

The like Patent of meer Creation was that of the 
Ninth of Richard the Second, when Robert de Vert, 
then Earl of Oxford, was created Marquiſs of Dublin, 
which, ſaith Mr. Selden, was in him an Engliſh Title: 
however, it was the Firſt that any was created of that 
Title here in England. 

And alſo the like Patent of meer Creation was that 
of 18 H. 6. whereby John de Beaumount, was created 
V ſcount de Beanmonnt, the Title of Viſcount, which 
was an Official Dignity, but never till this Creation 
nobilitated ; it being before, as Mr. Cambden obſerves, 
an old Name of Office, but a new Name of Dignity, ot 
a Vicecomes, or Sheritf, turn'd from an Annual Office, 
into an Hereditary Dignity. 

Yet this Office of Vicecomet, or Shereeve, or Sheriff, 
wa?, and ſtill is an Office of Dignity; only the diffe- 
rence, that the YVicecomes dignified, as I ſaid by Hen, 
the Sixth, is a Parliamentary and Nobilitated Dignity 
and Place, both in their Patent of Creation, and in the 
Act of Precedency, fix*d between Earl and Baron, Cc. 
made Hereditary, but the other, Viſcoantſbip or Sheriff 
dom is Official and Annual, and not Hereditary, and 
hath no Place in the Lords Houſe ; and particularly 
excepted to be choſen into the Houſe of Commons, 
by the Writs of Elections, and the Reaſon is, 
becauſe the Official Viſcounthhip is in the King, who 
gives only an Annual Deputation to the Perſon who 
executes that Office in ſuch County, of which he is 
made Vicecomes or Deputy to the King, and fo is not the 
Noble Viſcount, who cannot be made Sheriff or re- 
turn'd of a Jury, but hath his conſtant Writ of Sum- 
mons to every Parliament. 
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Theſe Patents of Creation uſually conſiſted of Four 
Parts, (yet ſubject to Variations) Firſt, The King*s 
Hile and Preamble. Secondly, Of Inveſtituress Thard- 
ly, Of Places in Parliament.

As to the Preambles upon New Creations or Revi- 
nals, they were uſually long, expreſſing the Merits of 
the Perſon, but couch'd in few Wordsz and thoſe,

Nor is it unworthy Notice, how luxuriant the Au- 
thors, or Penmen ol theſe Patents, in refpeR of the 
the conciſeneſs of Antient Patents, have been in latter 
rs MW Days, by multiplying Words in them, which former 

2 W Ages thought ſuperfluous, and even the Sages of the 
Law, who are the molt knowing in what is ſufficient, 
-/; WI have anciently, and do ſtill reject them, and yet the 
Juriſdiction and Privileges which are granted to thoſe 
in ef the Law, are little Inferior to what is granted in 
theſe, whereas thoſe Patents do not contain, beſides 
the Names from the Sciatis to the Teſte, above Twelve 
Words, and theſe, by the redundancy of Sentences, 
at leaſt One Thouſand Two Hundred Words. 

In the recital of the Sciatis I omit the extravagant 
Flouriſhes, which are us'd in many of theſe Patents 
about Creation Money and Annuities given to the Paten- 
tees, Immediately after the Words gaudent and »tan- 
tur, in the Sciatis at large, a little before mention'd, 
N thete Words follow, viz. |

There is nothing alledged for the length of theſe Pa- 
tents, but that the latter Ages (as 'tis ſaid) are more 

- cautious than the former, and that abundans cautela 
(lay they) non nocet, which occaſions an abundance o 
Words more than anciently were in uſe. b 

As to the ſmallneſs of the Creation Money, if it be 
worth ſpeaking of at all, thoſe who have taken Pains 
in Writing about it, jultly attribute it to the raiſing th 
and Value ot our Money, who plainly affirm, That 
20 J. per Annum, in thoſe Days, did go as far (if not 0 
farther) in managing Mens Occaſions, where Money 
was to be us'd as 200l. per Annum now; and one great 
Reaſon was, becauſe in almoſt all Matters of Wars or 
Peace, the Tenants were obliged by their Tenures, to 8 
ſupply their Lords, eſpecially in Proviſions for Hoſpi- 
tality and Labour, without Wages, or very little, ſo 
as a little Money was look'd on a great Reward, as may 
be ſeen in the Tenure of the Lord of the Mannor ef 
Carlton 1n Norfolk, who is oblig'd every Year, with b 
himſelf and his Servants, to preſent to the King a cer- 
tain Number of Herrings from the City of a p

So as if we look upon the Gift of 20 Marks, or 20 J. 
according to the preſent Adequation of Money, to the 
rates of other Things, it may ſeem a Sam derogatory 


tothe Honour of the King that gives it, as to him that 


receives it, and therefore it mult be conſidered as the 
Groat, a Gift of Antiquity, Noble and Liberal in its 
firſt Inſtitution. But this Paſſage ind-ed I might hare 
omitted, as a Voluntary Expence of Time and Paper 
it is otherwiſe ſufficient that I have juſtified the Deſign 


of ſhewing that theſe Patents of Creation demonſtrate 


where they are to Sit in the Houle of Peers. 

Having thus ſaid as much of their Patents of Creati- 
on, as relates to Parliaments, I ſhall next ſay ſomething, 
(in Juſtification of our Title) of the derivation of the 
Words Lords and Pcer:, the High Court of Judicatory 
where they Sit, being call'd the Houſe of Lords, or 
Houle of Peers. 

It is agreed by all Inſpectors of Words, that Lords 


and Peers are of the ſame Signification with us, that 


Domini and Pares had with the old Romans, ſo as we 
and the French are equally beholding to the Latin for 
them: But when the Word Dominur was chang'd into 
the word Lord, (having no more affinity of Sound or 


Orthography than Comes and Earl) or when Pares into 


Proceres (of a nearer- Sound) miy be a Queſtion, but 
it may be ſufficiently evident, that the word Lord was 
the Abreviaiion of Loxerd, which the Saxons at their 
firſt coming, about the Year 448. uſed here inſtead of 
Don:inies. ' Nor is it leſs certain, That Pares in Latin, 
Paires in French, and Prers in our Engliſh DialeR, are 
all Three Words of the fame Senſe, ſignifying Parity 
or Equality, and as the French had it from the Romans 
by whom they were call'd Paret Curie, viz, Qi ab 
tolem domino feud um retinent, ſo we had it from the 
French, who in the Year 778. when Charles the Great 
RY Aa (being 


* 
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(being ther King of France, and ſoon after Emperor 
of the Weſt ) did put all the Government of France in- 
to the Hands of Twelve of the moſt Eminent Nobleg, 
who thereupon were call'd by the Title of the Twelve 
Peers of France, being Pares Gubernatores Francia, or 
in their Language Paires d' France, whereof Six were 
Lords Spiritual, viz. the Archbiſhop of Reims, the Bi- 
ſhops of Laon and Langres, (who allo were Rild 
Dukes) the Biſhops of Beawvois, Chalois and Ns 
which Three latter were alſo ffil'd Comes or Earls, a 
Six were Lords Temporal, viz. the Dukes of Burgun- 
dy, Normandy, and Guienne, the Earls of Flanders, 
. and Thowloſe; the Six- Eccleſiaſticks do 
continue to this Day, but the Territories of the other 
Six being either united to, or alienated from the Cro 

do now conſiſt of ſuch Frinces of the Blood or Favou- 
rites (without limitation by Number of Six) as the 
King thiuks fit; but thoſe who are, do enjoy the Pri- 
N of the Original Peers conſtituted by Charles the 

reat. . 

From this Conſtitution it is conceived, we in Eng- 
land, (upon the Normans coming) made ule of 
ſomething of that Method, and did then alſo firſt make 
uſe of the word Peers, although in Truth, as I ſaid, 
both of us had it from the Roman; we alio made utc 
of their Number, Twelye, as may be obſerved in the 
Ecclefiaſtical Parhamentary 38 viz. Firſt, Arch- 
biſhops, Secondly, Biſhops, Thirdly, Archdeacons, 
Fourthly, Deans of Clapters, Fifthly, Proton of Cha 
ters, and Sixthly, Proctors of the Clergy ; and Six al 
are of the Temporal Degrees, viz. Firh. Princes of the 
Blood, Secondly, Dukes not of the Blood, Thirdly, 
Marquiſſes, Fourthly, Earle, Fitthly, Viſcounts, and 
Sixchly, Barons: Thele being ſo proportion'd into 
Twelve Degrees, but not into Twelve Perſons, I (hall 


| pa to what cthers have ſpoken concerning the Num- 


r of our Peers. 

In reſpect the Peers of France were anciently confin'd 
to a certain Number of Six and Six, ſome of our Eng- 
liſh Wiiters would alio confine ours to a certain Num- 
ber, ic me to Five aud ſome to Fifty. But herein we 


may uuli to Selden, who ſays, That the . y 
cer 
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Peers with us, 'was never confined to any more certainty 
than the Lords of the Parliament are; for, ſays he, 
whereas only the Number of Five Peers are mentioned in 
ſeme Records, that can be no Rule of ceriainty ; becauſe 
at this Day the Number Five doth legally expreſs Seven ;, 
(as it doth in the Parliament Writ to the Warden of the 
Cinqueports, or Five Ports, There being in Truth 
Seven of them, and ſo conſequently returned; where- 
as there are Eight Ports called Cinqueporrs, and fo re- 
turned; this might have been better reconcil\d ; For 
the old Writers who mentioned Five, might intent 
the Five Degrees of Nobility under the Princes of the ' 
Blood, viz. Dukes, Marquiſſes, Earls, Viſcounts and 
Barons, which makes the compleat Temporal Degrees 
in Parliaments. , ' 

And what others write of Fifty, that Number, 
without doubt, did relate to the Number of which 
thoſe Five Degrees did in thoſe Days conſiſt, which 
were now increasd to Eighry Eight, beſides thoſe 
of the Blood Royal, and the Lords Spiritual, and 
Aſſiſtants, and have varied in Numb:r almoſt in eve- 
ry King's Reign. But- I rather believe, that there 
was ſome miſtake in making uſe of this Number 
Five, by applying it Perſonally and not Firtually ; 
for anciently, and even to this Day, the Number 
Five, that is, Fire Lords, do with that Number 
Conſtitute the Houſe of Lords for the diſpatch of leſſer 
Affairs, till a greater Number come, fit for greater 
Affairs; and fo the Number of Forty Members, whe- 
ther Knights, Citizens, or Burgeſſes, or tome of either, 
do Conſtitute an Houle of Commons, yet theſe alſu 
do not proceed to weightier Matters, till they be ſup- 
plied with a greater Number; fo as the Number Five 
may be well thought to have its Relation to the Houte 
of Lands, and the Number of Fifty to the Houle gf 
Commons. | 

Next as to the Words Prelati, Magnates and Proceres 
us d in the Latin Writs and Patents, if we conſider the 
firlt Inſtitution of this Houſe, it did, and ſtill doth 
conſiſt of Lords Spiritual and Lords Temporal (diverſi- 
| fied into ſeveral Degrees) as Archbiſhops, Dukes, Cc. 
yet the Lords Spiritual were known or.ly by the Title

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| | Bene as, 
Archiepiſcopi & Epiſcopi, i. e. Archbiſhops and Bi- 
ſhops; aud the Temporal only by the Titles of Comites 
and Barones, i. e. Earls and Barons; in general Terms 
thc Lords Spiritual were called Prelati, 5, e. Prelates, 
in relation to Matters which concern the Soul, which 
hath preference to that of the Body, and the Lords 
Temporal were called in general Aagnates & Pro- 
cerig, i e. Lords and Peers, intimating Pertons of 
the ęrtateſt Power and Don ination, aud being the 
Ow Pcers and Supports of the King and King- 
om. F £500 

But in Henry tine ThirJ's Tine, certain Perſons called 
Abbots and Priors, who were the Fathers, Heads and 
chief Governours of Monalteries, or of ſuch Houlcs as 
were poſlets'd by Monks and Canons living in thoſe 
Houſes, with an intent or pretence of weaning them- 
{-lves from the World, and diſpoſing their Minds to a 
Contemplative Life, and theſe being of a nux'd Na- 
ture, partly Regular and partly Secular, and (in re- 
ſpect of their great Acceſs of Territories given by the 

harity of others to ſupport them) Baromial did ep 
iu between the Lords Spiritual and the Lords Tempo- 
ral, and ſo were called Prela:i with the Biſhops, and 
AMagnates & Proceres wiih the Lords Temporal. But, 
Hem y the Eighth, as I have thewn, did diflclve them, 
io that the Biſhops have now. the ſingle Title of Pre- 
lati; and the Temporal Lords, of Magnate: & Proce- 
res, for we tee in the Summoning cf Farhament, the 
13 Car. 2. (when Biſhops were excluded, the Words 
Cum Prelatis was left out, but being reſtored, then they 
were <qually Summor'd to Sit, inter Prelatos, Magnates 
& Proceres, andthe Prepolition Inter, is properly inſer- 
ted; for however then Sitting is, yet the Biſhops are 
call-d over, between Viicounts aud Barons, 

Now as, Al bots and Friors were thus, interpoſed in 
Henry the Third's Time; fo in the Time ol Eds. the 
f Third, as I have ſhewn, Dukes began, and as they in- 
creasu, did ſtep in before Earls and. Barons; and in 
Richard the Second's Thane Marquifles began, and as 
they iucreas'd, alio fie pt in between Dukes and Earls; 
and in Hen. the 5's Tune Viicounts began, and as 


they 11:Cr:o:'0, did ſicp in between Earls aud Barous ;

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ſo as Originally, according to the dates of the Ad- 
miſſions, theſe Lords Spiritual and Temporal were all 
Peers, i.e. Pares, pari gradu, the Biſhops were Pares 
inter ſeipſos pari grad Epiſcopali, the Abbots, & c. in 
their Time, were Parts inter ſeipſor, and bath uf thoſe 
Degrees were a ſo Pare: upon a Baronial account; 10 
the Dukes and Marqunflcs being Earls or Barons before 
they were created Dukes or Marquiſſes, in reſpect of 
their Earldoms or Baronies were Peers to the Earls and 
Barons; and the Viicounts alſo, moſt of them being 
Barons before they wert created Viſcounts, in reſpect 
of their Baronies were Peers alſo to the Barons; fo alio 
upon a Baromal account they were Pares parti grade Ba- 
roniali, till Patents of Creation did more ex ictly di- 
ſtinguiſh them, without relation to Baronies; fo as 
now to ſpeak properly, each Degree are Pares or Peers 
to their diſtinct Degrees. grey | 

And here again *trs obſervable, That in the Writs to 
Dukes they were Summon'd to be preſent in Parlia- 
ment, Cum Magnatibus & Proceribus; and 1o are the 
Marquiſſes, Earls, Viſcounts and Barons, yet the Pa- 
tents to the Dukes do place them inter Proceres & Mag- 
nates, putting Proceres or Peers before Magnates or 
Lords; and in the Patents to Marquiſſes, they are pla- 
cel inter alios Marchiones;, and the Earls inter altos 
Comites,, and the Viſcounts inter alios Vic:comites ; 
and the Barons inter alios Barsnes, But none of the 
Lords Patentees, except the Dukes in relation to their 
Places, do take any Notice of the poſition of the 
Words, inter Proceres Magnates; for the Euls and Ba- 
tons Pa ents have reference only to their own Degrees, 
and not to the Three other Degrees; ſo as Proceres or 
Cen is applied only to the Dukes in their Patents of 

cation. ö 

And further, the learned Selden, in his Titles of Ho- 
nour, ſa ye, Though there be a diſtinction of Degrees in our 
Nobility, yet in all publick Actions they are Peers or Equals ; 
a in the Tryals of Noblemen, &c. in which the Spritua 
Lords never did or do concern themſelves Per ſonelly, be- 
cauſe it it againſt their Canon: to Att in any Matters which 
relate to Blood, yet whatever Alls prſs, theſe Words ave 
inſerted „ Viz. We tbe Lards Spiritual and Temporal, &c. 
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tual conſiſt of Archbiſhops and Biſhaps, and the Lords Tem-

poral of Prinees of - the Blood, Dukes, Marquiſſes, Earl: 
4 24 and Baront, yet they are all Laa Peers in 
the Words Lords Spiritual and. Temporal, Upon the 
whole, it ſeems plain, that the Lords Spiritual which 
are Summon'd by Writ to Sit in Parliament, are vital 
Peers, and the Lords Temporal ſo Summon'd are He- 
redi.ary Peers, for there are other Engliſh Lords, which 


may be, but are not Summon'd, and thereby are no 


Parliament Peers, yet are Lords, and upon an Hereds 
tary account alſo; for the Prince can Summon or not 


Summon. any of them when he thinks fir, unleſs any 
Lord claims a Right by Patent of Creation, or other- 
wiſe, and then upon that Right he demands his Writ, 
and-1t is ſeldom denied, if the Grounds of their De- 
mands be right, if dubious, the Caſe is debated in the 
Lords Heal, By the Statute of the zoth of Car. 2. 
thoſe Lords that do not conform to the Proteſtant Reli- 
gion, have no Voice or Suffrage in Parliament. 

Some are of Opinion, That the Lords Temporal are 
only to be accounted Peers, and not the Lords Spiritu- 
al. Firlt, Becauſe they Sit there rather by their Writs 
of Summons than Tenures, as anciently they did, Sc» 
condly, Their Ii les of Lord is but Vital at moi, 
Thirdly, In caſe of Treaſon or Felony committed by a 
Spiritual Lord or Lord Temporal, the manner of Try- 


ing them upon Indictment and Judgment upon Con- 
vpiction are clearly different. 


Notwichtianding which, it is Evident, That the 


Lords Spiritual are Pares or Peers, but inter ſeipſos 
gradu Epiſcopali & vitali, but not Paret to the Lempo- 
ral Lords, who are Pares gradu hereditario Nobilitatis 
& honoris, either Deſcendent or Created, ſo that tho 
all the Lords in the Lords Houſe may he ſaid to be 
Peers, yet the Lords Temporal being in grads celſurit 


| Nobiljtatis, are more properly to be accounted ſo than 


any other Degree, ſo they cannot be ſaid to be Paret 
to any leſſer than themſelves, and therefore it may apt- 
ly be faid, that none but ſuch Dukes, Marquiſſes, 
Earls, Viſcounts, and Barons as are ſummon'd by 
Wiit to Sit in Parliament, are to be accounted * 
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ol the Realm, or of Parliament. All other Degrees of 
Nobility, or Degrees under theſe Five Degrees, are on-

Having thus run theo' the ſeveral Degrees of the fix'd 
Nobility, as they are mention d in the Act of Prece- 
dency, ſo far as is neceſſary. in Parliamentary Way, 
with reſpe& to the diſtinct Places in the Lords Houſe, 
claim'd by ſuch as hold 2 Great Office in the State; 
I am now come to thoſe who are not mention d in the 
AR of Precedency, yet Sit there by Virtue of their 
Offices; and theſe being compriz'd under the general 
Name of Aſſiſtants, have their reſpective Writs accor- 


diogly; none Sitting in the Houſe without Original 


Writs, except Proxies, and Maſters of Chancery, as 
will be ſhewn. | 
Theſe Aſſiſtants all profeſs the Study and Knowledge 
of the Laws, and have their Places allotted them in the 
rery Heart of the Lords Houſe, that they may with more 
e give their Advice to that Noble Aſſembly in all 


Matters wherein their Judgment is required. 


For theſe Reaſons, the Succeſſive Kings of this Iſland 
have conſtantly, as Rewards, ſet luck a Mark upon 


thoſe who are Profeſſors of the Laws, and whoſe Study 


and Experience in Laws have attain'd to ſo great a Sa- 
ang. as to know how to apply them to the publick 
zx00d, that the chief of them is made Lord Chancellor, 
or Lord Keeper of the Great Seal of England; of whom 
I have ſpoken, who, for the moſt part, has been a Pro- 
feſſor of Divinity, Law, or Equity, the next is made 
Chief Juſtice of England ; his very Title F«fice ren- 
dring him in one Senſe even Superior to the Law it 
ſelf; for the Law it ſelf is but Lex tacens, but he that 
diftributes that Law, 1s Lex loquens, | 
This Title of F»fice (given alſo to every One of the 
Twelve Judges or chief Diſpenſers of Laws) is fo An- 


cient, that in former Times they were call'd Juſtitia, 
(as containing that Vertue not only in the ſingular, 
but in the plural Number) and afterwards they were 
call'd Juſtitiarii Anglia, and Fuftitiarii, without ad- 
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dition of Anglie, and after Faftitiari Regis, which lat 
Title was to the Four ſuſtices of the King's Bench; the 
chief of wich Four was anciently called Summus, and 
at this Day Capitalis Fuſtitiarius Anglia; which gene- 
rally we term in Engliſh, the Lord Chief Juſtice of 
England, there was alſo anciently another ſort of Fu-

Theſe Motions in proceſs of Time were call'd their 
Circuits, becauſe they did in a manner go round the 
Kingdom; and for theſe Motions they were called Ja- 
flitiarii Itinerantes, & Fuſtitiarii ad Aſſiſas, . Turstas & 
Certificationes, There were allo ö another ſort 
of Juſtiliarii. which it may be for diſtinction fake 
were called Barenes Scaccarii, conſiſting alſo of Four; 
and this Title is applied only to the Exchequer, where 
their Juſtice was to be ſhewn in the management of the 
Revenue of the Crown; and theſe Four alto were, and 
are conitamtly mix'd with the other Eight, in theit i- 
wmeranciis : In all making Twelve; for I ſpeak of Eng- 
land only. Xa 

And for farther Honour to theſe Eminent Profeflors, 
as well out of Parhament as in Parliament, they have 
peculiar Courts, as Regalias allotted to them, wherein 
wy have daily Opportunities to manifeſt their Wil- 

om. 

Theſe Profeſſus I divide into Three Oibs, and thear 

Courts accordingly, viz. to the Lord Chancellor or 


Keeper, tlie Court of Chancery, to the Lord Chief Ju-

of MW theſe have gradual Intereſts in thoſe Three Courts.

uſuzlly above ſix. in number; yet ſometimes more, 
5 ſometimes fewer, as will be ſhewn, I mean of ſuch 

only as have Summons to fit in Parliament, and 
0 theſe have Courts allo allotted for them, viz. the 
te Kings Serjeants at Law, the King's Attorney General, 
the Kings Sollicitor General, have the Inns of Courts, 
though common allo to under Graduates and Stu- 
dents, and the two principal Secretaries of State have 
the King's Court or Palac: for their Regalias; ſo as 
the before. mentioned Five of the firlt Orb, and Six 
of the third Orb, theſe three Orbs being the moſt 
eminent, of that Profeſſion, have not only the Ju- 
nſdiction and an Intereſt in the (41d Courts, but as an 
higher mark of Honcur and Eſteem, though they were 
no Lords, or Barons of the Realm, = they were 
uſually Summon'd by Writs to the High Court cf 
Parliament, when ever it Aſſembled, and there they 
were alſod:gnify'd with peculiar Places appointed for 
them, and many Privileges, of which, with their 
Number, and the Cauſes of Variation of that Num- 
ber, I ſhall give an Account hereafter. | 

Theſe, as I ſaid, are employ'd in the Lords Houſe, 

to be Aſſiſtants with their — Advices, who are per- 
feet knowers both of general and particular Laws, 
viz. in the Laws of God and Nature, the Civil 
Laws, practiſed in moſt parts of Europe, the Eccle- 
faftick Laws of other Natious, but more particularly 
of our own, of our Common Statute, Municipal, 
and Cuſtomary, and By-Laws, which are alere 
Leges, and many ot ers of other Titles, which we 
derive and ſtill rc<tain from the old Roman Empire, 
Saxons, &c. And thus fraught with knowledge of 
Laws, they bring them for the moſt part into the 
live, or compaſs of our Common and Statute 2

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and their univertal knowledge make them eſteemd 
Learned, their Learning indues them with Wiſd 
their Wiſdom enables them to be Jultices or Judges 
- out of Parliament, and in Parliament to be Afliftany 
there, for the better cafrying on of Publick Action 
and Conſultations ; ſo as the preſent may be preler- 
ved, or ſuch new ones made as their Wiidoms 
think fit to Adviſe. dT fl 

H ͤving now given a ſhort diſcourſe of Law, and 
the Profeſſors of it in general, occaſioning juſt grounds 
for their Aſſiſtance in Parliament, I ſhall proceed to 
the particular Titles of the chiefeſt Profeſſors of it; 
but I ſhall firſt obſerve, that none of theſe Aſſiſtants 
are mention'd in the King's Warrant to the Lord 
Chancellor for ſummoning a Parliament, otherwiſe

' This great Miniſter of Julkice was anciently made 

Letters Patents, with the Clauſe of Quam diu nobis 

cuerit, and fo it continued till about the end of 

Henry the Third, and then, he was not conſtituted 

by Commiſſion or Patent, as all the other Judges 
were, bat by Writ only, 1n this form. 


Sciatis quod conſtituimus vt Fuſtitiarium noſtrum 
Capitalem ad placita coram nobis tenend durante bene 
placiro, &cc. Teſte, &c. And this Writ made him 
capable of his Parliament Writ before mention'd. 

But by Statute, 12, 13. William the Third, it is 
now other wiſe ; wherein there is this Clauſe; That 
after the ſaid Limitation do take effect, Fudges Cum- 
miſſions be made, quam diu ſe bene Geſſerint, and 
their Salaries aſcertained and eſtabliſb d.

were ſent to the Nobles, and then the words ac cum 
Prelatis, Cc. as in Richard the Second's time 10 Jo.

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This Parliament Writ is directed Capitali Faſtiti- 
grio noftro ad placita, &c. and ſo is his Writ by which

The antiquity of this great Miniſter of Juſtice, and 
bis Court, is doubtleſs more ancient, under various 
Tiles, than from Henry the Third's time; from 
whence we vulgarly compute it, for. the Civihans do 
acknowledge that, Fuftitiarii ſunt umbre qua lam il- 
lam qui oli regal apud, Greco dicebantur, de- 
fianati 4d Cuſtodiam Faris & equiiatiss However; 
Sir Edward Coke to prove its antiquity, tells us o 
an Epitaph in - Remfy Abby, engraven on Stone in 
theſe words, Alvinus incliii Regis Edgari Cognatus, to- 
tins Angliæ Aldermannys, ſaith, that by Aldermannxs 
s meant, Capiralis Fufitiarius Anglie, and conſe- 
quently his Aſkitance in all Councils before the name 
ot Parliament, and ſince that name, hath always 
been elleenr d neceſſary, and all theſe Courts of 
Juſtice are fo ancient, that they ſeem to have their

His Juriſdiction is ſo great, as well out of Parly. 
ment as in Parliament, that oftentimes the Lords & 
wave their own Power and Privileges of uſing they 
own Officers, and direct the chief Juſtice to fend 
out his ſingle Warrant to Seize on Perſons in caſe of 
Treaſon, or Suſpicion of it, or for other High Crime 
or Miſdemeanors ; and the Houſe of Commons have like.

The next in a Parliamentary Order is the Maſter of 
the Rolls, this Office is granted by Patent under ſeveral 
Titles, vize Clericus parve Buga & Caſtos Rotuloyum & 
Magiſter Domus Converſorum, and he Sits in the Rolls 
to ark Cauſes, Cc. by vertue of a Commiſſion to that 

rpoſe. 1 

But his Writ of Summons to a Parliament is directed, 
Magiſtro Rotulorum Cancellarie 6 and then the re- 
maining part agrees in the fame Words with the Exem- 
plar to the Lord Chief Juſtice. | 

This Magiſter Rotulorum, or Cuſtos Rotulorum, or Ce- 
ricws phys + e, is the lame which we call in Engliſh 
Matter of the Rolls, anciently call'd Clerk of the Rolls; 
but from Henry the Seventh's Tine, when the Clergy 
did decline in their Temporal Employiments, he was, 
and ſtill is call'd Maſter of the Rolls, and his Office 1s 
for Liſe. N 

In the abſence of the Lord Chancellor or Lord Keeper, 
he Sits as Judge in the Chancery, and therefore by Sir 
Edward Coke is call'd his Aſſiſtant, and at other Times 
he Sits as Judge of Caules in the Chappel of that Houle, 
which in Henry the Tbird's Time, was employed as a 
Place of Charity to ſuch Fews as ſhould turn to the 
Chriſtian Religion; but thoſe Fews being Baniſh'd, E4- 
ward the Tinid did diſpoſe of it for the keeping ot Re- 
cords, and joined it to the Office of Cu/tos Rotulorum, 
and of the Pettibag, which Office of Pettibag ſeems to 
be a leſſet Bag or Place of Records. 

So that he Path Three Titles, wiz. Clericus Pettibage, 
or Clerk of the Pettibag; he being the chief cf Thrce 
Clerks more ot that Office. Sccondly, Magiſter Rotu- 
lorum, Or Maſter of the Rl, or Cleik or Preſervet of 
Juch Records as do at any [une pals the Great Sal, 
and are ſent to his Cuſtody, citlier in the Office of the 
Rolls, called the Rolls Office, or to the Pettibag Office, 
where his under Clei ks do attend on purpole to produce 
them as Occaſions require. 1 
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His Third Title is Maſter of the Chancery, which 
Title is given to Twelve Perſons; of which Twelve 


lie is 4he chief. 


Fotmerly, and even to this Day, the greateſt part of 
theſe Twelve were Conſtituted of Doctors of the Civil 
Liw; however Eleven of thoſe ate ſo conſtantly dil- 
pos'd of, as that foine of them do fit in the Lords 
Houſe in time of Parliament, and at other times with 
the Lord Chancellor in the Court of Chancery upon 
hearing of Caſes, others with the Matter of the Rolls, 
when be ſits in the Chancery, or at the Rolls, where he 
hath a Juriſdiction to hear or determin Caules, yet 
appealable to the Lord Chancellor. 


There are other Maſters of Chancery, calba Extra- 
otdinary, and ſix Clerks of eminent Quality, and 


other Clerks imployed both in the Chancery and Rolls; 


but theſe are not Summon'd to Parliaments, of whom 


I thall ſpeak in their proper place, but in thoſe Ca- 
pacities which I have mention d, the Maſtet of the 
Rolls, as Malter of the Rollt, or chief Clerk of the 
Pettibag, or both, or chief Maſter of Chancery, or in 


all three Cipicitice, he is very Aſſiſting to a Patlia- 


ment, eſpecially in the buſineſs of Summons, &c. 

For as I have ſhewn in Cap: 2. whenever the King's 
Warrapt is ſent to the Lord Chancellor to iſſue out 
Wii's for a Parliament, his Lordſhip either ſends it, 
or a like Warrant, to the Maſter of the X»!ls, who, as. 
chief Clerk of the Pettibag, ciuſeth the other Clerks of 
the Office to ingtoſs all the Writs, both tor the Hoaſe 
o Lords and Houſe of Commons, ſo as they may be fit 
or the Great Seal; and theſe being thus done, and 
fairly abſtracted and ingroſs'd into a Roll, which is 
calld the Parliament Pawn, and lies there as a Me- 
'norial and Record of what they have done, and as a 
Preſident for the future; all the p:rticular Writs men- 
ton'd ot intimated in that Record, (being fitted) are 
carried :o the Lord Chancellor ; and being in his pre- 
ſence Se l', they are immediately delivered to Meſ- 
ſenetts belonging to the Chai.cetlor, who take care to 
Cilpote ſome to the Perions to be Summon'd for the 
Lids Honſe, and others to the reſpective Sheriffs of 
al Counties, and — * for Elections of 
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ſuch as are to ſit in the Hoxſe of Commons, and ſo the 
Maſter of the Rolls and the Clerks of the Pettibag ha- 
ving done all their parts, and the Meſſengers and She- 
riffs theirs, the ſame Writs which concern the Loyd: 
Houſe are, or ought to be returned to the Clerk of the 
Lords' Houſe at the firſt Sitting, and the Writs for 
Elections are to be return'd by the reſpective Sheriffs 
to the Clerk of the Chancery, Grown Office,and not to the 
Pertibag, for they come no more there till ſome time 
after the Diſſolution of a. Parliament; and then for 
caſe of that Office, and more fafely preſerving them, 
they are order d to be carried to the Rolls, and from 
thence to the Toner. | 
This Maſter of the Rolls doubtleſs hath been an- 
ciently Summon'd to {it in the Lords flonſe; yet I 
find no Wrns iſſued to bim till the 36th of Henry 
the Eighth, and then as Maſter of Chancery ; and after 
that he was Summon'd to all Parliaments. except the 
9:h of Eliz. and firſt of King James I. and in the 
Parliament 13Car. 2. a Writ was prepared for him, 


but being Elected a Member of the Houſe of Commons, 


his attendance was not requird in the Houſe of Lordi, 
for what reafon I know not; but he bath his place 
whenever he fits there, next to the Lord Chief Juſtice 
of England, upon the ſecond Wooliack. 1

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His Writ of Summons to fit in Parliament, is alſo 
> rag Fuſtitiario noſtro de Banco, mutato nomine, in all 
other words agreeing with the Exemplar; and here it 
may be again obſerved, to prevent vulgat miſunder- 
{tandings, That the Lord Chief Juſtice of England is 
Chief Jattice of the Kings Bench or Upper Bench, 
and this is Chief Juſtice of the Common Bench; and 
ſoinetimes one is call'd Chief ſuſtice of the Pleas of 
the Crown, as in the Latin words, De placitis Corone, 
ind this Chief Juſtice of the Common-Pleas, or Com- 
munia Placita, yet in the Latin Writ it is de Banco; 
fo as both Courts are call'a' Bancks or Benches, and 
both call'd alſo Courts of Pleas, in reſpect of Pleas ot 
Pleadings z one properly concerns the King in mat- 
ters Criminal ; the other concerns the Pleas or Plead- 


ings of the Commonalty or Common People among 


themſelves in matters Civil, and one allo is call d the 
Upper Bench, the other the Common Bench, and there- 
fore, whatever the Patent or Writs are, yet for an 
eaſier diſtinclion, I here intitle one, the Chief Juſtice 
of the Kings Bench, the other Chief Juſtice of the 
Common Pleas, This Chief Jaſtice hath alſo Three 
more Jultices to aſſiſt him in this Court. 

That which makes the eminency of this Court is, 
That only the learned Serjeants of the Coife, of whom 
I ſhall ſpeak in order, being the next Degree 10 Judges, 
do Plead in this Court, yet not prohibited from Plea J- 
ing in all other Courts, but all other Graduats of Law 
__ the liberty to Plead in all other Courts, but not 
in this. 

The Pleas of this Court cannot be ſo well aſcertain d, 
as that of the Kings Bench, becauſe the Pleas held by 
Common Perſons, or between Subject and Subject 
are divided into as many Branches as Actions, an 
the Actions into as many Cauſes as there are variety 
of Contelts in the Kingdom; yet all theſe Actions, 
Caunfes and Contelis, are included under Three No- 
tions, Real, Perſonal, and Mix'd, wlnchare here tried 
as they happen according to the ſtrict Rules of Law. 
As for Perſonal and Mix'd Actions they are tricd in 
other Courts, but Real Actions are only F.cadable 
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here, nor are any Fines of Concord, which is obſer. 
vable, levied in any Court but this, ſo that, as Sir 
Eduard Coke ſaith, the Motto of this Court may be, 
Hec eft finalis Concordia. 

Upon theſe and other Conſiderations, the neceſſity 
of requiring Aſſiſta nces from the Juftices of this Court 
may appear: For as the Juſtices of the Kings Bench 
may acquaint the Lords with what concerns the King; 
ſo the juſtices of the Common Pleas may molt properly 
acquaint them with what concerns the People, where- 
by Laws for either may be corrected, repeal'd, or 
made de novo, as (ſhall be thought molt expedient. 

The Juſtices of this Court are not concern'd in the 
managing of any Summons to a Parliament, as the 
Lord Chancellor and Maſter of the Rolls are. 


Of the Lord Chief Baron of the Exchequer. 


The Title of this is different from the two Chief 
Juſtices, for his Patent is thus. 


Omnibus ad quos Patentes Litteræ noſtræ pervenerint 
Sciatis quod conſtituimus, Cabitalem Baronem Scaccarij 
neſtri dur an bene placiio Teſte, Cc. Scaccarius being 
that which we call Exchequer. | 


But his Writ of Summons to a Parliament is with 
this addition, Dilecto & Fideli, then as in the Ex- 
emplar Wiit omitting Durante bene placito, and fo in 
all the Aſſiſting Writs, b:cauſe the contivuance of 1 
Parliament (as I faid) is but Dur ante Placito Regis, 


therefore needleſs to inlert it. 


This Chief Baron hath Four more Barons to a 
(it him in his proper Court of the Exchequer, wheres 
of the purſne, or youngeſt made Baron of the Four, 
is not an Jinerant aſtice, nor accounted in the num- 
ber of the Twelve Judges. 


Theſe 
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Theſe Barons are not ſuch as are before mention'd 
of the next Degree to Viſcounts in the Lords Houſe, 
nor ſach as are meerly Barons by Courteſy, or Barons 
of Court Barons, or Barons of the Cingzeporrs, but 
are great Officers of Juſtice ; and ſo his Writ calls 
him Baro Scaccarij, or Baron of an Officiate Place 
but the Writ to the noble Baron before menijon'd, is 
to an Hereditary Place, as Johan MWevil, Baron de 
Abergaveny, and fo to others of that Degree. 

Some think they were call'd Barons, becauſe of the 
Court of Exchequer was anciently manag'd by noble 
Barons; but as Oiham ſa ys, theſe Birons were to be 
Majores & Diſcretiores, &c. being either cull'd out of 
the Clergy or Laity, or the King's Conrt ; and for 
many Ages, the chief of theſe Five Barons was call'd 
as now, both in his Patent and Writ, Capitalis Baro, 
and generally is. Intitled the Lord Chief Biron: The 
other Four Barons do aſſiſt him in all matters be- 
tween the Kiug and his Subjects, in cafes properly ap- 
pertaining to Afſize, Exchequer, or the King's Re- 
venue. 

He is the chief Judge of that Court in matters of 
Law, as alſo of Liformations of any abuſes therein, 
and of Pleis upon them, and ſolely gives order for 
Judgment, wherein the Lord Ticaſurer thinks not fit 
io concern himſelf. 

He alone without other Barons in Term time, fits 
in Aſternoons at Gaild- Hall, upon Niſi prius, upon 
Caſes which ariſe in Londen, and cannot be diſpatch'd 
in the Mornings, he takes Recogit1zances of Debt, — 4 
8 and Obſervances of Orders, he takes the 

reſentations of all Offices nnto himſelf, and cauſes 
an Oath to be given to the Lord M:iyor of London, 
He takes Audits, Accounts, Cc. in his abſence, and 
lometimes to eaſe him, the Second and Third Baron 
hath the like Power, and the Fourth takes the Oath 
of Sheriffs ; and as I faid, the Three firlt of the Five 
have conſtantly their Wruts of Summons to a Parlia- 
ment, yet the Fifth is alſo of good ute in that Office, 
but hath no Right to Writ of Summons as the other 
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That which is molt obſervable of this Court is, 


that all Caſcs of great difficulty in the Kings Bench, 
or Com mon Pleas, are ſtill Adjouru'd to the Exchequer 
Cham ber, and there with the Barons Debated, Argued, 
and Reſolved by all the Twelve Judges, (whereot the 

Four firſt Barons make Four of the Twelve.) 
This Court conſiſts of two parts, the Upper Ex- 
chequer and the Lower; the Upper is that wherein 
theſe Barons do execute their Jultzce : But herein, as 
J have ſaid, the Lord Treaſurer, as Superviſor, may 
{it as oft as he pleaſeth, however once in every Term 
he ſeldom fails to fit, and hear Matters; but the 
Lower Exchequer is chiefly under the care of the Lord 
Treaſurer, the Offices of Upper and Lower being 
diſtinct, yet both of them, conſidered jointly: under 
the Title of the Exchequer, do include Eight Couns 
or Offices, viz. A Court of Pleas : in ſome manner like 
the Kings Bench and Common Pleas, Secondly, The 
Court of Accounts; Thirdly, The Court of Receipus ; 
Fourthly, The Court of the Exchequer Chamber; be- 
ing for the Aſſembly of all the Judges of England, 28 
I aid, for Matters in Law for ſpecial Verdict; Fifth- 
ly, The Court of Exchequer Chamber, for Errors in the 
Court of Exchequer ;, Sixthly, The Court of Exchequer 
Chamber, for Errors in the Court of King: Bench; 
Sevcnthly, The Court of Equity, in the Exchequer 
amber; Erghthly, That which was, but is not now 
call'd a Court, yet is an Office much of the tame 
nature, and of as great concern as ſome of the other, 
Intituled the Remembrancers Office of the firſt Fruit 
and Tenths, who takes all Compoſitions, and makes 
out all Proceſs for ſuch as do not pay the ſame ; ſo that 
the buſineſs of this Court and mcluſive Courts and 
Offices doth imploy above 200 Officers and Clerks, 
From which may be computed what variety of 
Buſineſs this Court doth aftord to a Parliament, bo 
not in the troubles of Summoning it, yet by bringing 
in and iſſuing out of Money, which are the Nerves 
of a Kingdom, and Arteries of a Parliament, ſo as 
the Progreſſes of this, and the incluſive Courts, do 
occaſion more Debates in Parliament, than what yy 
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do ariſe from the Chancery, Rolls, Kings Bench, or 
Common Pleas; 7 Fn, 

Having -done with the firſt Orb or Rank of De- 
grees of ſuch Profeſſors of the Law as are Summou'd 
to Parliaments, conſiſting of five, viz. Lord Chan- 
cellor, Lord Chief Juſtice of the Kings Bench, Maſter 
of the Rolls, Lord Chief Juſtice of the Common Pleas, 
and Lord Chief Baron; I ſhall proceed to the ſecond 
Orb or'Rank of Degrees uſually Summon'd ; and 
theſe are Three Juſtices of the Kings Bench, Three Ju- 
Rices of the Common Pleas, and Three Barons of the 
Exchequer, whoſe Writs are alſo Conſimilary to that 
of the Lord Chief Juſtice of the Kings Bench. 


Each of theſe Juſtices have their diſtinct Patents 
in theſe words. 

Omnibus, & c. Sciatis quod conſtituimus, Cc. unum 
Fullitiarior um ſuorum ad placita coram, & c. Teſte, Oc. 

Their Parliament Writs have alſo the ſame words 
in the Dative Caſe, Uni Fuſtitiariorum ſuorum. 

Each of the Three Juttices of the Common Pleas, 
has likewiſe his Patent, conftituting him, Unum 

aſt iriar um ſucrum; and his Parliament Writ, Uzi 

aſt itiarior um. 

The Baron of the Exchequer, has Ins Patent con- 
ſtituting him, Unum Baronum de Scaccario; and his 
Parliament Writ, Uni Baronam de Scaccarib. 


All their Patents and Writs, except the mutation 
of their Names and Titles, are verbatim the fame, 
eſpecially in the words, Unum & Uni, viz. one of 
the Juſtices, ſignifying that they were all fo equally 
prefum'd to be juſt, that they are render'd to us ra- 
ther by an Unity than a Priority, viz. by one and 
one, and not by 1ſt. 2d. 3d, and 4th. yet in the zoth. 
and 39th. of Elizabeth, and 1 Fac. t. I find the words 
alter, next to Capitalis, & Unns, in the Kings Bench 
and Common Pleas only, but in the Exchequer, in the 
55 Eliz. next Capitalis Baro, is Seeundus & teriius 
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Of thetc Fourteen which are of the firſt and {ec 
cond Rank of the Profeſſors of the Law, Two of them 
are properly Judges of matters of Equity, . viz. the 
Lord Chancellor, and Maſter of the Rolls, the other 
Twelve are call'd the Twelve Judges cf the Common 
Liw ; the Two Judges of Equity have been conflantly 
Summon'd to Parliaments; except as I have ſhewn, 
but as to the Twelve, ſometimes all, and fometimes 
but ſome of them are Summon'd, according to the 
Frincc's Pleaſure or the vacancy of their Places, or em- 
ployed in their [tinerances, I need not begin bigher 
than Henry VIII. and then there were Nine Sum- 
mon'd, and the 30 hof Henry the Eighth, Twelve; 
the 36th of Henry the Eighth, but Six; the firlt of 
Edward S xth, Nine; the Gch of Edward the Sixth, 
Nine; the 7th of Edward Sixth, but Seven; the firſt of 
Mary, but Eight; the firſt of Mary, but Five; the 
firſt and iccond ot Philip and Mary, but Six; the 
{cond and third of Phil. and ary, Eight; the 4h 
and 5ih of Phil. and Afary, but Eight; the 28th of 
Elizabeth, Eleven; the 32th Eliz. Eleven; the 35th 
Eliz, Twelve; the 39 Eliz. Elev;n; the 43 Eliz. Ten; 
the ticlt of James, the full number of 2 (but 
in reipect of the changing of them before the Parlia- 
nent fate, there were two Wiits made for the (:veral 
Judges before the Parliament fate ;) the 21 Fac. E- 
leven ; the firlt Car, primi, Twelve; the 15th Carol! 
primi, Eleven; and the 13th Caroli Secundi, allo E- 
leven; as I faid, accounting the Two Chief julſtices 
and Chief Barons in all tl:cſe Year*, 

As in all the Judicial and Equitable Courts, before 
mention'd, there are diſtinet Junſiichons and Methods 
of managing the Concerns of their relpective Couris ; 
ſo in many things, there are allo excellent igternix- 
tures and concurring Authorities of their Courts and 
Powers, whereby they make up the Harmony of 

uſtice, as in caſes of Conſul: iu the Chequer Chamber, 

rits of Error, and other matters which 1 have hint- 
ed, and whocver will take a ſull ſurvey, not only 
of their Juriſdictions, but of the number of their 
Clerks, Attorneys, or other Officers of various Ap- 
pellations, belonging to their reſpective FI ny 
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tank tlat they are ſo many Principalities within our © 
Kingdom, and there Kee how neceſſary it is for theſe 
Aſſiſtants, who have ſo great influence over the whole 
Kingdom, to be Summog'd to this Supreme Fudicatory, 
to adviſe either the Corroborating the old Laws, or al- 
tering them, or making new, where there is jult Occa : 
ſion, as I have already obſerv'd, 
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Of the Queen's Serjeants at Law, &c.

Theſe Scrjzants at Law arecoll'd in Latin, Servientes 
a4 Legem, tor Serjeant and Servant are the ſame, except 
the ſmall difference thro' a Vulgar Pronunciation, or 
the Idiom of our Language, which often renders an 
A. ſor an E; for properly Servant ought to be writ 
Servient, from Servio to Serve, or from Serware t 
Keep, ſo as they may be (aid to be as well Keepers of 
the Laws, as Servients to the Law. 

As theſe are Servientes ad Legem, ſo there ate another 
fort, (of which I ſpeak) who are Atiendants in the 
Lords Honſe, call'd Serwientes ad Arma, but Cedant 
Arma togæ; therefore I preceed to Serjeants at

The Gradations to this Title are thus attain'd, viz. 
After the young Students of the Law have continued 
Seven Years in the Inns of Courts, and have done 
their Moots, or Afotus ad Literarum, and other Exer- 
ciſes, they are called or adinitted to plead at the Bar of 
any Court (except the Common Pleas ) and are thereup- 
on called Barrefters, and thereby alto gain the Title of 
Eſquire, And after that, they are promoted to be 
Readers of Law in the Inns of Chancery, whereof there 
are Eight, viz. Clifford's-lnn, Lions, Ciements, Bar- 
nards, Staple, Furnival:s, Thavies, and Wen- Inn, 
which are dependant on the Four Inns of Court, viz. 
the Inner Temple, Grays-Inn, Lincoln Inn, and the 
Middle Temple, in ſome one of which they are to be 
Benchers an Readers alſo; and thus they are to paſs 
$&renteen Years in their Studies, before they can arrive 
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to the dignity of a Serjeatit, or Se vent ad Legem; but 
after they have perform'd their Readings, the King ta- 
king notice of their Proficiencies, doth by his Writ 
call a certain Number of them to take upon them that 
Dignity ; and the reaſon of making a Number of Ten 
or more at one Time, is becauſe the Charge to each 
may be the leſs, becauſe almoſt no Dignity in any Pro- 
feſſion (eſpecially of Law) is uſher'd in with greater 
State, Ceremony, and Charge than this Degree, 23 
may be read in Fortiſcue de legibus Anglie, Crool's Re- 
ts, Oc. 
Theſe Serjeants at Law are of Two Sorts, viz. Ser- 
jeants at Law conſidered in their general Appellation, 
and the King's Serjeants xt Law, that is, when the 
King ſelects ſome out of the reſt, and appropriate; 
their Service to his Occaſions; which he conftantly 
doth at every Call, thereupon they have Two Writs, 
one at the general Call of Serjeants, the other as a pu- 
ticular Serjeant, or Servant to the King: 
And being thus made the King's Serjeant by a di- 
Rin& Writ, they are capicitated to have a Writ of 
Sammons to fit in the Lords Houſe in Parliament, up- 
on emergent Occaſions, 
Theſe Profeſſors of Law are call'd Servientes ad L+ 
gem in all Writs, which are generally writ in Lin, 

in Engliſh (as I faid) they are called Serjeants, or 

Servants at Law, alſo Serjeant of the Coif, from the 
white Coif which they wear uppermoſt at the Solemni- 
zation of their Order, but at other Times under a black 
Cap, like the Twelve Judges, becauſe having paſt this 
Order, they are then capable of being made one of the 
Twelve Judges, and to exerciſe the Employment of a 
Judge upon emergent Occaſions. 

None of all the Three Orbs of Profe ſſors have a 
Writ for their Office and Employment, but the Lord 
Chief Juſtice of the King's Bench, as I have ſhewn, 
and theſe Serjcants at Law. The difference in the 
Writs are, that in the Writ to the Lord Chief Juftice 
of the King's Bench, as to his Office, and ſo in the Px 
tents to the other Juſtice, as to their Offices, there 1s

They are alſo ſometimes Aſſiſtants to the Judges, and 
to the Lord Chancellor and Mafter of the Rolls, and 
many Times in caſe of Age or Infirmneſs of the Judges, 
they have ſupply* their Places, both in the Courts of 
W/minſter, and in their Itinerances and Circuits, Pro 
bac vice, and upon Death of any of them, if the Prince 
think fitting, they are Conſtituted Judges in their Va- 
cancies, aud this by Commiſſhon; 


Of the Attorney General. 


This Appellation of Attorney is deriy'd from Tourne, 
ſo call'd in Magna Charta, which anciently was call'd 
the Sheriff's Moor, or view of Frankpledge, and to this 
Day is call'd the Sheriff*s Toxrne, from T wrris, ſignify- 
ing a Tower or Caſtle where theſe Courts were kept, 
and where Inquiry is made vpon Oath of all Things 
done contrary to the Peace of the Country, &c. and 
then thoſe who did practiſe to thoſe Ends in thoſe and 
other Courts, were call'd Ad Toxrny's, or Attourny's; 
generally the Word doth ſignify a Perſon intruſted to 
manage other Mens Concerns. And this being the 
molt Eminent Truſt in managing the King's Concerne, 
his Duty, Care and Pains 1s the greater and more emi- 
nent; he hath alſo his Office by Patent, and Right to 
his Writ of Summons. | 

That which makes this Officer more Eminent and 
Remarkable, is, That as there is but one Lord Chan- 
cellor, or Keeper, once Lord Chief Jultice of the Kings 
Bench, one Maſter of the Rolls, one Chief Juſtice of 
the Common Pleas, and one Chief Baron of the Exche 
quer; ſo there is but one Attorney General: Aud tho 
thoſe Five have Judges and Maſters of Chancery to aſſiſt 
them; this hath no proper Officer under him, yet hath 
Power to depute Clerks, and other Officers to aſſiſt Lim, 
and is Singulus in omnibus & omnis in ſingulis.

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Neither theſe, nor uvy of the Aſſiſtants to the Lord: 
Houſe before named, have the Privilege of ma ing 
Proxies either before, or in Time of Parliament: Yer 
there is ſomething Equivalent mention'd in the caſe of 
Valentine Ellio:, &c. when upon a Writ of Errot 
brought into the Lords Hoſe, for reverſing of a Judge» 
ment giventn the Kings Bench againſt the ſaid „ Sir 
Feffery Palmer being then Attorn General, and indi-

The Words Attornatus & Solicitator are us d in the

Though this Employment was granted by Patent in 
Edward the Fourth's Time, yet for want of Time 1 
ſhall alſo begin his Writ of Summons, the 21 of Hen.

Goſnold 
Solicitor, and had his Writ, and both continued 1o till 
the Firſt of Mary; and then William Cordel, in the 
toom of Goſnold was made Solicitor, and had his Writ 
alſo in another Parliament of that Year both had their 
Writs; in the 1. and 2. 3. and 4. of Philip and Mary, 
and 1n the 4. and _ and Mary, Griffith being 
Attorney General, Rich. Wefton (afterwards Lord Trea- 
lurer) was made Solicitor, Dominorum Regis & Regina, 
and had his Writ; in the 38. of Eliz. Fo. Popham, af- 
terwards Lord Chief Juſtice, was Attorney, and Tho- 
was Egerton (afterwards Lord Chancellor) was Solici- 
tor, and had his Writ, and ſo they continued to the 
39 Eliz.. and then Edw. Coke (after one of the Juſtices 
of the Common Pleas) was made Attorney, and Tho. 
Flewins Solicitor, and had his Writ; and in the 43. 
vir Edw. Coke was put back to be Solicitor, and _ 
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his Writ ; and Thomas Egerton was Attorney; and in 
the Firſt of Fames, Edw. Coke (then Knighted) wa 
again made Attotney Gengal; and Sir T7 ho. Flemin 
again made Solicitor, and had his Writ; and in tie 
21 Facobiz Thomas Coventry Miles, after Lord Keeeper, 
was made Attorney; aud Robert Heath, Knight, 9 
citor, after Chief Juſtice, and had bis Writ; and both 
had Writs again the Firſt Car. primi; and the 15th, 
0. Banks, Knigbt; was made Attorney, and Edward 
arbert Solicitor; and had his Writ: | 
But at the Summoning of the Parliament, 1 3 Car. 2. 
no Writ was ſent to Sir Heneage Finch, ti eh the King 
Solicitor, being choſen for the Houſe of Commons, and 
being after made Attorney General, ſtill he contiuued 
in the Houſe of Commons, till he was made Lord Keeper, 
and then he was remov'd to the Lords Houſe, by Writ, 
as Lord Keeper; and ſo Sir Francis North (being the 
King's Solicitor) did (it in the Houſe of Commons that 
Parliament. and was not removed thence till he was 
made Chief Juſtice of the Common Pleas ; fo that du- 
ring that Parliament, or ſince that Time, none were 
Summon'd, or did fit in the Lords Houſe; yet I thought 
fit to inſert this Degree here, becauſe there are ſo many 
Precedents of his Summons in former Kings Reigns, and 
his being an Officer of great Repute iu the Kingdom. 


Of the Meſters of 0 hancery. 


The laſt of thoſe who ſit as Aſſiſtants in the Lords 
Houſe, are the Matters of Chancery; and though! 
have ſpoke ſomething of the Maſter of the Rolls, part- 
ly as chief of the Twelve Maſters of Chancery; yet, 
there he was conſidered as Miſter of the Rolls, or Re- 
cords, rather than one of the Twelve Maſters of Chan- 
cery, whereof (as I (aid) lie is the Chief; and thelc 
Twelve are called Maſters in Ordinary, 

For there are alſo other Matters in Chancery, called 
Extraordinary, which are of an uncertain Number, 
according to ihe Buſineſſes of the reſpectire Counties 
herein they are employed. F 
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As for the Twelve, they utually are choſen out of 
Rarrelters of the Common Law, and Eleven of them 
do ſit in the Chancery, or in the Rolls, as Aſſiſtants, 
faith Sir Edward Coke, to the Lord Chancellor, and to 
the Maſter of the Rolle, every Day throughout each 
Term of the Year, and to them are committed Inter- 
locutory- Reports, and ſtating of Accounts, and ſome- 
times, by way of. reference to them, they are im- 
power d with a final Determination of Cauſes there 
depending, W » 

heſe Twelve have Time out of Mind, fat ib the 
Lords Houſe, yet have neither Writs or Patents im- 
powering them ſo to do; but I conceive, as the Maſter 
of the Rolls is, as is ſaid by Sir Edward Coke, an Aſſi- 
ſtant ro the Lord Chancellor, the remaining Eleven 
may properly be ſaid to be Aſſiſtants both to the Lord 
Chancellor and Maſter of the Rolls, in all, or moſt 
Matters depending 1n both or either Courts, and ſo 
Virtute Offcij, they are incluſtvely capacitated, by the 
Writs to the Lord Chancellor, or Maſter of the Rolls, 
to be Aſſiſtants to them in the Lords Houſe, as they are 
1 Chancery, without any particular Writ or Patent to 

em. 


Coke aftords them; for it appears in an old Minuſcript, 
Entituled, De Cancellario Anglia & ejus Cunjudicibus, 
& de authoritate eorum, and then follows, viz. In dicta 
Curia Cancellarij ſunt ordinati duodecem Cojudices, viz. 
Mag iſtri fue Clerici de prima forma ad Robas, pro Ard uis 


negotii Regis & Regni, & Reipublice eæpediendis, with 


the yery Words of all Writs of Summons to Parlia- 
ments, eidem Cancellario omnino aſſiſtentes & ſecum con- 
tinzo Anſedentes, which in a manner entitles them to 
lit in the Lords Hoxſe with him, and many other 
Matters are mentioned therein; r 
Anciently they bad the care of OTE all Writs 
of Summons to Parliamcuts committed to them, which, 
5 now (as I have ſhewn) performed by the Clerks of

Anciently this Title was higher than what Sir Edw. . 
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As to the Title of Maiſter, (from Magiſter, and 
from Magus a Wiſeman) it is as ancient as moſt of our 
borrow*'d Words from the Latin, and was (till apply'd 
to Perſons of Knowledge and other Abilities above the 
Degrees of Yeomandry. ECT 

Among the old Romans, as may be read in Livy, Pom- 
ponius, Aurelius, and others, they had Twelve great 
Officers, to wl-om that Title was given, vis; Magi. 
ſter Populi, or Dictator, Magiſter Equitum, Magiftri 
Cenſus Magiſter in Auttionibus, Magiſtri Epiltolarum, 
Magiftri Memoriæ, Magiſtri Militum, Magiſter Na- 
vis, Magiſtri Officioram, Magiſtri Scriniorum. Magi- 
ter Curie, Magiſtri eAErts, and many more of a leſſer 
Rank; for I ſpeak not of Magifri Familie or Private, 
cr as the Word is vulgarly applied to its relative Werd 
Servant, but as a Title applied to Perſons of Eminen- 
cy, for their Integrity and Learning; and of theſe 
there arc-allo Twelve Sorts with us, which are found 
in the Law Books, whereof the Firſt we meet with in 
the Statutes, is the Maſter of the Mint, (2.) the Maſter 
of the Rolls, till the 1 Henry 7. call'd Clerk of the 
Rolls, or Cuſtos Archivorum, and chief Clerk of the 
Chancery, of which there are Twelve, as I ſaid, ſince 
which, Six chiet Clerks, and a greater number of a 
leſſer Form, are there Conſtituted, whereby they are 


diſtinguiſh'd from the ancient Clerks, now the Twelve 


Maſters of Chancery, which may be accounted the Third 
Sort in Point of Time mentioned in the Statutes. 
the Fourth, The Malter of the Horſe. - The Fifth, The 
M:ifter of the Poſtern. The Sixth, The Matter of the 
King's Houſhold, chang'd to the Lord Steward of the 
King's Houſhold. Charles Duke of Brandon being the 
Firſt of that Title mentioned in any Statute. The Se- 
venth, The Maſter of the Court of Wards now of no 
uſe. The Eighth, The Maſter of the Muſters, after in 
the 33 Eliz. call'd Multer Maſter General. The Ninth, 
Tenth, Eleventh, and Twelfth, The Maſter of the Ar- 
mory, the Maſter of the King's Jewels, the Maſter of 
Ihe Ordinance, and Maſter of the King's Ward- 
robe.

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As the old Romans had others which bad the Titles 
of Magiſtri,- viz. Magiſtri Univer ſitatis vel Societatis; 
ſo we in Imitation, at Cambridge have the Title 
Magiſter fix d at the Head of every College in that 
Univerſity, except Kings College, where he has the Title 
of Provoſt, which is an Argument of their Antiquity, 
whereas Oxford hath but Three which bear that 1 tle. 

It is alſo applied to the Heads of Halls of Companies 


in London, and other Cities; and hath been formerly 


applied to all the Members of the Hoxſe of Commons, 
who were not actually Knights, or Eſquire*, or of 
higher Degreesz but in the Honſe of Lords, I do not 
find it uſed to any, to whom Writs of Summons were 
ſent to {it there, except to ſome Priors and Deacons 
who were ſometimes called Magiſtri in their Writs, 
and others of Religious Orders, call'd alſo in their 
Writs, Magiſtri, as allo to Officers in Chancery, viz, 
49 Edw. 3. Magiftro Thome Yong, Officiario Curie Can- 
cellariæ; but whether it was the ſame Office which is 
now executed by the Matters of the Chancery, Non Con- 
fat; however, they were then under the Notion of 


Clerks in an Eccleſiaſtical Sence; but as Writs were 


ſent to Clerks or Eccleſiaſticks, with the Title of Ha- 


 giſter ; ſo in Henry the Fourth's Time, and not beſore, 


there were Writs ſent to Laicks with that Title, and 
thoſe were Perions of high Quality, viz. in the 2, 3. 
and 6 Hen. the Fourth, Magiſtro Thomæ de la Ware, 
ſometimes call'd Ware and Marre) to attend thoſe 
Parliaments, and the ſame Thomas was allo Summon'd 
to the Parliaments of the 1. 2. 3. 4. 5. 7. 3. and 9. of 
Hen. the Fifth, Magiſtro I ho. de la Ware, and ſo to the 
I. 2. and 3. of Hen. the Sixth; but in the Second Par- 
lament of that Year, Mr. De la Ware was not Sum- 
mond, but one Writ was Magiſtro Fohanni Stafford, 
Theſ. Anglia, and another Writ, Magiſtro Willielmo 
Alremith Cuſtod. privati Sigilli. But in the 4th. and 6th.

ſaith they are Aſſiſtants to the Lord Chancellor, or as 
the Manuſcript ſays, (ns and thereupon ex Officio 

ouſe, and the Autiquity of the 
Place allotted them there, and their Employments in 


every Parliament, makes their Attendance a kind of 
Preſcription. 


Of the Clerjs of the Lords Houſe. 


HereI am to ſpeak of ſuch as have Places allowed 
them in the Houſe of Lords by vertue of Patents only, 
and Firſt of the Clerks. This Title of Clerk, from 
Cleros, when the. Clergy had the guidance of Civil 
Offices, was given as an Honour to them; and moſt 
of the great Offices, as the Privy Seal, Maſter of the 
Rolle, Cc. had the Title of Clerks; but now that 
Title remains to a lower Sort, of which there are 26 
in Number who fill retain that Title. 

The Firſt, as to the Progreſſes of Parliament, is the 
Clerk of the Pettibag, which is under the Conduct, 
and within the Patent of the Maſter of the Rolls; 
who 1s the chief of all the Clerks in the Lords Houſe, 
of which Office I have ſpoke in that Section of the 
Rolls, and in other Places. 


The Clerk of the Crown in Chancery. 


The Clerk of the Crown in the Chancery, called 
Clericus Corone in Cancellario, in his Patent, is an Offi- 
cer to whoſe care many great Things are committed, 
but as to what concerns this Subject, I muſt again ob- 
ſerve, that all Parliament Writs which are ſent from 
the Pettibag, are return'd and kept by the Officer, fo 
that the Pettibag gives, as it were, the beginning, this 
the continuance and ending to a Parliament. 
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So as this Clerk of the Crown hath Three Capaci- 
tics. Before the Sitting of a Parliament, to receive 
"4a of Writs which were iſſued from the Petti- 
nd in Parliament to take care according to Di- 
rections for the iſſuing of Writs in caſe of Change or 
Mortality; and in the Lords Houſe he firft reads the 
Titles of all Bills to be preſented to the Soveraign. 


The Clerk of Parliament. 


The Third Clerk is term'd in his Patent, Clericus 
Parliamentor um, becauſe he is Clerk in all Parltaments 
during his Life ; his Employment here being only con- 
yerſant about the Affairs of Parliament. 

Now in reſpect that all Bills and Matters of State 
have here their reſult in the Lords Howſe, he is the pro- 

r Keeper of ſuch Records, for the Lords Houſe is 2 

urt of Record, and to that end his Books are fairly

De Clerk of the Crown Office in the Kings 
Bench. 


As I have ſhewn the Employments of the Clerks of 
the Crown Office in Chancery, 1o, to prevent miſapplica- 
tions, it is fit to ſhew the Employments alſo of the 
Clerk of the Crown Office in the Kings Bench, who is no 
conftant Attendant in this Howſe, or in the Houſe of 
Commons, but only upon Contingencies, and then by 
Order; but more eſpecially in the Lords Houſe, fer 
8 and readinę Records concerning Writs of 

rror, Habeas Cos pus, &c. but his moſt eminent Em- 
ployment is upon the Tryal of Peers. | 

Theſe Five which I have named are the Chief which 
are employed in Parliamentary Matters; but 
neither the Six Clerks in Chancery, being Officers 
of Eminency employed in that Court bearing that 


_ Title, nor the other Courts, in the leaſt engag'd

Of the Gentleman Uſher of the Black Rod. 


There are but Three Ways by which the Houſe of 


Lords do lend any Meſſage to the Commons, of Twoo 


them ] have ſpoken, via by ſome of the Judges, or by 
lome of the Matters of Chancery, and the King alſo uſcs 


Two Ways viz. by his Secretaries, or ſome of the 


Privy Council, when they are Members of the Hſe

Of the Serjeants at Arms. 


I have ſpoken of the Servientes ad Legem, or Serjeants 
at Law; I now come to the Serwientes ad Arma, Ser- 
jeants at Arms; theſe yer: ſuch as amongſt the Ko- 
mans were call'd Satellites Cæſaris, or a Guard to the 
Emperor, and ſometimes they were calPd Aacerones, 
from whence probably the word Mace might be us'd, 
which theſe Serjeant at Arms ule to carry before the 
King, &-. | 

Of theſe Serjeants at Arms there are Twenty in 


Number, which are call'd the King's or Queen's Ser- 
-Jeints at Arms, and thet: are Created with great Cere- 
mony; for the Perſon who is to be Created, Kneeling 
betorethe King, the King hiniſelf Jays the Mace on the 


Serjeants Right Shoulder, and ſays theſt Wor is, Riſe 
up Serfeant at Art, and Elquire for ever.; He hath bis 


Patent for the Office beſides; of 'ttiete Twenty the

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Prince appropriates Sixteen to Perſonal Service, where- 
of Four wait every Quarter; the other Four are thus 
diſtributed, viz, in Time of Parliament one is to at- 
tend the Speaker of the Houſe of Lords, in caſe he is 


not Lord Chancellor, another to attend the Speaker of 


the Houſe of Commons, another to attend the Lord 
Chancellor, and another the Lord Treaſurer, as well

But in reſpe& the Lord Chancellor and Speaker of 

the Lords Houſe is uſually the ſame Perſon, there are

10NS, 

The Serjeant at Arms who attends the Hoyſe' of 
Lords hath the 4 of carrying the Mace before 
the Speaker, whether he be the Lord Chancellor or 
not, within the Lords Houſe up to the very Chair of 
State, and after he has made his Obeiſances, he lays it 
down on the firſt Woolſack by the Speaker, and ſo de- 
parts till the Spe ker hath occaſion to uſe him again 
upon the Riſing of the Houſe. 

And herein mechinks the S:rj-ant at Arms of the 
Fleyſe of Commons hath more reſpect afforded him than 
the Serjcant at Arms to the Houſe of Lords ; for thie Com- 
mon Serjeant hath the freedom to ſtand at the Bar, and 
Rear all Debates, and when weary of ſtanding, hath an 
eaſie Seat by the Door; but the Lords Scrjeant is not per- 


mitted to be in the Lord: 4 whillt it is Sitting, nor 


hath any Station within the Bar, nor Seat without the 
Bar, as the Gentleman Uther hach: And yet this Office 
is more ancient than that, and is not only Serjeant at 
Arms to the Speaker, and Chancellor, the Parliament 
not ſitting, but is the chief of the Twenty of the King's 
Scrjeants at Arms; he hath his Deputy, ſo as if there 
ſhould be occaſion of Two, viz. for a Speaker and 
Chancellor, he may ſupply one, and his Deputy the 
cther ; and beſides his Deputy he hath alſo other Agents 
under him, and hath ute for them; for upon Cpm- 
mitments of Deliquents without Door, he is to ſee them 
forth coming, and 1n bringing them to the Bar, but 
upon Confinements ox Commyment of any N

So as theſe two Officers ſet the firſt Wheel of a 


— — 


Parliament in motion; ſor the Serjeant at Arms con- 


ducts the Chancellor or Speaker into the Honſe of Lordi, 
the King ſends the Black Rod to the Commons to bring 
up their Speaker, who being confirm'd by the King, 
goes to his Chair in the Commons, uſher'd with the o- 
ther Serjeants at Arms. 


This concludes the Account of thoſe, who by 
their Offices have Place or Employment in Par- 
lament, as ſo many leſſer Streams flowing from that 
noble Fountain; which for that reaſon were firlt col- 
ectively to be treated of, as a juſt order for ſtating the 
Degrees that are to follow : But I am now to return 
to the principal Body of this Great Aſſembly; there 
being yet ſome ſpecial Rights and Privileges, which 
concern them as they are one Eſtate in the Lords 
Houſe in Parliament, that have not yet been fully 


ſpoke to: The preſervation of Method, having oc- 


caſhon'd ſuch preſent Omiſſious. In order therefore, 
I am next to ſpeak of ſuch as are ſubſtituted by the 
Lords Spiritual or Temporal, to fit in the Lords Houſe, 
and thele are call'd by the name of Proxies, and may 
properly be rank'd as a Branch of the Riguts or Pri- 
rileges belonging to the Lords of Parhamenr.

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Of PROXIES: 


Upon the Summons of the Parliament, Licenſe of 
Abſence being obtain d, and the fame Licenſe as uſual, 
and it being provided that a Proxy be made, the Baron 
ſo Licens'd may appear only by that Proxy, to whom 
his Voice is ſo committed, tho? his Writ be, quod 
perſonaliter interſit, and ſo alſo without Licenſe upon 
inevitable cauſe of Ablence. 

The firſt mention of Proxies that occurs in the 
Memoirs of our Parliaments, is of Carliſle, under 
Edward 1. Where the Words are, Quia omnes Prelati, 
Milites, & alii de communitare Regni, tunc plenarie non 
denerunt receptis quibuſdam procurationibas Pralatorum, 
qui wenire non poterant adjornantur omnes qui ſum- 
woiti ſunt ad Parliamentum, uſque ad diem Mercurii 
proximum ſequentem ad horam pr imam. 


The Latin word for Proxee is Procurator, which is 
ſometimes Engliſh'd Proxee, and ſometimes Proctor, 
according to the Employment of the Perſon to whom 
it is apply'd. | | 

Proxee in a Parliamentary Senſe is conſtantly ap- 
ply'd to ſuch a Deputy or Subttitute as is choſen by 
any Lord Spiritual, or Lord Temporal, by Licenie 
firſt had from the King, in caſe of juſt occaſion al- 
ledged for abſence, to ſupply his Deputy in the Lords 
Houſe, and thereupon his Vote to be as ſignificant to 


all purpoſes, as if the abſent Lord were preſent ; and 


therefore the wgrd Proxee may well be thought to be 
only the Tac/Mraphy or ſhore writing of Proxime, 
ſignifying the next in Judgment, Opinion, Degree, 
or Quality to the Lord who chuſech him for his 
Proæee. 

But Proctor, which is the moſt literal . abreviation 
of Procurator, hath ſeveral applications, Firſt to ſuch 
a3 are 1n ſome fort a Limb or Branch of Parliaments, 
wiz, ſuch as are choſen by the Chapters and Clergy, 

together 
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together with Archdeacons and Deans, to repreſent 
the whole Clergy, as Knights, Citizens and Burgeſles 
do the Laity or whole Commons of England ; but 
theſe are more uſually call'd Repreſentatives, the o- 
ther conttantly Proctors, both being deputed by di- 
tin&t Degrees to diſtinct Purpoſes, as will be more 
fully ſhewn. _ 

Secondly, There are alſo Proctots for the two Uni- 
verlitics of Cambridge and Oxford. 

And Thudly, Proctors of Eccleſiaſtical Courts, 
which have no other relation to Parhaments than ac- 
cording as they are concern'd in Elections. 

The Proxees which are admitred to the Lords Houſe 
are like thoſe tn the old Roman Empire, call'd Pro- 
curatores Ceſaris, which were the chief of Four torts 
of Procuratoret amongit thein, becauſe that firlt and 
chief of the Four were only imploy'd ad Res publicas 
adminiſtrandas, the other Three for leſſer matters, and 
ſo the Proxees of the Lords Houfe being the chief of 


all other Proxees, are to be eſteemed Publicarum rer um 


adminiſtratores, as fully as the abſent Lords, except in 
ſome particulars as to Place, Continuance, Cc, 

Theſe Noble Proxees are, as I ſaid, licenſed by the 
King, upon the Petition or Requeſt of ſome Lord 
Spiritual, or Lord Temporal, aud are not uſually 
made ot Strangers, who are not Members of the Lords 
Houſe, nor of the Aſſiſtauts of that Houſe. | 

When the abſent Lord's occaſions of abſence have 
not becu juf?, or his abſence 1nconvement to the Pub- 
lick, the King hath often deny'd to Licenſe their 
Proxees ; but when the Allegations have been uit, 
the Proxee hath been ſometimes allow'd without the 
King's Licenſe. 7 

Sometimes it hath been allow'd to the abſent Lerd, 
to make a Proxee of ſuch a Perſon as is otherwiſe 
incapacitated to fit in the Lords Houſe, (tor by tlus 
he is nobilitated) but there hath been none ſuch 
allow'd of late Years, 

Generally the abſent Lord doth fix upon ſuch a 
Lord as doth fit in the Lords Houſe, by his own 
Right and Writ of Summone, whereby the Proxee- 
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ſitting Lord hath a double Voice, one for himſclj, 
the other for the abſent Lord to whom he 15 Proxee. 

Theſe Noble Proxees are made ſometimes before 
the ſitting of a Parliament, after the Writs are iſſued, 
and ſometimes in the time of their ſitting, and 
their Deputations both before and after the fitting have 
ſeveral Forms. > 
In former times the Lords Spiritual had the Pri- 

vilege to make two or three Proxees, but ſince the 
diſſolution of Abbies, and that Abbots, &. were 
excluded, no Proxor, or ablent Lord, doth make but 
one Proxee. 
The Licenſes for Proxees, as I ſaid, were granted 
by the King, upon the abſent Lord's Petition; which 
Licenſes were uſually entered 1n the Signet or Privy- 
Scal-Officee, and paſs d no further, but were certified 
to the Lords when _—_ ] 

This regular Method of Licenſes continued till a- 
bout the end of Queen Elizabeth's Reign, but by the 
kindneſs, or connivance of her Sureeffors to the 
Nobles, there hath been of late Years no more Ce- 
remony us'd than a Verbal Motion to the Soveraign, 
thro* which Indulgence they are now frequently con- 
ſtituted without any Application at all: But it is 
to be obſerv'd, that at the beginning of every Par- 
liament, ſuch Lords as will make their Proxies are 
oblig'd to enter them in Perſon, 

Peers of Scotland by the Union, have a Right to 
make Proxees fog the Election of Sixteen Peers to ſit 
in the Parliame:t of Great Brittain; ſuch as are Peers 
of England alſo, are to ſign by their Titles in Her- 
land; and no Peer to be capable of having more than 
Two Proxces at one time: Sat. 6. Queen Anne.

Of the Lords Judicature in Parliament. 


The Power of ju licature belonging to the Lords of 
Parliament, is chiefly ſeen in their juriſdiction upon 
Writs of Error, and their Judgments of Offences as 
well Capital, as not Capital. 

The Lords did not anciently try any Offenders, 
how great ſo ever the Offence was, unleſs he were. 
their Peer. As by that of 4 of Edu. 3. where when 
the King commanded the Lords to give Judgment on 
Simon de Bereford and others, who were not Peers, 


for the Murther of Edw. 2. a Proviſo and Agreement 


was here made and recorded. And it is aſſented and 
accorded by our Lerd the King, and all the Grandees in 
full Parliament, That allbeit the Peers and Fudges of 
Parliament have taken upon them, and render'd the ſaid 
1 &c. yet the ſaid Peers who now are, or ſhall

This was chiefly to ſatisfie the Commons, that the 
Lords by 2 did not intend to Alter the 
courſe of the Common Law; and therefore diſclaim 
any Power or Juriſdiction, acknowledging it contrary 
to the Liws of the Land. | 

Secondly, To preſerve their own Rights, to judge 
none but Peers, in Cafe of Life and Death: For their 
the King's Steward is to fit in the Chancellor's Plac-; 
and the Lords are to be Tryers and Judges; and ſo by 
Judging others than their Peers deſcend below their 
Dignites, for none but Peers have a Right to be fo 
$ Try' and Judg'd. It is otherwiſe in Caſes of Mil- 
© demeanors, for then the Chancellor keeps his Place, 
; and the Lords are only Judges, and not Tryers. 

8 Several Queſtions have ariſen, Whether the Spi- 
ritual Lords de jure, are Tryable by their Peers or no,

By this it appears what Perſons are, de jure, Tryable 
by the Lords of Parliament, viz. Peers only. 
Upon Information of the King, or at his Com- 1 
mand; or on the complaint of any private Perſons, 
the Lords may not by the Law Try any but their 

Peers for Capital Offences; but upon Complaints and 

Accuſations of the Commons, the Lords may ptoceed 

to Judgment againſt the Delinquent of what Degree 

ſoever, or what Niture ſoever the Offence be: For 

vv here the Commons complain the Lords do not aſſume 
to themſelves Tryal at Common-Law. Neither do 
the Lords at the Tryal of a common Impeachment by 
the Commons, decedcre de jure ſuo; for the Commons 
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are then inſtead of Jury, and the Parties Aniwer and 
Examination of Wigneſſes, are to be in their Preſence, 
or they to ſerve Copies thereof; and the Judgment is 
not to be given but on their Demand, which is inſtead 
of a Verdict, ſo the Lords do only Judge, not Try 
the Delinquent: Whoever will look back into the 
late Memorable Tryal of Dr. Henry Sacheverell, will 
ſee a convincing Precedent of this Nature ; where the 
Speaker, in the name of all the Houſe, demanded 
Judgement, and the Commons by their Managers tryed 
the Cauſe. | 5: at's 

In the Lords Proceedings in Judicature, is obſery'd 
alſo a certain Form, which varies according to the 
Nature of the Complaint, and the Matter complain'd 
of; ſo that no general Rule can be given therein, tho' 
many Judgments have been revers'd for Errors,where- 
of there are many Precedents: And the Execution up- 
on Life and Death has been Rtop'd at the Requeſt of the 
Commons, the Protcedings being Illegal, , of which 
Selden cites one Precedent, of the Duke of Clarence, 
Temp. Edvw. 4. 

Judicature belongs to the Patliament in theſe fix 
Caſes: 1. In Judgments againſt Delinquents, as well 
for Capital Crimes as Miſdemeanors. 2. In reverſing 
Erroneous Judgments in Parliament, 3. In reverſing 
Erroneous Judgments given in the King's-Bench. 4. 
In deciding Suits long depending, either thro? difficulty 
or delay. 5. In hearing Complaints of particular Perſons 
on Petitions, 6. In ſetting at Liberty any of their owp 
Members Impriſon'd, and in ſtaying the Proceedings of 
the Common Law dwing the time of Parliament. 
And anciently, in certifying the Elections and Re- 
turns of the Knights, Citizens, Cc. but this Pro- 
vince the Commons have now taken wholly into their 
own Juriſdiction. „ 

The manner of Accuſation ought to be by the 
Commons alone, and not by the Lords and Commons 
together; fot ſo Earls, Piclates, Barons and other 
Peers, aud Commoners of the Realm, did accuſe Hugh 
de le Spehcer, 15 Edward II, and one of the Errors 
aſſign'd for the Reverſal was, that the Lords had no 
Records before them of the Cauſes contain d iy ry 

ward. 
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Award. The Reaſon may be, becauſe the Lords joins 
ing in the Accuſation with the Commons, did in that 
Act declare their Opinion of the Fact, and there 
needed no farther Tryal thereof, where the Perſon was 
pte · judg d. Wherefore the Lords, who are only Judges, 
may neither accuſe any to themſelves, or join in 
Accuſation with others. 3 
The Complaint of the Commons is either by Pe- 
tition or Demand in general, or by Impeachment in 
B which is their Declaration againſt the 
arty. But if they only Accuſe, by way of Com- 
plaint, and do not declare in ſpecial againſt the Part 
accus'd, then the Suit is the Kings, and the Party is 
to be Arraign'd, Ex parte Domini Regis. 

The Party accus'd is to be brought to his Anſwer, 
otherwiſe the whole Judgment will be'Erroneous, as 
was that of Mortimer 23 Edw. 3. and the Spencers 
15 Edw. 2. But here ariſes a Queſtion, Whether he 
{hall be brought thereto'as a Prifoner or not; as to 
the firſt, the Parliament has always been guided therein 
Secundum Legem Terre, & Judicium Parium. Accord- 
ing to the 26 Chap. of Magna Charta. Nullus liber 
Homo capietur vel Impriſonetur, &c. Niſi per Legale 
;jñ;udicum Parium ſuor um. And therefore in Gautes En- 
pital, whether the Party accus'd be Lord or Com- 
moner, he js brought a Priſoner to his Anſwer : But 
in Catcs of Miſdemeanor it is otherwiſe, for then the 
Party, whether Lord or: Commoner, Anſwers as a 
Freeman, the Lord within his Place, the Commoner 
at the Bar, and they are not committed till Judgment ; 
unleſs upon the Anſwer of a Commoner, the Lords 
find Cauſe to cc:nmit him till he find Suxeties; lelt 
he ſhowd fly from Judgment. | 

Next to the Anſwer follows the Replication; and 
that, Mr. Selen is of Opinion, belongs to the Party 
whoſe Suit it is.

This excludes the Commons from all Right to Judg- 
ment; but whereas it ſays, The Judgments in Parlia- 
ment- belong to the King and Lords, it is to be under- 
ſtood, of the King's Aſſent only.

Lords who are preſent either in Perſon or by Proxy; 
the others are to anſwer for their Abſence, without a 
juſt Cauſe ſhewn, or proper Aſſent. 

Touching the Prince's Preſence in Parliament, they 
may, if they pleaſe, be preſent at the Party's Anſwer 
in Capital Cauſes, and at the Judgment given; but 
at other Times of Prcceedings, ſays Selden, againſt 
any Delinquent, or at any Anſwer for Miſdemęanors 
it never was practigd for ought I have yet ſeen. 

In Caſes of Miſdemeanors, the Lords Spiritual have 
ever been preſent, but never in Offences Capital : This 
is ſo generally receiv'd, and I have already ſaid fo much 
to it, that I ſhall not repeat it. But here ariſes a Que- 
ſtion, whether they may be preſent and not Vote? 
Tis true, at all Aſſizes and Seſſions, ſeveral of the 


Clergy are frequently preſent till Judgment be given 


in ſuch Cafes, but their Preſence cannot prejudice the 
Judge at the Aſſizes by Vote, as in Parliament: And 


at Seſſions the Lay and Clergy are equally in Authority 


to hear and determine. 

I obſerve, ſays Selden, the Preſence of the Commons 
to be neceſſary at the Party's Anſwer and judgment in 
Capital Caſes. 80 | | 

Now one Reaſon, for the King's Aﬀent, and the 
Commons Preſence in ſuch Judgements may. be, That 
both King and People are to be ſatisficd for the Death 
of the Subyect; therefore all Tryals for Life and Death 
are Publick in the full Aſſembly of the Court: And 
how can it be ſaid in full Parliament, when the Com- 
mone, one of the Eſtates, are Abſent. Yer tho' they 
were preſent at ſuch Things, they had no Voice there. 
But at their return to their own Aſſemhly, they deba- 
ted among themſelves, if the Proctedings were Legal, 
and if not, might come again to ſhow it, and require 
Rehcarſing, or Repetition of the Cauſe, Nor are the 
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Commons to be preſent when the Lords conſider of the 
Delinquents Anſwer, and the Proofs, and determine 
their Judgment. ? 7 

In judgments on Miſdemeanors, the Preſence of the 
Commons is not neceſſary, unleſs they Impeach the 
Delinquent, as in the 50 Edw. 3. and then they were 
preſent at all the Anſwers of thoſe whom they Im- 
peach'd, and demanded Judgment. And when the 


Lords had render'd their Judgment againſt the Lord 


Latimer, the Commons pray'd the King, that he might 


likewiſe be 1emov'd from his Offices, eſpecially from 


the Yrivy Council ; which the King granted. This, 
and other Precedents of the like Nature, ſhew, what 
Intercti they we in their own Impeachments. To 
which it is added by Statute, 12, 13 William III. That 
no Parden under the Great Seal, ſhall be pleadable to an 
Impeachment by the Commons. 

In the Tryal of Dr. Henry Sacheverel, 9 Queen Anne, 


Impeach'd by the Commons of High Crimes and Miſ- 


demeanors; the Lords debated in theit own Houſe, 


and agreed upon the Judgment, a Meſſage was ſent to 


the Commone, to acquaint them, that the Lords were 
ready to proceed therein, if they and their Speaker 
would come to demand it; which they did, and were 
preſent at the paſſing of Judgment. 
But if the Commons only complain, and neither 
Impeach the Party in Writing, nor by Word of Mouth 
in open Houſe, nor demand Tryal to be in their Pre- 
ſence, it is in theſe Caſes, in the Breaſt of the Lords, 
wheiher the Commons ſhall be preſent or no; 

In Caſes Capital the Judges are to be preſent alſo, 
otherwiſe it is not a full Court; but they have no 


Voice; Nor ſhall you find their Aſſents to any Sta- 


tute. And at the Tryal of any Peer out of Parlia- 
ment, the Judges are ever preſent on that Day, their 
Preſence being neceſſary for their Council to the Lerds, 
tut their Aſſent is not neceſſary to the judgment. 
Aud though Selden ſeems to confine the neceſſity of 
their Preſence in Capital Caſes only, yet it may be 
icen that they were preſent at the Tryal of Dr. Henry 
Sacheperel, upou an Impeachment for . 
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but their Aſſent or Opinion was only requir'd in a 


Point of Law. 


Touching the manner. of the Lords reſolving on their 


Juigmemt; anciently in the Caſe of Simon de Bur- 
ey, 21 Rich. 2. it was demanded of every Lord preſent 
in Parliament, his Advice of the ſaid Simon touching 
his Crime. The fame Year, in the Printed Statutes, 
the Judges Opinions were demanded in the ſame man- 
ner, beginning with the Serjeants, &c. and ſo deſcend- 
ing to the Chief Juſtice. 5 

And at this Day the Queſtion is put by the Chan- 
cellor, or Keeper, and the Junior Baron anſwers Firſt, 


and ſo the reſt of the Lords in Order: But their Lord- 


ſhips firſt Debate the Judgment among themſelves, and 
the Queſtion ariſes out of that which ſeems to be molt 
generally agreed on. 

Theſe Judgments in Parliament for Death, have 
b:en chiefly guided per Legem Terre. Other wiſe, 
ſays Selden, they would not have adjudg'd the Earl of 
Kent, the King's own Uncle, to be Hang'd, Drawn, and 
Beheaded, might it have been left to their own Diſ- 
cretions. There are Precedents of others adjug'd to be 
Hang'd, Drawn, and Beheaded for Treaſon: And tho' 
they differ ſomething, yet herein they agree, That the 
opprobious Death of a Traytor is to be Hang'd, Drawn, 
and Beheaded 5 which the Parliament could not alter, 
not even in their Judgment againſt the King's own 
Uncle beforemention?d, temp. Edw. 3. It was per Legem 
infligenda. The King might Pardon all, and utually did, 
except Beheading of the Nobility of his own Blood, 
and of later Times to all Noblemev:. . 

As the Parliament could not diſpence with, nor 
omit any part of the Judgment on Iraviors, fo they 
could not add more than che Law requii'!. And this 
may appear by their Judgments on Forfeicurcs of the 
Party's Eftate. And ſo in Fines and Amerciaments the 
] udgments anciencly were indefinite, and not put in 
certain, for that the Law limits them to the King's 
Will; yet no doubt but after the Judgment the Lords 
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did Rate them: And in ancgvt Curt Barons, the 


Amercia ments were offer'd after the Preſentment:. 
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In the Star Chamber, all Fines were uſually mi 


| ier 
ted after the Cenſure, and that Court had Antiqua 2 


ſtigia magni Conſilii. Anciently indeed, the Fines 


were often Rated and Tax'd: and if the Lords may 
mitigate a Fine à majore, they may Tax it after Judge. 
ment, the certainty not being then ſpecified. 

In complaints of Extertion and Oppreſſion, the 
Lords awarded Satisfaction to the Parties, injur', 
which ſometimes was certain, ſometimes general, but 
always ſecundum non ultra Legem: Nor cou'd the 
Lords judge any complaint of private Perſons, where 
the Party might have- bis Remedy at Common Law; 
_ if ſo found, the Caſe was uſually refer'd thi- 
ther. 5 l 

Touching the Demand of judgment, that verily 
belongs to the Party at whoſe Suit it is: To the King's 
Council for the King, or Queen; if the Articles are de 
74. le Roy; and fo the Comnions againſt an Impeach'd 

elinquent, as in the Tryal of Dr. Henry Sacheverel 
aforeſaid. 

It is evident from many Precedents, That all Judge- 
ments for Life-and Death, are to be render'd by the 
Steward of England, or the Steward of the King's 
Houſe, (who at ſuch Arraignment is to fit in the Chan- 
cellor's Place) And all Judgments for Mitdemeanors 
by the Lord Chancellor, or by him who fupplics the 
Chancellor's Place. 

Touching the Execution of the Judgment in Capital 
Offences, all Precedents of that Nature make it apprar, 
That the Earl Marſhal was commanded to the Executi- 
on of a Peer, and the Morſhal to a Commoner. The 
Command, no doubt, 1{tu'd from the Lords, with the 
King's Aſſent therein. 

In Miſdemeanors the greateſt Corporal Puniſhment 
in ancient Parliament hath uſually been Impriſonment; 
but at this Nay it ſeems to be Diſcretionaty; and ſome- 
times other Corpora Puriſhments have been impovd 
by the Lords. If a Peer be committed to Prifon, the 
Gentleman Ulſher has the Charge cf him thither; and 
if a Commoner, then the Scrjcant at Arms attending 
the Great Seal; and to ice Judgment nff:cted.

Of the Conrt of Convocation. 


As the Soveraign, by Advice of his Privy Council, 
Convencs a Parliament for the Diipatch of Temporal 
Buſineſs, fo at the fame Time, he Convokes a National 
Synod, commonly call'd a Convocation ; which has the 

uidance, or Legiſlative Power of the Church. 

And in Order to their Meeting, the Soveraign directs 
His (or Her) Letter to the Archbiſhop of each Province, 
requiring him to Summon all Biſhops, Deans, Archdea- 
cons, & c. according to their beſt Judgment, aſſigning 
them the Time and Place in the ſaid Writ, when and 
where to Meet: Whereupon the Archbiſhop of Can- 
terbary directs his Mandate to the Biſhop of London, as 
his Provincial Dean, firlt citing him peremptorily, and 
then willing, and requiring him in the like manner, to 
Cite all the Biſhops, Deans, Archdeacons, &c. and 
all the Clergy of his Province at fuch a Day; and ſuch 
a Place pred in the Writ: But directing withal, 


That one Proctor for each Cathedral, or Collegiate 


Church, and Two for the Body of the Inferior Clergy 
may ſuſſice. CARR | | 

The Biſhop: of London accordingly directs his Let- 
ter to the Biſhop of every Dioceſe of the Province; 


. citing them to appear in like manner, and to admoniſh 


and require the Deans and Arch-Dcacons to appear 
Per- 


| 
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perionaly, Cc. the Cathedral and Collegiate Churches, 
and the Inferior Clergy to ſend their Proctors at the 
Time, and to the Place appointed. 

All ſuffragan Biſhops and Deans, Arch-Deacong, 
Prebendaries, Rectors and Vicars, have Privileges, ſome 
by themſelves, others by Proxy, or by Repreſentative 
to Sit and Vote in the Lower Houſe of Convocation. 

The Biſhops are Summon'd to meet Cum Pra/ati; 
Magnatibus & proceribus, at Weſtminſter, which the 
Biſhops do as to their Co-Intereſt in the Houſe of 
Lords; but in relation to the inferior Clergy, the Bi. 
ſhops meet at Weſtminſter, and, ſometimes Ad- 
Jjourn'd to ſuch places out of Meſtminſter, as the Arch- 
biſhop or his Vicar appointed, which before the Fire 


in 1666. was at the Convocarion- Hoyſe on the South- 


ſide of. St. Pauls Church in London, but ſince, in 
Weſtmin/ter-Abby. The Biſhops all fit in Henn 
the VIII's Chappel, as the upper Convocation, the 
Deans, Cc. in St: Benedict: Chappel, on the North- 
ſide of the Abby, as the lower Convocation, fo as 
they have diſtinct Houſes or Places from the Houſe 
of Lords, and Houſe of Commons, as alſo diſtinct 
Days of meeting; but always after the Parliament 
firſt meets; and ſo of ſitting ſome Days after any 
Adjournment, or Prorogation, or Diſſolution, which 
is appointed beyond the Lords or Commons. 

The higher Houſe of Convocation in the Province 
of Canterbury conſiſts of 22 Biſhops, whereof the Arch- 
biſhop is always Preſident, The Lower Houſe con- 
ſiſts of 22 Deans, 24 Prebendaries, 54 Arch-Deacons, 


and 44 Clerks repreſeming the Dicceſan Clergy, The 


firſt Day of the Aſſembly of both Houſes, the Arch- 
biſhop preſides at the Head of the Clergy of his 
Province; and the Lower Clergy being requir'd by 
the molt Reverend of their Houſe, chule them a Pro- 
locutor, or Speaker, who is to be approv'd by the 
Archbiſhop, | 

In Convocation, as I have ſaid, are dcbated only 
matters of Religion and concerning the Church; 


which are firſt ordinarily propos'd in the Uppa 
Houſe, and then committed to the Lower Houſe ; and 
the Major Vote in each Houſe prevails as in Parlia:

Of the Lord High Steward of England. 


He was antiently the Higheſt Officer of the Realm 
under the King; and his Power ſo very Great, that 
it was though: not fit to Truſt it in the Hands of 
any private Subject; for his Office was Sper videre 
O regulare ſub Rege & immediate poſt Regem, totum Re- 
gnam temporibus pacis & guerrarnm, as is (xpreſs d in 
an antient Record. f 

Our common Lawyers ſtil'd him Magnus Anglie . | 
Seneſchallus; otherwile call'd Lord High Steward or | 
Vice-Roy ; for ſo the Word Steward imports in the 
Sexon Tongue, f:.om Stede and Ward, Locum tenens, 
in French, Lieutenant; and was the ſame Officer with 
the Reicos Droſſet, that is R-gni Vice-Rex in Smeden, 
the Sradtholder in Denmart, who is allo call'd Vice Roy, 
or Licutauent du Roy, 

This Great Office was anciently Hereditary, and the 
laſt that had it by Succeſſion, was Henry of Bolingbrole, 
Duke of Hereferd, Son and Heir of John of Gaunt, 
Duke of Lancaſter, afterwards King of Engiaad by 
the Title of Henry IV. 1 7 which Tune they ce 
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been made only pro hac vice, to officiate either at a Co- 
ronation, or on the Tryals of Peers in Treaſon, or 
other Capital Offences, By Virtue of his Office at the 
Coronation, he ſits Judicially, and keeps his Court at 
Weſtminſter, where he receives all Petitions of thoſe who 
claim to do Service on that grand Day; and to receive 
the Fees and Allowances due and accuſtom'd. 

On the Tryals of Peers, Cc. he {ts under a Cloth 
of State, and gives Directions for the Form and Man- 
ner of Proceeding, and after Tryal rehearſes the Ver- 
dict of the Peere, and if Guilty gives Rer. and 
Sentence on the Criminal, as the ancient High Stewards 
were wont to do, During his Stewardſhip he bears a 
white Staff in his Hand, like the other white Staff Off- 
ccr5at Court; and Tryal being ended, he openly breaks 
it, which ends his Commiſſion. 


Of the Maſter of the Horſe. 


He is eſteem'd the Third Great Officer at Court, 
g.ving Place only to the Lord Steward, or Lord Cham- 
berlain of the Houſhold.

There is nothing more to be fail of him, but that 
'tis an Office of the higheſt Honour and Reputation, 
and uſually confert'd on one of the molt conſiderable 
of the Nobility.

Soldiers, or Men profeing Arms, according to H- 
pianus, were MHilites & Malitia, id eff, duritia; that 
is, were ſo nam'd in reſpect of the great Hardſhips they 
ö endure in Defence of other People. 

Juſtinianus, for the uniting of Laws and Arms, ap- 
pointed an Officer, call'l a Prætor, to Command both 
Martially and Civily; which Name the Romans con- 
tinu'd for their General of War, and by his Office and 
Authority both Martial and Civil, which ſeems fo 

intimate, that War cannot ſubſiſt without the AM: 
| ſtince of Law. And in former Apes, the greateſt Poli- 
tictans held that Knowledge and Power ought to be | 
inſeparable; of which Opinion was Horace, who ſays, \ 
| Vis expers confilii mole rait ſua ; And for the ſameReaſor,' | 
other Learned Authors were induc'd to commend Va- 
| liant Captains, and prudent Counſcllors, as it were in 
| one Rank; for with Simonides they join'd Pau ſanias, 
with Craſſus, Solon, and with Pericles, Anaxagoras. 
Ariſtotle proves, that ſome Men by Nature, where 
rn to Command, and. others to Obey. And Leo, | 
the Emperor, in his Book Entitled, The Preparation for | 
War, ſpeaking of a General, ſays, That 4 Man onght to 
be conſider d by his proper Valour and Vertue, and not by 
the Blood of thoſe 72 9 him into the Worll, 
c 2 
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The Rewards which the Romans lis'd to beftow on 
deſerving Soldiers, were either in the Advancement of 
Honour, increaſe of Wealth, or both, according to 
their Merit. Io him that had diſmounted an Enemy, 
if a Foot Soldier 9 a Pot of Gold, or a Piece 
of Plate; and if an orſeman, an Ornamental Badge 
to be ſet on his Creſt. He that firt mounted the Wall 
of any Town, Cattle, or Fortified Place, had a Crown 
of Gold. Ottavins Ceſar after the Philippian War, 
gave to the Lrgionary Soldiers certain Crowne, and to 
every Captain a Purple Garment, Julius Ceſar after 
his Triumph for Victory over Pharnax, gave every 
Soldier 5000 Groats; to cvery Leader and Horſeman 
double the Sum. Pompeius having overcome Mithri- 
dates, before he Triumph'd, beftow'd on every Soldier 
500 Groats, and on the Captains a far greater Re- 
ward. Nor were the Romans flack in Rewards to 
their Generals, for beſides ineſtimable Preſents, they 
receiv d them Home with Ts1umphant Arches; and to 
perpetuate their Fame, erected Pillars, Statutes, or 
Oby lieks, beſpeaking their Victorics. 

The Præfecti, or Great Commanders, were Elected 
by thole Soldiers that bore Targets. The Tribani Mi- 


| litum had the Advancement by the Voice of Men at 


Arms ; and other Captains or Commanders of a lower 
Quality were choſen by the Chief General: And that 
Perſon, who in Service was molt Painful, in Action 
moſt Reſolute, in Council molt Prudent, and in Exe- 
cution moſt Quick, was by the cliief Captains Elected 
for their Emperor. | 

As to the Derivation of the Word there is nothing 
certain; every Nation almolt has its diſtin Title for 
this Supreme Officer of an Army ; but this may be 
ſaid, That Britain, conſidering its extent of Power 
and Dominion, has not been behind Hand with any 
of the Nations in Europe, in producing the moſt San- 
uine and accompliſh'd Generals, as all Ages have te- 
tified, eſpecially the late French War, where their 
Generals and Troops were the chief Support of the 
Common Cauſe, the Saviours of the Weffern Empire, 
and the Glory of their own Nation. 


Nor 
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Parliament Writ to any one of the Degree, except 
this, though Hiltory plentitully turniſhes us with te- 
veral Perſons of thoſe ſeveral Degrees who were Gene- 
rals when Parliaments were ſummon'd; aud yet, as I 
{aid, there is no Proviſion in this AR, for the Place or 
Precedency of this great Officer, or the Malter of the 
Horle, as there is for the Marſhal, Admiral, Cc. tho” 
the great Character of either might well have defcry'd 
an additional Clauſe to that Act for their Precedenc ce. 
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Of the Lord Warden of the Cinque-Ports, 
and Conſtable of Dover-Caftle. 


Lambard in his Perambulation of Kent, ſays, that 
thele two Offices were diſtinct till they were united by 
the Conqueror, and then given to William Fiennes his 
Kinſman, whom he nam'd Conſtable of Dover, and 
Warden of the Cinque Ports, by Inheritance; and the 
better to enable him to ſuſtain the Charge of ſo great 
an Employment, he gave him the Number of Fifcy 
fix Knights Fees of Land, with Largefles to Eight o- 
ther Perſons who came in with him, to alliſt him in 
the Guarding thereof; viz. William de Amwerenches, 
Fulbert de Dover, William de Arſick, Ranulph de Peverel, 
Nobert de Port, Gilbert de Magminot, Hugh de Crevequer, 
and Adam Fitz-Williams, all Barone. 

Wucther Lambard be right or no in this Point, as 
to the junction of theſe two Offices, J cannot poſi- 
tively latisfy my felf, but according to ſome other 
Authors, I believe they were generally the fame, by 
another Name; for I find that Godwin Earl of Kent, 
was Conſtable of Dover Caſtle, and Maſter of the Ports, 
and likcwiſe of thoſe Parts cf the Sea-Coalts; and had 
the Town of Dover in his keeping, Temp. Edp. the 
Confeſſor: The ſame had Harold lus don, during the 
Cor feſſor's Reign; but he coming to be King, Bertram, 
Afbbarnham, a Perſon of great Note in his time, and 
Anceltcr to the preſent Lord Aſbbirabam, was ac- 
cording to ſome Authors Conſtable of Dover Calle, 
and Lord Warden, and held that Office for that Year, 
being the firſt and laſt of King Harold. Odo Biſhop 
of Bayexx, and Earl of Kent, ſo advanc'd by the 
Conqueror his half Brother, had next the Town and 
Cane of Dover in his keeping, but falling unjuſtly 
under that King's Diſpleature, the ſame was given 
to Fiennes, às is before ſaid, and then, and ſince, it 
has had the Title os Warden, and Lord Warden of the 
Cinque-Ports, Cc. and as it has been clicem'd an 2 
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fice of the higheſt Truſt, (for Dover Caſtle wes an- 
ciently accounted, Clavis & Repagulum totius Regni, 
the very Lock and Key of the whole Kingdom) o 
it is now eſteem'd as a mark of very great Honour and 
Reputation. | 

Mr. Prin in his Breviary cites many Records long 
b:fore Henry VIII. which are uſeleſs to examine, be- 
caule ſome of them have been ſo long diius'd, of 
Knights, Juſtices of North Wales, Treaſurer of Car- 
narvan, Treaſurer of the King's Houſe, Chancellor of 

the Exchequer, Deans, Archde-cons, Elcheatore, and 
others that have been Summon 4d by Writ to ſit in Par- 
liaments in the Lords Houſe ; but ſince Henry VIII. in 
the Pettibag, ſeveral Writs of Aſſiftants were iſſued, 
to ſhew the King's Power, ſome of which were Pro- 
feſſors of the Law, and {one not. 

There was ano her Writ, viz. to the Warden of 
the Cinque- Ports; which was not conſtant, but ccca- 
ſional, tor ſometimes it was directed to an Eul, and 
ſometimes to ſome one Perſon under the Degree of a 
Baron; yet by vertue of the Writ, he was impowe'd 
to ſit in the Lords Houſe ; but ſince Berry IV. time, 
when that Office was lupplied by the Prince of Wales,

Here anctently the Lord Warden receiv'd the uſual 
Oath at his, firſt entring into that Office; but now it 
is perform'd at Dor: At this Place Frinice Edward, 
Son cf King Henn II. exatted an Oath of Fidelity 
from the Barons of 1!:* Cinque Ports, againſt the Sup- 
porters of the Barons Wars: But the Tryal of Cauſes, 
and other Matters dependant in the Lord Wardeu's 
Courts are now 1enmoy'd to Dover, 

Cambden obſerves, That our Warden of the Cinque 
Ports. was in imitation cf the ſame Officer which ihe 

Romans eftabliſh'd for Defence of our, Coalls, and 

call' i him, Litoris Saxonici, or trattus Maritimi Co- 
mitem, who had the Charge of Nine Ports, as the 
Warden had of Five, the? in reality there are Eight 
fo calPd. He is now in his Commiſſion (11d, Con- 
ſtable of Dover-Caltle, Lord Warden, Chancellcy, and 
Admiral of the Cinque-Ports, Cc. 
- His Power by Land is generally eſteem'd to hold 
from Haſtings in Suſſex, one of the Five, or Eight 
Porte, to the Iſle of Sheppey; having likewiſe a great 
extent of the Sea Ceaſlt ane? his E whcre- 
in all Wrecks, Cc. fall to the Lord Warden, and 
any Ship ſtriking cn any Sand, Rock, Oc. forteits to 
the Lord Warden their beli Anchor and Cable; who 
for the Tryal of theſe Cauſes, if any Diſpute happen, 
has a Court within himſelf held at Dover, the Judge 
Advocate thereof being of his own appointment. 

He likewiſe has the appointment of the Captains 
of Sandgate, Sandown, Walmer, and Deal Caſtles, as 
appertaining to the Cinque Ports; of Warders, Gun- 
vers, Pilots, Cc.

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Of "the C onſt able of the Tower of London, &c. 


Is a Poſt of very great Honour and Truſt, and 
uſually given to ſome Perſon of Blood and Dittinction: 
The Name of Conſtable was given to the firſt Go» 
vernor of the Tower by William the Conqueror, and ſo 
It continu'd to be Govern® till the Reign of Queen 
Elizabeth, and ſome times by a Cuſtos Terris, and in 
his abſence by a Licutenant or Deputy. They had the 
Governmeut of the Tower ſome times during Life, 
and ſometimes during Pleaſure, were Privy Countellors, / 
and had their Reſidence conſtantly within the Tower; 
and for ſometime likewiſe had the Cuſtody of the 
Armories, Stores, Cc. now principally under the 
Maſter of the Ordnance, 

But now the Lieutenant feems to have the Execu- 
tive part, tho? he acts under, and is ſubordinate to the 
Conſtable, in all things relating to the Office of Con- 
ſtable, and in his abſence preſides with as full an 
— as if the Conttable were perſonally pre- 
ent. 

Under the Command of the Conſtable, and in his 
ablence of the Lieutenant, are the Gentleman Porter, 
the Phy ſician, the Four Yeomen Warders, and the 
Gunner of the Tower, He is alſo Lord Lieutenant of 
the Tower Hamlets, 


Of rhe Maſter of the Ordnance. 


It is an Office of very great Honour and Impor- 
tai.ce, and carries with it its own denomination, as 
having the Supreme command of that Office kept 
within the Tower, which is call'd the Office of Ord- 
nance; where the only Randing and Grand Magazine 


of the Principal Prerogatives, Habiliments, and other 
(© Imple- 
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Implements of War, as well by Sea as Land 1s kept 


for Defence of the Kingdom: Of which this Office 
has the Superintendence, ordering and diſpoſing ; and 
ſo of the other Magazines, or Store-Houſes of War 
throughout England ; and from him ate deriv'4 all 
Orders and Diſpatches, for the preſerving, managing, 
and delivery of the ſame, as the Service ſhall beſt u- 
quire. He hath under him, for his greater Eaſe in 
managing this Office, as well as for the greater State 
and Dignity of the ſame, - a Lieutenant General, Sur- 
veyor, Clerk of the Ordnance, Keeper of the Stores, 
Clerk of the Delivers, Treaſurer, and Pay Matter, 
who all hold their Places by Patent under the Great 
Seal: And out of theſe is compos'd a Board held 
Three times a Week, for the tranſacting of all Affairs 
relating to the Ordnance, at which the Matter of the 
Ordnance is for the molt part preſent, tho he may 
decline the fame, and formerly did, as very ſeldom 
appearing there, leaving the Executive part thereof ſor 
the moſt part to the Lieutenant General. 


Of the Maſter of the Great Wardrobe. 


Is an Officer of grcat Antiquity and Dignity ; up- 
on whom King Henry. VI. confer d many high Pi- 
vileges and Immunities, which were confirm'J by his 
Succeflors, King Janes I. cnl-rg'd the ſume, and 
ordain'd, That this great Office ſhow's be au Incci- 
poration, or Body Politick for ever. 

This Office 13 to mike P;oviſion for Coronations, 
Marriages or Funerals of the Royal Family ; to fur- 
niſh the Court with Beds, Hanging, Cloths of Eltate, 


Corpets, and other Neceſſaries; likewile to furriſh

Livery for the Lord 
Chamberlain, Grooms of the Privy Chamber, Officers 
ef the Robes, and ſeveral other of the Houthold Ser-

Of the Maſter of the Robes. 


Is an Officer in the Lord Chamberlain's Diſtrict, 
whoſe Buſineſs 1s to order all the Royal Robes; as 
thoſe of the Coronation, St. George's Fealt, and of 
Parliament. As alſo of the Prince's wearing Ap- 
pare}, Collar of Ss, George and Garter, Ce. He has 
under him, a Clerk of the Robes and Wardrobe, a

Of the Groom of the Stole. 


According to the ancient derivation of the Word in 
Greck, (from whence the Latins, and thence the 
Italtans and French do borrow it, ſignifies, a Groom, 
or Servant of the Long-Robe, or Yeſt-ment. To this 
Officer belongs the Honour of preſenting and putting 
on the firſt Garment or Shirt every Morning, and to 
Order all Things relating to the Bedchamber. He is 121 
likewiſe always the firſt Gentleman of the Bed- I wh 
chamber; who are in number Eleven, and uſually WM Co 
conſilt of” the Prime Nobiluy of the Realm. Their i Gat

Of the Dean of the Cbappel. 


It is uſually ſome Grave and Learned Prelate, cho- 
ſen by the Soveraign, who as Dean of the Chapp?l, 
acknowlelges no Superiour but the King; for as the 
King's Palace is exempt from all Temporal JurifdiQi- 
on, ſo is his Chappel from all Spiritual. It is call'd 
Capella Dominica, the Domain Chappel, and is not with- 


n the Dioceſe of any Biſhop, bur as a Regal peculiar, 


exempt, and reſerv'd to the Viſnation and immediate 
Government cf the Soveraign. ns 

By the Dean are choſen allo all other Officers of the 
the Chappel, namely, the Sub-dean, or Precentor Ce- 
pellæ, Thiry Two Gentlemen of the Chappel, where- 
of Twelve are Prietis, and one of them Confeſſor to 
the Houthold, whoſe Office 1s to read Prayers every 
Morning to the Family, to viſit the Sick, examine and 


prepare the Communicants, to reſolve Caſes of Con- 


ſeience, Oc. The other Twenty Two are called 
Cle: ks of the Chappel, who aſſiſt the Prieſts in per- 
forming Divine Scrvicey Praiſing, Singing, Ce. 
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Of ihe Captain of the Band of Penſioners. 


This Great Office has never been given te any Per- 
ſon under the Degree of a Nobleman, unleſs he were 
Knight of the Guter, which of late Years has not 
been known. ; 

This honourable Band of Gentlemen Penſioners, 
were firſt Iuſtituted by King Henry VII. for the ones 
State of his Majeſty's Court, being delign*l as a Guard 
for lis Perion, for which Reaſon they have their Poſt 
for Waiting aſſign'd them in the Preſence Chamber. 


Their Office is to attend the Soveraign's Perſon to, and 


from the Royal Chappel, whom they receive in the 
Preſence Chamber, or at the Door of the Privy Lod- 
gings. They are likewiſe to attend at all great Solem- 
nities, as at Coronations, St. George's Feast, Publick 
Audiences of Ambaſſadors at the Soveraign's going to 
Parliament, and at their Funerals. 

They are in Number Forty, and each of them 
oblig d by their Conſtitution io keep Three double 
Horſes, or Servants, who are, as well as themſelves, to 
have proper Arms, and fo are properly a Troop of 
Guards; and as ſuch have been Multer'd by their own 
Officers: But this laſt part of their Duty is frequently 
diſpens'd withal during the Prince's Pleaſure.

This Court of the Dutchy or County Palatine of 
'Lancaſter, grew out of the Grant of King Edward III. 
who firſt jar that 8 his Son, John of Gaunt, 
Duke of Lancaſter, and Endow'd jt with ſuch Royal 
Rights, as the County Palatine of Cheſter had. And 
in regard it afterwards became Extinct in the Perſon of 


King Henry IV. Son of the ſaid John of Gaunt, &c. 


by his attaining the Crown, and thereby annexing d 
it again to the Soveraignty; yet the ſame King, con- 
icious to h1mſelf, that he was more rightfully Duke 


of Lancaſter, than King of England, wiiely determin'd | 


to fave his Right in the Dutchy, whatever beſel 
him in the Poſſeſſion of the Kingdom: And therefore 
made a diſtinct Separation again of this his Dutchy 
from the Crown, and ſettled it fo in the natural Per- 
ſon of himſelf, and his Heirs, as if he had been no 
King, or Body Politick at all.

baſſy in the Senate -Houſe. 

he Characters of Ambaſſadors ought in all Coun- 
tries to be held Sacred and Inviolable, and I wou'd 
therefore willingly forget the Violence offer d to the 
Perſon of the 3 Envoy here fome few Years 
ſince, tho' it was, however, without conſent or allow- 
ance of the Miniſtry; who, on the contrary, caus'd 
him to have all the Satisfaction made, that the Laws 
of the Nation wou'd admit.
